Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  moved  to 
substitute  Dean  for  ''Archdeacon"  wherever  it  occurs, 
which  was  lost.  Rev.  Mr.  Sams  moved  to  strike  out  uHe" 
in  the  seventh  line,  and  substitute  the  words  Such  Mis- 
sionary, which  was  carried.  The  section  thus  amended 
was  adopted.

Rev.  Mr.  Bratton, 
from  the  special  Committee  on  the  Porter  Academy  pre- 
sented the  following: 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bish- 
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op's  address  which  referred  to  the  Porter  Academy  respectfully 
present  their  repo  t: 

Your  committee  would  remind  the  Convention  of  j  the  warm 
words  <  f  commendation  in  the  Bishop's  address  which  told  of  the 
splendid  work  wh'ch  the  Academy  has  done  in  the  past  and  of  the 
brilliant  possibilities  "of  the  future.  Educational  institutions 
m  st  be  recognized  as  anion  i  the  most  effective  missionary  agen- 
cies which  the  church  can  foster;  and  in  this  Diocese,  the  Porter 
aca  lemy  his  been  such  an  agency  and  more,  for  it  has  been  the 
means  of  providing  training  and  education  for  our  youth  when, 
without  it,  they  mu  t  have  grown  up  in  ignorance.  We  doubc 
not  there  are  few,  if  any,  upon  the  floor  of  this  Convention,  who 
cannot  point  to  sons  or  kin  men  whom  this  academy  has  educa- 
ted, a  d  educated  perhaps  without  remuneration.  Information 
recei  ed  shows  that  in  its  brief  historv  2500  pupils  have  b  en  edu- 
cated and  sent  forth  into  the  world.  Of  this  number  20  are  now 
in  the  ministry  and  three  at  present  preparing  to  enter  that 
sacred  call  ng.  Of  the  118  now  upon  the  roll  of  the  Institution, 
60^  re  commun;cants  of  the  Church;  which  means  that  within 
three  or  four  years,  60  well  trained,  educated  churchmen  are  to  go 
forth  as  miss  onaries  and  pillars  of  the  Church's  holy  faith. 
Du  ing  its  career  the  Por  er  Academy  has  educated  gratu'tiously 
6  1  sons  of  Clergymen,  and  at  this  time  we  are  informed  that  there 
are  eleven  sons  of  c'ergymen  and  one  grand-son  of  Bishop  Gads* 
den  prosecuting  their  stud  es  in  the  Institution,  and  this  without 
remuneration.  Your  committee  can  only  marvel  that  the  Diocese 
is  so  slow  to  make  full  use  of  the  g-eat  opportunities,  and  to  recog- 
nize the  full  value  of  this  institution  whose  career  has  been  a 
matter  <  f  wonder  and  amazement  to  us.  We  must  judge  the  insti- 
tution by  it^  fruits  and  these  a»-e  not  far  to  see,  for  we  may  only 
point  to  this  convention  a-^d  remind  you  that  annng  the  Clergy 
and  Deputies  of  his  body  many  are  graduates  of  the  Porter  Acad^ 
emv.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  very  great  imporfance  of  this 
Institution  and  its  influence  upon  the  Church  in  this,  as  in  other 
Dioceses,  demand  of  us  that  we  shall  know  more  of  it,  for  we 
may  not  forget  the  fact  that  that  which  is  influencing  our  Dio- 
cese and  our  several  communities  must  demand  our  earnesw  at- 
tention. Your  committee  desires  to  offer  the  resolution  appended 
Resolved.

The  Conmr'ttee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  th*1  Clergy,  would  re»pectfully  report,  That  this 
Society  has  existed  over  a  century,  having  been  organized  in 
1762  by  the  Fev.  Dr.  Smith,  afterwards  the  first  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  principally  through  his  exertions.  >fe  realized  not 
only  the  necessity  for  its  existence  but  also  the  absolute  justice 
of  Mich  provision,  by  the  Church,  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
those  who  had  devoted  their  lives  to  her  service. 

In  1  <tter  years,  from  various  causes,  the  interest  in  this  noble 
Society  his  flagged,  for  reviving  wh  ch  your  Committee  would  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  That  this  Church  recogn  zes  the  obligations  wh  ch 
rest  upon  her  to  provide  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  her  de- 
ceased Clergy,  and  heartily  commends  this  society  to  ti  e  gen- 
erosity of  the  l  aity.

THE  ADDRESS  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  BISHOP.

Dear  Breth  ren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : — 

It  becomes  my  grateful  duty  to  greet  you  in  our  One 
Hundred  and  Fourth  Annual  Convention,  as  well  on  be- 
half of  our  absent  Father  in  God,  the  beloved  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  as  on  my  own  account. 

Since  my  consecration,  on  the  20th  of  July  last,  I  have 
been  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Diocese, 
the  physical  inability  of  the  Bishop  compelling  him  to 
assign  to  me,  under  the  provision  of  the  Canon  in  such 
a  case,  (Title  I,  Canon  XIX,  Section  V.)  "all  such  duties 
as  properly  belong  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church 
of  God,  within  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina." 

My  Journal,  which  accompanies  this  address,  and 
which  has  been,  from  time  to  time,  published  in  the 
"Diocese,"  will  give  a  detailed  account  of  my  Episcopal 
acts.  I  beg  here  to  present  a  summary  of  them,  and  to 
offer  for  your  earnest  consideration  such  suggestions 
upon  my  observation  of  the  Diocese,  as  commend  them- 
selves to  my  judgment. 

Immediately  after  my  Consecration  it  became  my 
duty  to  attend  upon  the  commencement  exercises  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

South  Carolina  had  three  Students  of  Divinity  at  St. 
Luke's  Hall,  Sewanee,  and  one  Postulant,  who  was  then 
prosecuting  his  literary  studies  in  the  University. 

At  the  Commencement  in  August  Mr.  Wilmot  L. 
Holmes  graduated  in  Divinity,  was  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate  last  September,  and  was  assigned  to  Mission- 
ary duty  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough.  His  place  in 
the  divinity  school  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  T.  T.  Walsh, 
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so  that  we  still  have  three  students  in  this  school,  one 
of  whom,  Mr.  R.  A.  Lee,  will  graduate  in  August. 

Mr.  Sanders  Guigniard  having  recently  gone  to  Se- 
wanee,  as  a  Postulant,  we  have  at  present  tivo  Postu- 
lants and  three  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  at  Sewanee. 
Mr.  Shirley  C.  Hughson,  having  been  duly  admitted  a 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  is  now  prosecuting  his 
studies  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York.  Mr.  William  T.  Capers,  a  student  at  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  Virginia,  will  graduate  the  last  of 
June  and  (D.  V.)  will  be  admitted  to  the  order  of 
Deacons  immediately  thereafter,  and  will  be  assigned  to 
duty  about  the  1st  of  September. 

For  reasons,  not  affecting  his  moral  character,  I  have 
deemed  it  best  to  remove  from  the  list  of  Postulants  the 
name  of  Robt.  J.  Morgan. 

At  present  there  are  enrolled  in  the  Bishop's  book  the 
names  of  nine  Postulants  and  six  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  as  follows  :

I  have  admitted  the  following  Clergymen  by  letters 
dimissory,  and  congratulate  the  Diocese  upon  their  com- 
ing to  labor  among  us  in  this  part  of  our  Lord's  vine- 
yard : 

The  Rev.  Robt.  W.  Barnwell,  from  Kentucky;  Rev. 
S.  E.  Prentiss,  from  Indiana  ;  Rev.  W.  E.  Evans,  D.  D., 
from  Alabama  ;  Rev.  Henry  T.  Gregory,  from  Albany. 

I  have  given  to  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Miller,  a  letter  dimis- 
sory  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 

Two  candidates  have  been  ordained  to  the  Diaconate, 
and  one  to  the  Priesthood,  the  latter,  Rev.  Edward 
McCrady,  being  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville. 

I  administered  Confirmation  for  the  first  time  on  the 
6th  of  August  last,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Winnsboro, 
and  since  then  have  admitted  to  the  Communion  of  the 
•Church,  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  504  persons,  48  of 
whom  were  negroes  and  colored  people. 

Offerings  taken  by  me  at  my  visitations  have  been 
sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  Such 
offerings,  together  with  special  donations,  and  a  few 
Sunday  School  offerings  have  amounted  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  $789.07,  for  which  sum  the  Treasurer  has  duly 
receipted  to  me. 

In  response  to  the  call  made  upon  our  people  by  the 
Bishops,  in  behalf  of  the  Sea  Coast  sufferers  by  the 
storms  of  last  year,  the  Churches  in  the  Diocese  sent  me 
$723.62,  and  brethren  of  other  Dioceses  the  sum  of 
$1010.90,  making  a  total  of  $1734.52. 

The  Bishop  of  Maryland  was  particularly  kind  in 
bringing  the  sufferings  of  our  coast  people  to  the  notice 
of  his  flock,  and  sent  us  the  greater  part  of  the  sum  re- 
ported from  other  Dioceses.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Stuart,  of 
Washington,  sending  the  generous  sum  of  $210  from 
Christ  Church,  Washington. 

The  Diocese  acknowledges  with  warmest  gratitude 
the  loving  kindness  of  our  brethren  of  Maryland,  and 
other  Dioceses. 

The   sum  at    my   disposal   to   aid   our  Theological 
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students  amounted  to  $751.30,  but  as  their  number  has 
increased,  and  most  of  them  need  our  help,  I  will  be 
compelled  in  future  to  divide  the  offerings  at  my  visita- 
tions between  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders.

At  my  request  the  Finance  Committee  of  Convention 
has  kindly  examined  my  accounts. 

Turning  now,  dear  brethren,  to  other  matters,  I  would 
ask  your  attention  for  the  consideration  of  certain  sub- 
jects of  deep  interest  to  us  as  a  Diocese,  and  first — I 
look  upon  the  work  of  our  Board  of  Missions  as  of  prime 
importance.  Without  its  help  I  would  be  powerless  to 
sustain  our  Missions, .  and  the  feeble  Parishes  of  the 
Diocese.  In  spite  of  the  distressing  events  of  the  past 
year,  and  the  monetary  depression  here,  in  our  State, 
and  everywhere  over  our  country,  our  church  people 
have  met  the  expectations  of  the  Board,  and  its  Treas- 
urer has  been  able  to  meet  all  of  its  obligations.  We 
have  gone  forward  in  the  Diocese,  and  I  call  upon  our 
Clergy  and  their  people  to  make  what  progress  we  have 
gained  a  vantage  ground  for  future  exertions  in  behalf 
of  the  church,  in  every  part  cf  the  Diocese. 

Wherever  I  have  gone  I  have  been  encouraged  because 
I  have  felt  the  throb  of  Spiritual  life  beating  in  the 
hearts  of  my  brethren,  and  feel  assured  to-day,  standing 
as  we  do  in  the  light  of  the  Ascension  of  our  victorious 
Lord,  and  upon  the  very  threshold  of  Whitsunday,  that 
He  will  not  leave  us  comfortless,  but  will  send  us  His 
promised  Comforter,  the  Holy  Ghost,  exalting  our  minds 
to  a  high  and  true  sense  of  our  duty  to  Him  and  His 
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Church,  giving  us  right  judgments  in  all  things,  and 
filling  our  souls  with  love  to  him  and  to  one  another. 
This,  dear  brethren,  is  our  supreme  need — the  great 
essential  for  our  work,  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Comforter  in 
our  hearts-,  giving  us  the  mind  and  the  spirit  of  our 
Master,  that  we  may  do  His  work,  with  faith  and 
charity. 

I  would  especially  direct  your  attention  to  the  Canon 
passed  by  the  last  General  Convention,  'kOf  the  Stan- 
dard Book  of  Common  Prayer."  The  work  of  revision 
having  been  completed,  and  the  Prayer  book,  as  revised, 
having  been  approved  by  the  highest  authority  of  the 
church,  the  Canon  declares  it  to  be  the  standard  of  our 
worship,  and  of  binding  authority.  The  Canon  is  too 
long  to  quote  in  full,  but  I  ask  your  special  attention  to 
the  first,  fourth  and  fifth  Sections: 

CANON  XXII. 
OF  THE  STANDARD  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER. 

Section  I.  The  copy  of  the  Book  of  Common  F rayer and  Ad- 
minis  ration  of  the  Sacram  nts  and  other  Rite<  and  eremonies 
of  the  Church,  according  to  the  use  of  the  Protestant  Fpi  copal 
Church  in  the  United  f*tates  of  America,  together  with  the  Psalter 
or  Fsalms  of  Da^  id;  the  J  orm  of  Making-,  ( rdaini'  g  and  i  oi  se- 
crating"  Bi-hops,  Priests  and  Deacons,  the  Form  of  '  onsecration 
of  a  Thurch  or  ^hapel,  and  an  Office  of  Institution  of  IVinisters, 
and  Articles  of  Religion,  s  t  forth  by  the  General  Convention  of 
this  Church,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1892,  and  authenticated  by 
the  signatures  of  the  presiding  officers  and  secretaries  of  the  two 
Houses  of  General  Convention,  and  by  the  signatures  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Joint  Comnittee  c!  arged  with  the  duty  of  preparing- 
and  submitting-  to  the  Convention,  a  Standard  Prayer  Hook,  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  Standard  Book  of  Commoa  Prayer  of 
this  Church. 

Section  IV.  Copies  of  this  folio  Standard  "Hook  of  Common 
Prayer,  duly  authenticated  as  in  the  case  of  the  standard  r-oo  <, 
shall  be  sent,  when  issued,  to  the  Ecclesiastical  rtuthority  of  each 
Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  in  tru*t  for  the  use  thereof,  and  for  refer- 
ence and  appeal  in  questions  as  to  the  authorized  formularies  of 
this  Church, 

Section  V.  No  copy  or  edition  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
shall  be  made,  printed,  published,  or  used  as  of  anthority  in  this 
Church  unless  it  contain  the  authorization  of  the  Custodian  of 
the  Standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  certifying-  that  he  or  some 
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person  appointed  by  him  has  compared  the  said  copy  or  edition 
with  the  s  id  Standard  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  and  that  it 
conforms  thereto. 

In  compliance  with  the  fourth  section  of  the  Canon 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  has  received  the  copy  of  the 
Prayer  Book  which  is  now  before  you,  duly  certified  by 
the  signatures  of  the  persons  designated  in  the  said  sec- 
tion of  the  Canon  and  the  same  has  been  committed  to 
me  "in  trust  for  the  use"  of  the  Diocese,  "and  for  refer- 
ence and  appeal  in  all  questions  as  to  the  authorized 
formularies  of  this  Church."  This  Book,  Brethren,  is 
the  one  rule  of  our  worship,  and  by  that  rule  every  loyal 
churchman  is  bound  in  honor  and  in  love.  No  other 
book  is  of  authority  in  the  worship  of  the  Church.  The 
concluding  section  of  the  Canon  makes  it  my  duty,  as  I 
now  do,  so  to  declare.  I  would  also  urge  the  use  of  the 
New  Hymnal.  The  Convention  granted  the  use  of  the 
old  Hymnal  until  its  meeting  in  1895,  but  as  the  Hymnal 
adopted  will  be  our  only  authorized  Hymnal  after  that 
time,  it  would  be  best  for  us  to  begin  its  use  at  once.  X 
recommend  therefore  to  our  Churches  who  have  not 
already  begun  its  use,  that  they  should  do  so  as  soon  as 
possible,  not  deferring  the  matter  later  than  Trinity 
Sunday. 

The  Charleston  Woman's  Prayer  Book  and  Tract  Soci- 
ety, a  Society  of  long  standing  in  this  Diocese,  was  or- 
ganized for  the  purpose  of  distributing,  gratuitioushj , 
the  Prayer  book,  the  Hymnal,  and  Tracts  upon  useful 
topics  of  instruction  and  information.  This  Society  will 
be  glad  to  aid  the  Clergy,  especially  the  Missionary 
Clergy,  in  supplying  their  people  with  Prayer  Books, 
Hymnals  and  Tracts,  and  if  our  Churches  will  bear  this 
most  useful  Society  in  mind,  and  send  its  Treasurer  an 
annual  offering  to  aid  in  Prayer  Book,  Hymnal,  and 
Tract  distribution,  they  will  further  the  cause  of  truth, 
and  cheer  and  help  the  good  devoted  women  of  the  Church 
who  are  engaged  in  this  work. 

In  this  connection  I  call  attention  to  two  proposed 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  sent  down  by  the  last 
General  Convention  for  our  consideration. 
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The  first  proposes  a  change  in  Article  VIII,  respecting 
aHerations  or  additi  ns  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer; 
and  the  second  proposes  to  strike  out  the  words  "Assist- 
ant Bishop,"  wherever  he ^  occur  in  the  Constitution, 
and  insert  in  their  place  the  words  "Bishop  Coadjutor." 

The  changa  proposed  in  Article  VIII,  if  finally  adopted 
will  require  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Hous  3  t  f  Bishops,  and  a  majority  of 
all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of 
Deputies,  in  order  to  pr  pose  any  change  hereafter  in  the 
Prayer  Book. 

As  the  article  now  stands  it  would  be  possible  for  a 
General  Convention  composed  of  a  minority  of  the  Bish- 
ops and  Dioceses  to  propose  by  a  resolution,  a  change  in 
the  Constitution  and  send  the  proposal  down.  The 
Amendment  requires  that  such  a  proposal  shall  only  be 
made  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  and  all  the  Dio- 
ceses. 

Another  recommendation  which  comes  down  to  us  is 
that  of  the  Missionary  Council  of  the  Church.  By  our 
Canon  law  the  Council  meets  annually,  and  is  composed 
of  all  the  Bishops,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  General 
Missionary  Society,  and  one  Clergyman  and  one  layman, 
elected  by  Diocesan  Conventions. 

The  recommendation  is,  that  there  be  a  monthly  service 
in  each  Diocese,  known  as  the  "  United  Monthly  Mission 
Service;"  that  the  Friday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  each 
month  be  the  day  fixed  for  this  service  throughout  the 
Church;  that  the  Bishops  arrange  a  special  service  of 
intercession  in  behalf  of  the  great  work  of  Missions,  and 
that  the  whole  church, united  as  one  man,  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed, shall  appear  before  Almighty  God  in  Thanks- 
giving and  Prayer,  making  known  to  the  people  the 
work  and  the  wants  and  the  blessings  of  the  Kingdom  of 
His  dear  Son,  and  asking  in  faith  for  a  fuller  measure 
of  His  spirit  and  His  mind  that  this  branch  of  His 
Church  may  be  more  zealous  and  more  faithful  in  enlarg- 
ing the  borders  of  His  kingdom  and  winning  immortal 
souls  to  the  knowledge  and  service  of  their  only  Lord 
and  Savior. 
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I  heartily  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Council 
and  will,  at  an  early  day,  appoint  the  "United  Monthly 
Mission  Service''  for  this  Diocese. 

One  of  the  important  agencies  for  Mission  work,  and 
for  planting  the  Church  in  new  fields,  is  the  "American 
Church  Building  Fund  Commission."  I  call  especial 
attention  to  its  claims  upon  this  Diocese.  This  Com- 
mission came  generously  forward  to  help  us  after  the 
great  storm  of  last  August,  and  has  assisted  in  the  work 
of  Church  building  and  Church  repair  in  this  Diocese 
since  its  establishment  in  1881,  to  the  amount  of  nearly 
$5000.  South  Carolina  gave  them  last  year  only  $50.85. 
Trinity  Church,  Abbeville,  All  Saints,  Hampton  Co.,  being 
the  only  churches  reported  as  contributing.  I  have  re- 
cently approved  two  applications  from  the  Diocese  for 
gifts  from  the  Commission,  but  I  shall  be  most  reluctant 
to  do  so  in  future  unless  we  do  our  duty  more  heartily 
towards  the  Commission.  The  Commission  asks  for  an 
offering  on  the  second  Sunday  in  November,  or  on  the 
Sunday  following,  and  I  particularly  request  the  Clergy  to 
txke  the  offering  and  put  our  Diocese  in  line  with  her 
sister  Dioceses  in  their  effort  to  establish  a  fund  of  one 
million  dollars,  to  aid  our  people  in  building  up  the 
Lord's  Holy  House,  and  planting  firmly  the  standard  of 
our  faith  in  new  fields. 

Another  Commission  of  the  Church,  to  which  we  owe 
our  duty  in  offerings  and  prayers,  is  the  Commission  for 
Church  work  among  colored  people. 

This  Commission  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  raising 
funds  to  aid  the  Southern  Dioceses  in  supporting  Missions 
and  Church  schools  among  negroes  and  colored  people. 
It  is  composed  of  the  Bishops  of  Kentucky,  So.  Virginia, 
Maryland,  Florida,  Ohio,  Texas,  and  the  Ass't.  Bishop 
of  Alabama,  and  Presbyters  and  Laymen  from  the  Dio- 
ceses of  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Georgia, 
New  York,  Long  Island,  Louisiana  and  Kentucky.  Until 
mv  consecration  to  the  Episcopate  I  was  a  member  of 
the  Commission  as  a  Presbyter  from  South  Carolina. 

During  the  year  ending  Sept.  1,  1893,  the  Commission 
appropriated  $4,000  to  this  Diocese,  and  $1,500  for  the 
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salary  of  the  Archdeacon,  to  whom  the  special  charge 
of  church  work  among-  our  colored  people  is  committed. 
Our  Rev.  Brother  is  working  most  zealously  and  faith- 
fully in  conducting  his  missions  and  schools,  and  in 
every  Church  of  the  Diocese  he  should  have  an  offering 
from  the  people  to  aid  him  in  carrying  out  the  plans  he 
has  matured  for  teaching  and  training  in  the  ways  of 
truth  and  righteousness,  the  people  committed  to  his 
care.  For  full  information  upon  this  subject  I  refer  the 
Convention  to  the  ample  report  of  Archdeacon  Joyner. 

The  attempt  which  has  been  made  by  the  Rev.  Jno. 
Kershaw  to  publish  a  monthly  paper,  devoted  to  the 
best  interests  of  ihe  Diocese,  has  met  with  a  measure  of 
success,  which  is  not  commensurate,  however,  with  the 
excellence  of  the  paper,  or  the  valuable  interests  it  sub- 
serves. 

Will  not  our  Clergy  and  Laity  extend  its  circulation, 
and  by  so  doing  quicken  the  interest  of  our  people  in  the 
work  of  the  Diocese  ? 

Speaking  of  matters  which  touch  the  interests  of  the 
whole  Diocese,  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
educational  work  which  has  been  done  and  is  now  being- 
done  at  the  Porter  Military  Academy.  I  recently  vis- 
ited this  school  and  made  an  address  to  the  Cadets,  as- 
sembled for  morning  prayer,  and  was  much  impressed 
by  the  manly  bearing  and  character  of  the  young  men. 
Two  considerations  were  uppermost  in  my  thoughts  as 
I  looked  over  my  audience  of  young  Carolinians:  First, 
I  could  but  feel  that  those  boys  and  young  men  were 
under  the  teaching  and  training  of  our  church;  that 
they  were  singing  her  chants  and  hymns  of  praise;  con- 
fessing her  creed;  saying  her  holy  prayers;  breathing 
her  free  and  happy  spirit;  most  of  them  communicants 
at  the  Holy  Table,  and  that  they  were  reading  history 
and  the  classics,  and  studying  philosophy  and  science 
with  the  word  of  God  daily  presented  to  them  as  His 
most  sure  ivord  of  truth. 

The  other  thought,  which  my  audience  of  boys  "and 
young  men  brought  to  my  mind,  as  I  contemplated  the 
character  of  their  training,  was  one  of  thankfulness, 
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that  there  was  among  us  a  Christian  institution  where 
so  many  of  our  youth  were  being  prepared  to  take  their 
places  in  the  strife  of  life,  to  whom  no  other  opportunity 
was  open;  that  the  advantages  of  Christian  education 
were  generously  provided,  especially  at  a  time  in  our 
history  when  they  are  most  sorely  needed;  that  the 
boys  before  me,  and  those  who  have  preceded  them,  in 
this  institution,  preparing  and  prepared  for  the  duties  of 
Christian  citizenship,  bring  their  parents  and  friends, 
the  Diocese  and  the  State,  under  the  obligations  of  last- 
ing gratitude  to  the  benefactors  of  this  Academy  of 
sound  learning.  "I  have  no  greater  joy,'1  says  the 
Apostle,  "than  to  know  that  my  children  walk  in  the 
truth." 

May  such  be  the  joy  which  shall  come  to  the  genera- 
tion that  is  now  passing  from  the  stage  of  action,  as  it 
gives  place  to  the  generation  now  preparing  for  the 
duties,  the  responsibilities,  the  great  problems  of  our 
future  ! 

And  now,  I  would  call  your  attention,  Brethren,  to  an 
obligation  we  all  oive,  which  ought  to  be  right  dear  to 
the  hearts  of  our  people,  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  which 
has  been  specially  brought  to  my  notice  by  a  communi- 
cation I  have  recently  received  from  the  President  of 
the  "Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina:" 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers.  Bishop  of  South  Carolina: 

Rt.  Rev.  *ir:  — This  Society,  usually  kn  <wn  as  he  rlergy 
Society  have  had  granted  to  them  for  s  >me  years  past  the  priv- 
ilege of  making  to  the  *  onvention  a  report  of  their  condition, 
and  also  of  setting  forth  the  claims  which  they  have  upon  the 
sympathy  and  support  of  the  church  members,  both  clerical  and 
lay.  This  privilege  they  have  regularly  aval  ed  them-elves  of, 
without  however,  thev  are  sorry  to  say  attracting  any  attention 
resulting  in  an  increase  of  the;r  mean1*,  ft  may  be  as  well  to 
state  again  the  nature  of  the  Society  and  what  are  its  aims:  In 
its  o  igin  long  ago  it  was  organized  by  the  C  ergy  alone  those  of 
them  who  became  members  undertaking  to  pay  a  certain  sum 
per  annum  for  t  e  purpos  *  •  f  accumulating  a  fund  to  ssi-t  the 
families  of  deceased  members  and  this  is  still  the  object  of  the 
Society.  After  some  years  of  the  existence  of  the  ociety,  its 
pecuniary  resources  not  being  equal  to  its  wants,  and  these  being 
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observed  by  the  T  aity,  several  prominent  laymen  offered  their 
asustan  e  by  becoming  members,  and  this  privilege  was  granted 
to  t'lem  by  the  Clergy,  who  were  members. 

'I  his  action  on  the  part  of  the  laymen  was  attended  with  much 
success  and  the  Society  accumulated  a  large  fund  wnichwith  the 
subscriptions  and  the  comp  u-atively  small  number  of  those  need- 
ing aid,  wa*  am-  le  for  al!  purposes  at  that  time. 

The  war  of  Secession  caused  this  fund  to  be  depreciated  in 
va'ue  one-half,  and  since  the  war  there  has  been  a  constant  de- 
cease in  the  rates  of  nterest,  *  nd  we  are  sorrv  to  say  also  in  the 
number  of  m  mbers  ;  ten  years  ago  the  number  of  beneficiaries 
(counting  heads  of  families  as  one)  was  thirty,  and  the  appropria- 
tion for  their  support  was  $3,400.  This  y^ar  V  e  number  of  ben- 
eficiaries is  the  same,  and  the  appropriation  $2,775.  1  his  deficit  is 
due  almost  whol'y  to  a  falling  off  in  lay  members  and  in  the  con- 
tributions which  were  obtained  from  collections  in  churches  held 
eve  y  Whitsunday. 

1  he  Society  desires,  through  the  Convention,  to  revive  the  in- 
terest which  the  Clergy  of  the  State  used  to  take  in  it,  and 
through  the  Clergy,  the  Laity,  and  the  Society  propose,  that  by 
approaching  the  f,lergy  and  I  aity  with  the  help  and  sanction  of 
the  Bishop,  some  good  results  may  be  accomplished.  I  remain, 
Rt.

In  response  to  this  communication,  the  Assistant  Bishop 
in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  would  hereby  give  his  warmest 
"sanction"  to  the  appeal  of  the  Society  just  read,  and 
calls  upon  his  brethren  of  the  clergy,  to  give  the  people 
an  opportunity,  through  their  offerings  to  aid  this  most 
sacred  charity  ;  and  would  urge  his  brethren  of  the  lait}7 
to  enroll  their  names  among  those  who  for  almost  a  cen- 
tury past  have  been  mindful  of  their  duty  to  the  widow 
and  the  fatherless.  "Leave  thy  fatherless  children,'7 
saith  the  Lord,  "I  will  preserve  them  alive;  and  let  thy 
widows  trust  in  me. 

During  the  year  now  closed  death  has  not  touched  the 
ranks  of  our  Clergy,  but  the  Church  has  lost  a  number 
of  her  faithful  laymen. 

Among  those  who  have  entered  into  rest  I  pause  a 
moment  at  the  names  of  Wilson,  McBurney,  Kershaw, 
and  Flagg. 

Colonel  W.  B.  Wilson  was,  under  Clod,  the  founder  of 
the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville,  and  to  his 
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latest  breath  he  loved  the  Church,  and  served  his  Lord, 
and  expired  in  His  faith.  When  I  last  saw  him  it  was  to 
grasp  his  hand  in  the  Lord's  House,  and  to  receive  his 
earnest  assurance  that  all  would  be  done  to  promote  the 
well-being  and  prosperity  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

William  McBurney  was  an  example  to  the  (  hurch,  of 
a  faithful  layman.  He  gave  generously  and  unostenta- 
tiously of  his  means;  was  instant  in  season  and  out  of 
season,  in  every  good  work;  was  sound  and  absolutely 
frank  in  his  judgment;  scrupulously  careful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  every  duty  committed  to  him,  and  only  ceased 
to  labor  for  his  Lord's  Kingdom  when  he  exchanged  his 
place  in  the  Church  Militant  for  the  rest  and  peace  of 
the  Paradise  of  God. 

At  the  mention  of  the  name  of  Joseph  Brevard  Ker- 
shaw, soldier,  jurist  and  churchman,  every  heart  in 
South  Carolina  responds  with  emotions  of  admiration 
and  respect.  He  loved  the  Church,  with  a  love  unfeigned 
and  prized  her  noble  liturgy,  her  holy  communion,  and 
her  Catholic  truth  as  the  dearest  possession  of  his  faith. 
It  was  my  great  privilege  a  few  days  before  his  death 
to  administer  to  him  the  Holy  Communion,  and  to  hear 
him  say,  while  suffering  the  acutest  pain,  that  his 
heart  was  overflowing  with  gratitude  to  God  for  the 
gifts  .of  His  grace  through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The 
Church  mourns  his  loss,  and  points  to  his  high  character 
as  a  bright  token  of  the  impress  which  she  makes  upon 
a  noble  personality,  and  the  devotion  she  inspires  in  her 
faithful  sons. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  Arthur  B.  Flagg  the  Church  of 
All  Saints,  Waccamaw,  and  the  Church  throughout  the 
Diocese,  has  lost  a  devoted  son  and  servant.  As  Yesr 
tryman,  Lay  Reader,  and  member  of  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, Dr.  Flagg  was  zealous  and  untiring,  and  gen- 
erous in  his  devotion  to  the  C  hurch  and  all  her  interests. 
The  kind  friend  and  faithful  physician  to  his  neighbors, 
he  was  the  considerate  warden,  ever  careful  of  his 
duties,  and  most  watchful  over  the  interests  of  the 
Parish.  Dr.  Flagg  and  his  family  were  victims  of  the 
great  storm  of  October  last,  his  residence,  on  Magnolia 
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Beach,  being  inundated  by  the  sea,  and  this  noble 
Christian  gentleman,  with  most  of  his  immediate  fam- 
ily and  several  of  his  near  relatives  were  all  drowned 
by  the  waves. 

Since  the  last  Convention  four  of  the  Bishops  of  the 
Church  have  finished  their  work  and  entered  into  Para- 
dise.

Theodore  Benedict  Lyman,  D.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  Bishop  of 
North  Carolina. 

John  Adams  Paddock,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of 
Olympia  Jurisdiction,  in  the  State  of  Washington. 

Bishop  Lyman  came  gladly  to  the  assistance  of  our 
stricken  Bishop,  and  visited  several  of  our  Parishes  in 
January  and  February  of  '93,  and  was  present  in  the 
stead  of  Bishop  Howe  at  my  consecration,  as  Consecra- 
tor,  on  the  20th  of  July  last.  I  was  with  him  at  the  con- 
secration of  his  assistant,  Bishop  Cheshire,  at  Tarboro, 
N.  C.  in  October  last,  and  when  we  parted  he  was  in 
high  spirits  and  seemed  strong  in  a  robust  old  age.  His 
work  was  then  nearly  done,  though  he  told  me  with 
cheerful  confidence  that  he  had  much  more  to  do  for  the 
Church  of  his  Diocese,  and  expected  to  see  the  consuma- 
tion  of  many  desires  of  his  heart.  He  was  stricken  by 
disease  and  died  suddenly  at  his  home  in  Raleigh,  in 
December  last,  leaving  his  work  in  the  hands  of  his  able 
assistant,  and  his  plans  for  the  future  of  his  life  all  un- 
fulfilled. The  lesson  of  his  Episcopate  is  that  of  work 
ably  and  earnestly  done,  in  faith  and  zeal,  and  the 
growth  of  the  Church,  the  reward  of  his  labors. 

The  lesson  of  his  unexpected  death,  the  warning  of  the 
Apostle:  "Go  to,  now,  ye  that  say  to-day  or  to-morrow, 
we  will  go  into  such  a  city,  and  continue  there  a  year, 
*  *  *  whereas  ye  know  not  what  shall  be  on  the  mor- 
row.'' 

The  late  Bishop  of  Texas,  like  Elliot,  of  Georgia,  and 
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Rutledge,  of  Florida,  was  called  to  the  Episcopate  from 
the  ranks  of  our  Clergy. 

Alexander  Gregg  was  born  at  Society  Hill  in  1819  and 
graduated  with  first  honor  at  the  South  Carolina  College 
in  1888.  He  entered  the  legal  profession,  and  immedi- 
ately began  the  practice  of  law  at  Cheraw;  * 

A  man  of  fine  abilities,  and  the  highest  character, 
earnest  and  painstaking  in  his  work,  he  soon  took  his 
place  among  the  foremost  of  his  legal  brethren. 

A  public  spirited  man,  and  active  in  promoting  the 
best  interests  of  the  community,  he  was  greatly  beloved 
in  Cheraw,  and  his  friends  looked  for  him  to  become  em- 
inent at  the  bar  and  in  the  councils  of  the  State.  But 
God  had  in  store  for  him  another  life,  and  a  higher 
work. 

Reared  a  Baptist,  he  had  never  examined  the  claims 
of  the  church,  until  in  1845,  he  was  induced  to  do  so. 
His  independent  and  candid  mind  yielded  to  the  joint 
testimony  of  Holy  Scripture  and  history,  and  he  was 
confirmed  by  Bishop  Gadsden  the  same  year. 

Called  of  God  to  His  Holy  ministry,  he  &ave  himself 
to  the  Holy  calling  with  all  the  earnestness  of  his  nature, 
and  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1846  and  Priest  in  1847. 
Immediately  on  his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  he  was 
called  to  St.  David's  Cheraw,  and  there  he  ministered 
and  labored  with  singular  zeal  and  efficiency,  refusing 
all  invitations  to  other  Parishes. 

In  May,  1859,  he  was  elected  Bishop  of  Texas,  and 
after  his  consecration  entered  upon  his  Episcopate  in 
that  vast  territory. 

He  found  but  six  or  seven  Clergy  in  his  immense 
Diocese,  and  the  Church  practically  unknown  to  the 
people.  When  he  died  he  had  seen  the  missionary  juris- 
dictions of  Northern  and  Western  Texas  set  off,  with 
their  Bishops,  and  the  Diocese  over  which  he  presided 
numbering  32  Clergy  and  3,900  Communicants. 

The  Bishop  attended  the  Lambeth  Conference  in  Eng 
land  in  1867,  and  while  there  personally  superintended 
the  publication  of  his  History  of  the  Old  Cheraws,  a  most 
valuable  contribution  to  the  history  of  our  State  and  her 
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people.  For  nearly  thirty-five  years  Bishop  Gregg  ful- 
filled a  great  Episcopate  in  Texas,  abundant  in  labors, 
and  fruitful  in  results. 

He  finished  his  work  in  January  last,  in  his  75th  year, 
and  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  burial  ground  of  his  only 
Parish  Church,  St.  David's,  Cheraw,  followed  to  the 
grave  by  his  old  flock,  lamented  by  his  Diocese," and  hon- 
ored by  all  his  people. 

And  now,  Dear  Brethren,  I  bring  this  address  to  a 
close,  assuring  you  of  the  hope  and  confidence  I  feel  in 
your  loyal  support,  and  praying  upon  you,  and  upon  the 
Diocese,  the  blessing  of  God. 


JOURNAL  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  BISHOP. 


1893. 

July  20.  I  was  to-day  consecrated  to  "the  office  and  work  of  a 
Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God."  to  be  Assistant  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  wholly  unable,  by 
reason  of  his  physical  infirmities,  to  administer  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  having  under  our  Canon  law 
assigoed  to  me  the  entire  charge  of  the  Diocese,  I 
assumed  the  same,  and  at  once  entered  upon  my 
duties. 

Every  arrangement  for  this,  the  first  service  for  the 
Consecration  of  a  Bishop  ever  held  in  the  Diocese, 
having  been  admirably  made  by  the  Vestry  of  Trinity 
Church,  a  large  proportion  of  our  Clergy  being  present 
and  a  representation  of  the  Laity  from  every  portion 
of  the  Diocese,  as  well  as  our  Church  people  of  Colum- 
bia, and  our  fellow-Christians  of  the  city,  the  service 
was  most  impressive  and  inspiring  throughout. 

May  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  be  with  us  all,  and  may 
the  Holy  Ghost,  bestowed  upon  me  in  my  Consecra- 
tion, ever  stir  up  in  my  soul  His  gifts  of  "power  and 
love  and  soberness,"  and  enable  me  faithfully  to  fulfil 
my  vows  with  God  and  His  Church. 

In  the  evening  of  thig  dav,  I  presided  at  a  Missionary 
meeting  in  Trinity  Church,  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions;  Rev.  T.  A. 
Porter  and  one  of  our  Missionaries,  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish, 
making  addresses. 
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July  23.   Sunday.    In  the  morning  I  preached  at  Trinity,  Mr.  T. 

Walsh  read  prayers  and  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion.   In  the  afternoon  gave  the  Holy  Communion 
to  an  ay;ed  parishioner  in  the  country. 
At  night  I  preached  at  the  Good  Shepherd

Aug.  6.     Made  my  first  official  visitation,  at  the  Parish  of  St. 

John's,  Winnsboro,  preached,  confirmed  one  person, 
and  baptized  an  infant.

Aug.  13.  Read  the  service,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Sullivan's 
Island

seven  persons  at  Grace  Church,  Charleston. 
At  night,  preached  at  St.  John's  Chapel.

Sept.  11.  Issued  license  to  Dr.  W  W.  Anderson  and  Mr.  Henry  L. 
Pinckney,  as  Lay  Readers. 

Sept.  12.    Issued  license  as  Lay  readers    to  Messrs.  James  C. 
Rabb  and  J.  W.  O.  Rivers. 
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Sept.  12.  Keceived  Mr.  Shirley  C.  Hughson,  of  Sumter,  as  a  Pos- 
tulant. 

St.  Mark's,  Clarendon,  preached  and  confirmed  one 

person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  afternoon  at  St.  Augustine  Mission  for  colored 
people,   preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  ad- 
ministered Holy  CommuDion. 

At  Summerton,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  kindly  put 
at  our  disposal  for  Divine  service,  the  Revs.  Mr.  Ker- 
shaw and  J.  W.  Motte,  said  morning  prayer,  I 
preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  Im- 
mediately after  service  I  consulted  with  our  people 
upon  the  feasibility  of  organizing  a  mission  at  Sum- 
merton, and  took  steps  to  establish  the  same.  In 
every  respect  I  have  been  much  gratified  by  my  visits 
to  the  parishes  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw.  With  the 
love  and  respect  of  his  people,  he  is  building  up  the 
church  in  his  work. 

Sept.  20.  At  Valley  Forge,  in  Clarendon  County,  I  baptised  El- 
lison, my  grand-son. 

Sept.  24.  At  Gaff ney,  in  the  Chu'ch  of  the  Incarnation,  after 
morniDg  prayer  and  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mc- 
Collough,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  deacons  Mr. 
"Wilmot  Stuart  Bolmfs,  the  Rev.  Theo.  D.  Bratton 
preseotiDg  the  candidate.  The  church  was  crowded, 
the  music  most  appropriate,  and  the  whole  service 
impressive  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  At 
Spartanburg,  in  the  evening.  I  preached  to  a  full 
house,  and  took  an  offeriDg  for  the  Hoard  of  Missions. 

Sept.  26.  Preached  morning  and  evening  at  St  John's,  Walhalla, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning. 

Sept.  28.  At  Pendleton,  preached  morning  and  evening,*  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  and  baptised  an  adult 
and  two  infants.  In  the  afternoon  rode  out  to  Fort 
Hill  with  Mr.  Porcher,  and  arranged  to  hold  a  special 
service  there,  being  most  heartily  invited  sd  to  do  by 
the  President  and  officers  of  the  college. 

Sept.  29.  At  Anderson,  in  Grace  Church,  I  preached  to  good  con- 
gregations moroing  and  evening,  confirmed  two 
persons,  and  administered  Holy  Comniunioo.  Met 
the  vestry  and  conferred  upon  the  interests  of  the 
parish.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Eubank,  who  has  lately  taken 
charge,  has  began  his  work  under  encouraging 
auspices.

Oct.  6.  The  vestries  of  St.  John's,  Fairfield  and  of  St.  Stephen's 
Ridgeway,  having  formerly  requested  me  to  appo*nt 
a  rector  over  their  parishes,  1  duly  appointed  the 
Rev.  S.  E.  Prentiss,  and  to-day  received  notice  of  his 
having  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Oct.  7.  At  Cokesbury  I  held  a  service  in  a  private  house,  and 
confirmed  two  young  persons,  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Allston,  Avho  were  both  too  unwell  to  be  con- 
firmed at  Abbeville.

In  attendance  upon  the  meeting  of  the  Church  Com- 
mission for  work  among  colored  people,  sitting  in 
Washington,  D  C.  At  night  I  preached  in  Christ 
Church,  Georgetown,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stuart's.  After 
the  sermon,  Dr.  Stuart  spoke  to  his  people  most 
earnestly  of  the  late  disaster  upon  our  sea  coast,  and 
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asked  them  for  an  offering  for  our  sufferers.  In  res- 
ponse to  this  request  from  their  Rector,  the  congrega 
tion  made  a  generous  offering,  and  Dr.  Stuart  handed 
me  $100  for  our  coast  sufferers. 

Oct.  12.  At  King  Hall,  with  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  I  attended  a 
service  at  which  the  Theological  students  formally 
matriculated,  and  I  subsequently  made  an  address 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.

Recalled  my  appointments  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
Diocese,  and  issued  a  pastoral  in  behalf  of  our  afflicted 
brethren  on  the  sea  coast. 

OcL.  22.  At  Union,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  ia  the  Church  of  the 
Nativity,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allston  reading  morning 
prayer.  A  storm  of  wind  and  rain  prevented  the 
service  in  the  afternoon. 

Oct  23.  Held  a  service  at  the  county  poor  house,  and  preached 
to  a  congregation  assembled  in  one  of  the  houses  and 
confirmed  two  persons,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr  - 
Allston. 

Oct.  29.  All  Saints,  Waccamaw.  After  morning  prayer,  I  made 
an  addre«s  to  the  congregation  and  preached.  The 
service  was  most  impressive  to  us  all.  Two  families 
of  the  coagregition  had  lost  their  lives  ia  the  late 
storm  and  many  of  their  near  relatives  and  friends 
were  there  mourning  the*r  loss.  The  loss  of  Dr. 
Flagg,  the  head  of  these  families,  is  a  great  sorrow  to 
the  Church,  to  whose  interests  and  work  he  was 
ever  devoted.

Preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons 
in  the  parish  church  of  All  Saints,  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.    Also  administered  the  Holy 
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Communion  in  private  to  two  persons,  twelve  miles 
distant,  who  were  prevented  by  age  and  ill  health 
from  attending  divine  service  at  the  church. 

Nov.  5.  At  Plantersville,  I  read  the  services  of  the  Church, 
addressed  the  congregation,  preached  and  adminis- 
tered Holy  Communion.

With  thankful 
hearts,  they  united  in  the  prayer  of  thanksgiving  to 
God  for  the  preservation  of  their  lives,  and  invoked 
the  blessing  of  His  grace  and  mercy  upoa  those  of 
their  friends  and  neighbors  who  had  lost  their  rela- 
tives in  the  flood  of  waters.

"Nov.  12.  Calvary  Church,  Glenn  Springs,  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough 
read  morniog  prayers,  I  preached,  confirmed  two 
persons  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  Be- 
fore the  regular  service  I  attended  the  Sunday  School 
and  addressed  the  children. 

Nov.  13.     Visited  the  Bishop  at  Salu  la. 

Nov.  17.  At  night  in  the  Chapel  of  Grace  Church,,  Charleston,  I 
I  met  the  Church  Guild  of  men,  and  made  an  address. 
The  Guild  is  organized  "to  assist  with  time,  money, 
and  labor  in  works  of  piety  aod  charity,  to  be  done 
through  the  channels  of  the  Church,  and  to  culti- 
vate Christian  love  among  churchmen.1'  The  spirit 
manifested  by  the  churchmen  present  was  most  en- 
couraging, and  the  evident  purpo  e  of  the  cent'emen 
present  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  their  gu  Id  organ- 
ization with  zeal,  is  a  to'<en  for  good,  which  I  hailed 
with  much  joy.

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who,  withholding  her  name  from  the  public,  is  con- 
tent that  this  work  of  charity  shall  be  known  by  its 
fruits.  May  her  pious  offering  unto  Chris'  and  His 
Church  redound  to  Pis  glory  and  the  gooi  of  the  un- 
fortunate children  for  whose  benefit  the  service  of 
to-day  was  held.

Jan.  21  Septuagesima  Sunday.  In  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
Orangeburg,  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  read  Morning 
Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  four  persons, 
baptized  an  infant,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  afternoon  attended  the  Sunday  School  with 
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offering ,of  t^e  children  for  Diocesan  Missions.  At 
;    ,         (  , night,  after  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached  again,  the 
cohgregatioiivV' at  all  the- services  being  large,  and 
much  interest  manifested  by  the  people. 

Jan.  23.  Barnwell.  In  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  I  read 
the  services,  morning  and  evening,  preached  at  each 
service,  and  at  the  morning  service  baptized  two  in- 
fants, confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  This  church  is  without  a  rector,  but 
the  people  are  united,  and  most  anxious  to  second 
my  effbrts  to  obtain  a  rector  for  them. 

Jan.  24.  I  read  Evening  Prayer,  and  preached  to  a  small  con- 
gregation in  the  chapel  at  Blackville.  Next  day,  the 
24th,  Rev.  Mr.  Cornish,  the  late  missionary  to  Black- 
ville, having  arrived  we  had  a  pleasant  service  in  the 
morning.  Mr.  Cornish  read  Morning  Prayer  and 
preached,  and  I  made  an  address  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  We  have  only  eight  commu- 
nicants at  Blackville,  but  they  have  shown  their  zeal 
by  building  a  chapel  costing  $500,  nearly  every  cent 
of  which  was  contributed,  or  col  ected  by  their 
efforts.

Admitted  F.  J.  A.  Bennett,  a  student  at  Kiog  Hall, 
Washington,  to  be  a  Postulant. 

Feb.  6.  Presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Church 
Home  in  Charleston.    This  is  the  only  Diocesan  Home 
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we  have  for  indigent  females,  and  it  should  receive 
the  sympathy  and  aid  of  every  Parish. 

Feb.  7.  Ash  Wednesday — I  re&d  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer 
in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg, 
preached  at  each  service,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  at  the  morning  service. 

Feb.  9.  Grace  Church,  Eidge  Spring — Eev.  Mr.  Gordon  read 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  At  night,  in  the  same  church,  I  read 
Evening  Prayer  and  preached. 

Feb.  11.  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield — Rev.  Mr.  Gordon  read 
Morning  Prayer  and  baptized  two  adults.  I  preached, 
confirmed  four  persons,  and  administered  Holy  Com- 
munion.   At  night,  1  read  prayers  and  preached. 

Feb.  13.  Church  of  our  Savior,  Trenton — Mr.  Gordon  read 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  visited  an  ill  person 
in  the  country  and  administered  to  her  the  Holy 
Sacrament.

At  St.  John's  Church,  Richland,  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast 
read  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  made  an  address  to 
the  congregation,  and  celebrated  th©  Holy  Commu- 
nion. 

March  5.  Received  official  notice  of  the  resignation  of  the  Mis- 
sionary in  charge  of  Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  and 
his  request  for  a  letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina.

Rev.  Dr.  Evans 
and  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  read  the  communion  office, 
and  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  forty,  made  an 
address  to  the  class,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. ]n  the  afternoon,  Dr.  Evans  read  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached.  In  this  my  first  official 
visit  to  Trinity  I  was  rejoiced  to  see  on  every  hand 
the  evidence  of  the  new  life  and  zeal  which  it  has 
pleased  God  to  bring  to  the  congregation  through 
the  able  and  active  ministry  of  its  Rector.

Pellinger,  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  F.  Bellinger,  read 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  made  an  address  to  the  con- 
gregation, especially  concerning  the  need  of  a  gen- 
eral missionary  in  the  third  Missionary  District,  and 
afterwards  preached.  I  visited  the  parish  school  at 
All  Saints  and  made  an  address  to  the  children.  On 
my  way  to  the  church  1  made  a  brief  visit  to  the 
school  for  negro  children,  which  is  gecerously  sup- 
ported by  a  member  of  All  Saints. 

March  18.  Palm  Sunday— In  the  morning  T  visited  St.  Mark's 
Church.  The  Rector,  Rev.  J.  H.  M.  Pollard,  read 
the  service,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  large  class  of 
persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In 
the  afternoon  I  visited  the  large  Sunday  School  of 
St.  Mark's  and  made  an  address  to  the  school.  At 
night  I  visited  Calvary  Church  The  service  was 
read  by  the  Missionory,  Rev.  G.  F.  Miller,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  M.  Pollard,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed 
a  class  of  ten  persons.

At  Greenwood  in  the  eveDing  of  this  day  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Brattou  read  Prayers.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
two  persons.  Our  Methodist  brethren  very  kindly 
gave  us  the  use  of  their  church,  and  the  good  people 
of  Greenwood  attended  the  service  in  large  numbers. 

April  1.  Grace  Church,  Camden — My  visitation  to  this  parish 
was  most  interesting.  Arriving  on  Saturday,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Stoney  drove  me  oat  to  his  mission  at 
Malvern  Chapel,  four  miles  distant.  We  had  a  pleas- 
ant service,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.

McCollough, 
Dean  of  Convocation,  and  the  Clergy  present  took 
part  in  the  services,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.

ANNUAL  COMMUNICATION  OF  THE  STANDING 
COMMITTEE,  FROM  MAY  1893,  TO  MAY  1894. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  respectfully 
present  the  following  abstract  of  their  proceedings  for 
the  past  year: 

The  committee  elected  at  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
held  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  on  the  3d,  4th,  and 
5th  of  May  1893,  met  on  the  13th  day  of  the  same  month, 
and  organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D. 
D.,  President,  and  Mr.  H.  P.  Archer,  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  the  Committee  were  notified  by 
Bishop  Howe  of  his  desire  that  they  would  continue  to 
act  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  until  the 
consecration  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  elect,  and  in  view 
of  this  continuance  they  determined  to  meet  every  two 
weeks  or  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

At  this  meeting,  the  testimonials  of  the  Assistant 
Bishop  elect  as  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention,  were  read  and  referred  to  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary,  with  authority  to  have  the  necessary 
number  of  copies  printed  forwarded  to  the  Standing 
Committees  of  the  Dioceses  in  the  United  States. 

At  this  meeting,  Mr.  Raymond  C.  Knox,  of  the  Por- 
ter Academy,  Charleston,  was  received  as  a  Postulant 
in  the  Diocese 

At  this  meeting,  application  was  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee, to  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  for  aid  to  the 
Missions  of  this  Diocese. 

May  25.  Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
DIOCESE. 


To   the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina  : 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  South  Carolina  respectfully  shows,  that  since 
the  last  annual  report,  it  desires  to  bring  the  following- 
matters  in  the  form  of  a  report  to  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  : 

On  July  5th,  1893,  the  newly  elected  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  met  and  organized. 

A  resolution  at  this  meeting  was  passed  directing 
proper  steps  to  be  taken  to  collect  the  scrip  for  $1,500.00 
of  State  stock,  which  became  due  on  the  1st  of  July, 
1893,  and  to  re-invest  the  same.  This  was  subsequently 
done,  and  the  amount  when  collected,  was  re-invested 
in  new  South  Carolina  4-i  per  cent.  Consol  bonds,  the 
face  amount  of  such  investment  being  $1,555.72. 

The  parties  interested  in  the  old  Church  of  St. 
George's,  Dorchester,  on  the  31st.  of  May,  1893,  made  a 
deed  of  that  property  to  the  Trustees,  which  has  been 
duly  recorded  in  R.  M.  C.  O.  for  the  County  of  Colleton, 
in  Book  14,  page  160,  and  proper  steps  have  been  taken 
to  have  the  Church  yard  and  building  cared  for  as  well 
as  possible,  through  the  kind  offices  of  Mr.  Henry  A.  M. 
Smith,  of  Charleston. 

As  usual,  upon  the  collection  of  the  interest  from  the 
Converse  College  Company  bond,  $500.00  has  been  sent 
to  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  as  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  to 
August  1st.,  1893,  and  the  balance  of  the  interest,  $200.00, 
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hasjbeen  turned  over  to  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  for  aiding  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  income  from  the  Frost  Memorial  Fund  has  also 
been  handed  to  the  Assistant  Bishop  for  like  purposes. 

These  matters,  of  course,  also  fully  appear  in  the  cash 
statement  annexed  to  this  report. 

At  the  request  of  the  Rev.  William  A.  Guerry,  in 
charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Florence,  the  Trustees  gave 
their  consent  to  the  execution  of  a  mortgage  for  a  por- 
tion of  the  Church  lot  at  Florence,  S.  C,  in  order  to  aid 
in  the  erection  of  a  Parochial  School  building,  to  serve 
also  as  a  Parish  house  and  Sunday  School  room.  The 
mortgage  was  directed  to  be  so  drawn,  that  no  personal 
liability  would  come  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  the 
lot  alone  would  be  looked  to  for  payment. 

The  Rev.  Edmund  N".  Joyner,  Archdeacon  for  colored 
work  in  the  Diocese,  has  had  leased  in  the  name  of  the 
Trustees,  the  lease  bearing  date  the  3d  of  May,  1893,  a 
building  andjpremises  in  the  city  of  Columbia,  in  which 
he  has  opened  a  Hospital  undf^r  +be  auspices  of  the 
Church. 

Through  the  ii  t  ol  ^ae  assistant  Bishop 

of  the  Diocese,  tne  Ouarieston  Protestant  Episcopal 
Domestic  Female  Missionary  Society  have  transferred 
all  of  their  assets  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  The 
deed  making  this  conveyance  was  dated  6th  of  April, 
1894,  and  is  recorded  in  R.  M.  C.  O.  for  Charleston 
County,  Book  21,  page  478. 

The  property  formerly  held  by  this  worthy  Society, 
and  transferred  to  the  Trustees,  consists  of  St.  John's 
and  St.  Stephen's  Chapels  in  Charleston,  and  the  Library 
building  in  the  rear  of  St,  Stephen's,  and  also  some  per- 
sonal property,  consisting  of  stocks  and  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  about  $2,000.  The  Trustees  have  taken 
charge  of  the  two  Chapels  and  Library  building  and  in 
a  few  days  the  ladies  of  the  Society  will  turn  over  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  personal  property  and  securities 
also. 

The  Ladies'  Society  was  induced  to  take  this  step  from 
the  fact  that  they  felt  that  the  Board  of  Trust  ess  could 
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perhaps  now  better  administer  this  property  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  Church  at  large. 

This  acquisition  is  a  valuable  one  for  the  Church,  and 
in  accepting  it  the  Trustees  feel  that  they  cannot  too 
deeply  recognize  the  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the 
Church  and  of  the  Diocese  uniformly  displayed  by  the 
Ladies'  Society,  in  the  past,  from  early  in  this  century, 
and  so  eminently  testified  to  in  the  immediate  present, 
by  their  voluntarily  transferring  their  property  to  the 
Trustees  for  the  Church. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  All  Saints,  Yemasee, 
as  usual,  has  filed  his  report  dated  March  16th,  1894, 
with  the  Trustees,  stating  that  the  Church  yard  of  Old 
Sheldon  Church  had  been  kept  in  order,  that  duty  hav- 
been  imposed  upon  the  Vestry  of  All  Saints,  Yemasee, 
by  the  Board  cf  Trustees. 

The  cash  statement  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Trustees,  together  with  a  list  of  the  assets  and  prop- 
erty in  the  control  of  the  Board,  is  attached  to  this  re- 
port, and  speaks  fully  f^jtgelf.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 


The  Board  of  Missions  respectf  ully  submits  its  Annual 
Report. 

The  Board  of  Missions  was  duly  organized  in  Grace 
Church  Vestry  Room,  May  5th  1893,  by  the  election  of 
Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  D.  D.,  President,  and  the  Rev. 
E.  Capers,  D.  D.,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  pro  tern, 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  in  Trinity  Sunday 
School  Chapel,  in  Columbia,  S.  C,  May  16th,  1893,  in 
consequence  of  the  election  of  Rev.  E.  Capers,  D.  D.,  to 
the  office  of  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  and  as  his  consecration  was  to  take  place  in 
so  short  a  time,  on  the  nomination  of  Dr.  F.  L.  Frost, 
the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Porter  was  elected  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

It  is  with  grateful  thanks  to  God  for  all  His  mercies, 
and  because  of  His  watchful  providence  over  us,  that 
the  Board  is  able  to  make  so  satisfactory  a  report  to  the 
Convention,  that  in  spite  of  the  hardness  of  the  times, 
and  the  financial  distress  of  our  people,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  meet  our  obligations  to  our  faithful  Mission- 
aries, and  to  report  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $79.90. 
It  is  certainly  an  evidence  of  renewed  life  along  the 
whole  line,  and  a  proof  of  the  earnest  co-operation  of 
ihe  people  with  the  clergy,  when  in  the  face  of  such 
distressing  conditions  which  confronted  the  Diocese 
during  the  past  year,  your  Board  is  able  to  report  a  bal- 
ance on  the  right  side.    If  under  such  circumstances 
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the  Parishes  and  Mission  stations  have  done  so  well — 
have  we  not  the  right  to  express  the  hope  that  more 
will  be  done  during  the  coming  year?  Much  of  the  success 
of  your  Board  is  due  to  the  faithful  and  energetic  labor 
of  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  By  his  efforts 
new  life  has  been  brought  into  the  Diocese,  and  several 
parishes  and  stations  have  been  supplied  with  the  ser- 
vices of  a  Rector  or  Missionary. 

In  the  First  Missionary  District  the  Rev.  Stephen  E. 
Prentiss  has  been  appointed  to  Winnsboro  and  Ridge- 
way  and  Lancaster  has  been  put  ander  the  charge  of  the 
Rev.  Benj.  Allston.  Grace  Church,  Anderson,  now  has 
a  Rector,  and  Newberry  has  been  committed  to  the  care 
of  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Gregory. 

The  hands  of  the  faithful  Missionary,  Rev.  J.  D.  Mc- 
Collough,  D.  D.,  have  been  strengthened  by  the  addi- 
tion to  his  field  of  labor  of  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Holmes, 
Deacon,  by  whose  co-operation  he  is  enabled  to  do  more 
successful  work  in  a  field  embracing  five  Districts  and 
separate  points,  and  covering  110  miles. 

Rev.  Theodore  D.  Bratton  reports  three  Missions  car- 
ried on  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Spartanburg.  These  points  are  Clifton  and  Glendale> 
and  a  mission  to  the  colored  people.  Mr.  Bratton  writes 
that  but  little  can  be  done  in  these  factory  towns  unless 
a  Missionary  can  become  a  resident  of  one  of  these 
towns  and  thus  be  enabled  to  devote  his  entire  time  to 
the  people  and  their  needs.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  also 
reports  Greenwood  as  a  most  important  point,  because 
Greenwood  possesses  peculiar  advantages  for  Mission- 
ary operations.  Three  railroads  cross  at  this  point,  and 
if  there  were  a  resident  Missionary  here,  not  only  would 
the  church  work  be  established  in  Greenwood,  but  also 
from  it  Laurens,  Newberry,  Ninety-Six,  Clinton,  Car- 
lisle and  Belton  could  be  reached.  A  well  situated  lot  has 
been  bought  in  Greenwood,  for  which  $524.50  have  been 
raised  and  paid.  Mr.  Bratton  says:  "I  wish  to  empha- 
size this,  that  a  church  building  is  an  absolute  necessi- 
ty," the  opportunity  of  establishing  the  church  in  Green- 
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wood  will  be  lost,  in  his  judgment,  if  the  church  build- 
ing is  not  soon  provided  for  the  people. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  reports  progress  in  his  work  and 
thinks  the  outlook  for  future  growth  of  the  church  is 
cheering.    A  chapel  has  been  built  at  Pettigru  station. 

In  the  Second  Missionary  District  the  services  of  the 
Rev.  H.  T.  Gregory  have  been  procured  and  he  is  now 
in  charge  of  the  work  at  Fort  Motte  and  Lexington. 
In  <  olumbia  the  Mission  work  under  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitch- 
ell is  reported  as  most  encouraging.  St.  Timothy's 
Mission  started  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  has  a  Sunday 
School  of  40  children,  an  increase  of  35  in  the  past  year. 
For  further  development  a  chapel  is  a  necessity. 

The  Parochial  school  of  the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, Mr.  Mitchell  states,  as  being  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition. The  school  house  has  been  enlarged,  there  are 
three  teachers  connected  with  this  work,  and  eighty- 
five  children  are  regularly  instructed.  Rev.  Mr.  Ker- 
shaw, of  Sumter,  is  cheered  by  the  outlook  in  his  parishes 
and  reports  the  largest  class  confirmed  in  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Cross,  Stateburg,  in  many  years.  To  the 
labors  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  has  been  added  the 
care  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg.  Mr. 
Tillinghast  says:  "The  parish  is  now  in  a  hopeful  con- 
dition. The  parish  owns  a  lot  worth  $1,000,  and  the  de- 
sire is  to  build  a  church  on  it  so  soon  as  possible."  The 
Mission  at  Malvern  Hill,  near  Camden,  under  the  charge 
of  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Stoney,  is  still  making  progress. 

In  the  Third  Missionary  District  the  work  of  the  Rev.  B. 
B.  Sams  has  been  somewhat  changed.  The  care  of  the 
churches  on  Edisto  Island  and  John's  Island  has  been 
put  upon  him,  in  consequence  of  which  he  has  been 
obliged  to  give  up  several  points,  at  which  he  has  min- 
istered for  many  years.  The  Church  at  GrahamviFe 
and  the  Mission  at  Port  Royal  have  been  added  to  the 
labors  of  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Bellinger  whose  work  extends 
along  the  line  of  the  C  &  S.  R.  R. 

The  great  need  of  the  Missionary  Board,  that  more 
effective  work  may  be  done,  is  more  money.  The  As- 
sistant Bishop  stated  to  the  Board  at  its  meeting  on 
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Tuesday  night,  that  he  believed  if  the  Board  had  $10,000 
a  year  at  its  disposal  that  every  Missionary  station  could 
be  well  provided  for,  and  the  growth  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  would  be  as- 
sured. The  Board  is  not  asking  impossible  things.  In 
the  midst  of  our  great  poverty  we  have  this  year  raised 
and  expended  $5,586.80.  Will  the  Diocese  come  to  our 
assistance  and  raise  this  amount  to  the  desired  Ten 
Thousand  point  ?  If  we  will  do  our  best  this  will  not  be 
a  difficult  matter. 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
whose  books  and  accounts  have  been  audited  by  a  com- 
mittee of  our  Board  and  found  to  be  correct,  and  res- 
pectfully lay  this,  our  Seventeenth  Annual  Report,  be- 
fore the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 
THE  CHURCH. 


The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  respect- 
fully report: 

That  the  increased  activity  in  the  affairs  of  our  Par- 
ishes, anticipated  from  the  labors  of  the  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor, have  been  realized. 

The  stringency  in  money  matters  complained  of  in 
commercial  circles,  and  the  distress  in  agricultural  re- 
gions that  was  occasioned  by  the  storms  of  last  fall, 
threatened  to  diminish  the  sums  usually  expended  upon 
the  various  engagements  of  the  Parishes.  But  it  can  be 
said  that  the  words  spoken  to  Esther  at  a  time  when  the 
lives  of  the  entire  Jewish  people  were  dependent  upon 
her  action,  "Who  knoweth  whether  thou  art  come  to  the 
kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this,"  apply  to  the  Church 
in  these  times.  Since  the  beginning  of  things,  with 
every  emergency,  God  has  raised  up  some  one  equal  to 
the  emergency.  It  is  always  that  the  person  and  the 
emergency  met,  and  man  was  equal  to  the  task.  The 
Apostles  met  the  demands  of  their  age.  The  Church  will 
meet  the  demands  of  our  age. 

The  Committee  have  before  them,  reports  from  sixty- 
three  (63)  Parishes  and  Missions.  We  have  carefully 
read  these  Reports,  and  from  them  culled  the  following 
interesting  items: 

The  number  of  Clergymen  engaged  in  the  active  work 
of  the  Diocese  is  forty-five.  Twenty-three  of  whom  are 
engaged  in  twenty  self-supporting  Parishes,  leaving 
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twenty-two  to  minister  to  the  remaining  fifty-four  or- 
ganized Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

The  number  of  souls  reported  from  sixty-three  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  is  9,545,  and  the  number  of  Communi- 
cants is  4,750. 

The  Committee  find  that  nearly  all  of  the  Parishes  and 
Missions  have  reported  the  number  of  souls  this  year, 
but  the  item  of  information  is  so  important  that  we 
would  emphasize  its  great  necessity.  Otherwise  the 
total  numerical  strength  of  the  Diocese  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained. For  instance,  the  number  of  souls  reported  last 
year,  as  tabulated  in  the  Journal,  was  8,800  from  seventy- 
six  Parishes  and  Missions,  while  9,545  souls  are  reported 
from  sixty-three  Parishes  and  Missions  this  year.  The 
difference  may  be  a  splendid  growth,  but  we  find  from 
that  Journal  that  many  reports  had  omitted  this  item 
last  year. 

Five  hundred  and  four  (504)  persons  have  been  con- 
firmed from  August  last,  as  against  four  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  (439)  reported  last  year  by  the  Standing 
Committee. 

The  sum  of  money  expended  by  the  entire  Diocese 
upon  its  various  engagements  is  over  $$5,000.  The 
amount  so  expended  last  year  was  about  $75,000.  It  is 
significant  of  progress  that  of  that  amount  about  $10,000 
was  spent  upon  general  improvements  and  repairs.  Last 
year  it  appears  that  about  $5,000  was  expended  in  im- 
provements. 

The  liberal  appropriations  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
made  in  loving  faith,  though  at  the  time  regarded  as  a 
venture  of  faith,  have  been  met  promptly. 

Of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  not  provided  with  the 
ministrations  of  a  Clergyman  last  year,  Anderson, 
Orangeburg,  Abbeville,  Winnsboro,  Newberry,  Lexing- 
ton and  Ft.  Motte  are  now  filled. 

On  the  other  hand,  our  Diocesan  is  still  disabled  by 
infirmities  from  being  engaged  in  Episcopal  duties,  and 
some  of  our  Parishes  and  Missions  remain  vacant.  In 
the  low  country,  Beaufort,  Trinity,  Black  Oak,  the  terri- 
tory from  Charleston  to  Lanes  are  unoccupied.    In  the 
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middle  counties,  the  large  missionary  field  from  the  Sa- 
vannah River  to  Lexington,  excepting  the  Parish  of  St. 
Thaddseus,  Aiken,  is  served  by  one  Presbyter,  and  the 
territory  comprised  within  the  bounds  of  the  newly  cre- 
ated 3d  Convocational  District  is  served  by  six  Presby- 
ters. 

In  regard  to  the  work  among  the  colored  people,  we 
have  made  a  few  extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  Arch 
Deacon  in  charge.  He  says,  "We  have  now  on  our  pay 
roll  no  less  than  29  persons,  presbyters,  deacons,  lay 
readers,  men  and  women  helpers-" 

"I  hope  that  our  own  brethren  of  the  parishes  in  this 
Diocese  will  share  in  helping  to  carry  this  common  bur- 
den." 

"I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  colored  people  themselves 
are  constantly  showing  more  and  more  the  value  they 
set  on  the  great  good  of  the  Church's  care  for  them, 
by  giving  of  their  penury." 

"There  are  at  present,  thirty-five  places  where  we 
have  more  or  less,  a  foothold;  and  twenty-four  where 
we  have  mission  schools." 

"There  are  five  clergymen  (colored)  wholly  devoted  to 
this  work,  one  of  whoixi  is  a  Presbyter.  There  are  nine 
white  clergymen  in  part  engaged."

$1,077.14.    Value  Church  Property,  $35,900. 

It  is  fast  approaching  nineteen  hundred  years  since 
the  memorable  hour  when  Jesus  and  his  chosen  band 
stood  on  the  brow  of  the  Mt.  of  Olives  and  spoke  his  last 
words  of  encouragement  and  farewell.  For  nineteen 
centuries  His  disciples  have  been  gazing  steadfastly  up 
into  Heaven,  awaiting  the  fuffilment  of  the  angel's 
promise  that  "This  same  Jesus  which  is  taken  up  from 
you  into  heaven  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have 
seen  Him  go  into  heaven."  But  for  nineteen  centuries 
the  cloud  that  then  received  Him  out  of  their  sight,  has 
still  rolled  between  the  glory  of  His  heavenly  presence 
and  the  upturned  faces  of  His  disciples  on  the  earth. 

All  this  time  the  Church  has  been  f  ulfllling  her  mis- 
sion to  the  world. 
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Earnestness  is  needed  on  the  part  of  Clergy  and  peo- 
ple. 

The  people  who  succeed  have  an  earnestness  which 
means  ardor,  intensity,  continuance,  determination, 
victory.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report  that 
tney  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurers  of 
the  Convention  and  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  and  find  them 
both  correct.  They  have  also  at  the  request  of  the 
Assistant  Bishop,  examined  his  various  accounts  and 
found  them  vouched  for  and  correct. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  schedule  as  the  assessment  on  the  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  in  the  Diocese,  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  this  Diocesan  Convention,  and  that  said  sched- 
ule be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  assessment  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate  be  collected  and  remitted  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  in  quarterly  install- 
ments. 

The  Committee  has  learned  through  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  that  our  Beloved  Bishop 
has  contributed  to  the  income  of  this  fund  a  large  part 
of  the  stipend  which  the  Diocese  most  gladly  directed 
sent  to  the  Bishop  and  now  this  committee  expresses  its 
appreciation  of  this  additional  evidence  of  the  Bishop's 
devotion  to  his  Diocese. 

The  Assistant  Bishop  has  asked  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee to  recommend  that  the  amount  voted  him  be  reduced 
to  $3,000  per  annum.  This,  your  Committee  most  res- 
pectfully decline  to  do,  and  recommend  that  no  change 
be  made.

To  the  Right  Reverend  Ellison  Capers,  Assistant 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  presiding  in 
the  Diocesan  (  onvention,  and  to  the  Convention  of  the 
said  Diocese. 

By  resolution  of  the  103d  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
held  May  5,  1893,  to  be  found  on  page  34  of  the  Journal, 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  was  "requested  to  prepare 
for  the  next  Diocesan  Convention  legal  forms  of  devise 
and  bequest  suitable  for  the  several  corporate  institu 
tions  or  Societies  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Under  the  directions  of  this  resolution,  I  respectfully 
report  the  following  as  proper  and  legal  forms: 

I  give  devise  and  bequeath  uoto  [here  insert  the  name  of  the 
corporation  by  its  corporate  title,]  its  successor*  and  assigns  and 
their  heirs  forever  [the  sum  of  money  given,  or,  if  it  be  property 
other  than  money,  state  fully  and  spcifically  the  property  devised 
or  bequeathed  so  that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  identifying  it  ] 

Property  may  be  given  to  a  corporation  in  trust  for 
any  lawful  purpose  within  the  scope  of  the  corporate 
powers,  not  foreign  to  the  purposes  of  their  own  exis- 
tence, or  to  an  unincorporated  society  or  voluntary  as- 
sociation for  any  charitable,  educational  or  religious 
object  within  the  general  scope  of  the  purpose  of  their 
institution.    In  such  a  case  a  proper  form  would  be: 

I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  u  ito  and  to  the  use  of  [here  insert 
the  name,  of  the  corporation  or  association]  its  successors  and  a«-

Or,  in  proper  cases,  the  following  form  will  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  purpose  desired:

Note:  If  the  testamentary  gift  be  exclusively  real  es- 
tate the  word  "bequeath''  may  properly  be  omitted;  if 
it  be  exclusively  personal  property  the  word  'idevise" 
may  properly  be  omitted.  But  an  error  in  this  particu- 
lar will  not  avoid  the  intended  disposition.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes 
to  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL-MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1 .  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually 
at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  have  been  deter- 
mined upon  by  the  preceding  Council;  or  on  failure  of 
the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese 
shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council, 
and  such  meeting  shall  be  held  when  and  where  the 
authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such 
meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that 
specified  in  the  notice  so  calling  said  meeting;  nor  shall 
a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  be  elected  at  such  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease  or  other 
cause  deemed  sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  to  require  a  change  of  the  time  or 
place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual  or 
special,  the  said  authority  may  designate  another  time 
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or  place  of  holding  such  meeting  to  be  held  within  not 
less  than  a  month  after  such  designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL— MEMBERS. 

Sec.  i.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen 
and  Laymen,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there 
is  one,  and  every  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually  as 
well  as  canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the 
space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been 
discharging  the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister, 
or  Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  Parish  that  is,  or 
has  been,  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  CounciL 
or  who,  after  a  continued  membership  of  at  least  twenty 
years  in  Council  is  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of 
health  or  age  from  further  active  duties  of  the  ministry, 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  the 
Council. 

Provided,  That  no  Clergyman  who  was  entitled  to  a 
seat  and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only  in  the  annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be  deprived 
of  his  rights  and  privileges  in  subsequent  Conventions 
or  Councils  by  reason  of  anything  in  this  Section  con- 
tained, but  such  rights  and  privileges  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  tenor  of  the  Article  as  it  was  of  force  the 
first  day  of  May,  1889. 

Provided,  However,  that  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit 
said  rights,  by  failure  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  or 
Canons. 

Sec  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number: 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  each  Parish  or  congregation 
in  union  with  the  Council  from  among  the  male  commu- 
nicants thereof  to  represent  it  in  the  Council. 

The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take  place  on 
Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may 
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be  appointed  by  the  Parish  at  a  meeting  of  the  members 
thereof,  or  in  default  of  any  such  election  by  the  Parish, 
the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  same  may  elect  said 
Deputies. 

Four  other  Lay  Deputies  may  be  elected  at  any  such 
election  to  serve  as  Alternate  or  substitutes  for  such  Lay 
Deputies  elected  as  above,  who  may  not  from  any  cause 
attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not 
remain  in  such  attendance. 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall 
continue  until  the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  be- 
fore they  are  permitted  to  take  their  seats,  produce 
written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  dis- 
tinct Churches,  or  shall  in  any  case  have  more  than  one 
vote. 

Sec.  6.  A  Lay  member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as 
a  Deputy  from  any  Church,  shall  not,  without  the  unan- 
imous consent  of  the  Council,  be  permitted  to  relinquish 
the  seat  so  taken,  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy  of  another 
Church. 

Sec.  7.  No  Lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish 
or  Church  which  has  failed  for  three  successive  years 
to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or 
to  pay  the  assessments  laid  by  the  Council,  unless  by  a 
vote  of  the  Council. 

And  unless  all  arrears  due  to  the  Council  and  to  the 
Bishop's  fund  are  paid,  such  Parish  or  Church  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  vote  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  <  ouncil.  Provided  that  such  Church,  upon  applica- 
tion, may  be  admitted  as  a  new  Parish  or  Church. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to 
order,  the  Secretary  shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of 
the  Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes  and  Deputies;  after 
'which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Council  duly  organized. 

Sec.  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  im- 
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mediately  after  it  shall  have  been  organized,  and  the 
names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be  called  therefrom 
and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of 
their  privileges  in  the  Council.  Provided,  that  if  ques- 
tion be  made,  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Dep- 
uty shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution  by  the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  A  QUORUM. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  order,  and  Lay  Rep- 
resentatives of  fifteen  Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business  generally;  but  any 
number  of  either  order  that  shall  assemble,  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  F resident 
of  the  Council,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant  Bishop, 
if  there  be  one.  But  in  case  neither  of  them  be  present, 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
President  of  the  Council,  and,  if  he  be  not  present,  a 
presiding  officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attend- 
ing Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  THE  OTHER  OFFICERS  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

Section  1.  The  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a 
Chancellor,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Registrar. 

Section  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Coun- 
cil by  ballot  from  the  Communicants  of  the  Church, 
skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law,  and  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three 
years,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected. 

He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law,  (civil  or  ecclesi- 
astical) affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese.   He  shall  at  all  times  afford  the  Bishop  or  the 
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Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  such  advice,  con- 
fidential or  open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired. 

He  shall  also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  Special  Com- 
mittees appointed  by  the  Council  desiring  counsel,  and 
perform  all  such  other  duties  germain  to  his  profession, 
which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  resolution  of  the 
Council. 

He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Council  without 
the  right  to  vote,  unless  a  deputy  from  a  Parish  in  union 
with  the  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  An- 
nual Council  by  ballot,  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously 
dispensed  with,)  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  his 
successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be  as  prescribed 
by  the  Canons,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
Council,  and  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  General 
Convention. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  man- 
ner. His  duties  shall  be  those  prescribed  and  required 
as  above,  and  he  also  shall  continue  in  office  until  his 
successor  be  appointed. 

Section  5.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor 
be  appointed.    His  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF  DELIBERATING  AND    VOTING  IN  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided 
by  the  Constitution,  the  members  shall  deliberate  and 
vote  as  one  body,  but  at  any  time,  before  the  result  of 
the  vote,  as  taken,  is  finally  announced  by  the  President, 
any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two 
Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order, 
when  the  Clergy  shall  vote  individually,  and  the  Lay 
Deputies  by  Churches,  (a  majority  from  each  Church 
having  one  vote,)  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall, 
in  each  case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  And  whenever 
a  vote  is  taken  by  ballot,  the  balloting  shall  be  by  Orders 
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Section  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant 
Bishop,  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  con- 
current majority  of  the  two  Orders  being  necessary  to  a 
choice:  Provided  that  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled 
to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation be  present;  otherwise  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  each  Order  present  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a 
choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OF  ADMITTING  PARISHES  OR  CHURCHES  INTO  THE  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  New  Parishes  or  Churches  having  not  less 
than  six  male  adult  members  and  fifteen  communicants 
may  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  in  the  fol- 
lowing maimer: 

Application  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate  from 
the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing 
Committee,  that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of 
their  Church,  and  stating  the  fact  of  such  organization 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles 
of  Association:  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen; 
their  means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  minister, 
and  their  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now , 
or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same.  And  at  the  Council  next  succeeding  the  receipt 
of  such  application  the  Secretary  shall  communicate  the 
same  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of  its  session;  where- 
upon the  Council  shall  take  such  order  upon  said  appli- 
cation as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  congregation 
so  applying  be  within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing 
Churches,  they  shall  state  also  the  reasons  for  their  or- 
ganization, the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship  from 
the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with 
whatever  additional  facts  may  throw  light  upon  their 
relation  to  the  existing  Church  or  Churches.  Should 
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the  Council  make  a  favorable  decision,  this  said  congre- 
gation shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese; 

Provided,  always,  that  the  deputies  of  the  Church  or 
Parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall 
not  be  allowed  a  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  A  standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five 
Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen  tafcen  indis- 
criminately trom  among  the  actual  communicants  of  the 
Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every 
regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  expressed 
in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Dio- 
cesan Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until 
another  Committee  be  elected. 

Section  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appoint- 
ment, they  shall  chose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their 
body  to  be  their  President,  and  another  of  their 
body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  Minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business 
of  the  C  ommittee,  to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded 
in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  alone;  to  preserve 
the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the 
Standing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faith- 
fully to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books 
and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  annual  Council  an 
abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the 
former  Council. 

Sec.  4.  Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages 
of  the  remaining  members,  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Sec  1.  At  every  annual  Council  next  preceding  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and 
four  Laymen  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this 
Diocese  in  General  Convention.  Immediately  after - 
terwards,  four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen 
shall  also  be  chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first 
chosen.  Such  representatives  and  substitutes  to  serve 
until  their  snccessors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall 
decline  such  appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he 
shall  forwith  inform  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall 
thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the 
substitutes  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the 
Journal,  which  order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  e'ecnon; 
or  when  two  or  more  are  elected  at  one  balloting,  shall 
be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote  received. 

ARTICLE  XL 

OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN. 

A  clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences 
enumerated  in  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention, 
"of  offences  for  which  ministers  shall  be  tried  and  pun- 
ished" and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The  trial 
shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for 
by  the  Canons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

OF  ALTERING  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed, 
nor  shall  any  article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration, 
repeal,  or  new  article  be  proposed,  considered,  and  con- 
curred in  by  amajoriy  at  one  Council,  and  adopted  by 
two-thirds  of  ;  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent 
Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
OF  THE  SOUTH. 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  respectfully 
submit  this,  their  annual  report: 

A  majority  of  our  delegation  attended  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  was  unusually 
well  attended  by  Trustees  from  nearly  every  one  of  the 
14  Dioceses  which  corporately  own  and  govern  the  Uni- 
versity. Since  our  last  report  important  changes  have 
been  made  among  the  officers  and  Faculty. 

Vice  Chancellor — The  election  of  the  Rev.  Thos.  F. 
Gailor  co  the  Episcopate  of  his  Diocese  as  co-adjutor  to 
his  aged  and  honored  Bishop,  left  vacant  the  office  of 
Vice-Chancellor,  the  executive  head  of  the  University. 
The  Board  of  Trustees,  after  a  careful  canvas  of  the 
most  important  matter  of  selecting  a  su3cessor,  decided 
upon  Mr.  B.  Lawton  Wiggins,  Professor  of  Ancient 
Languages,  who  now  ably  fills  the  office.  Professor 
Wiggins  is  a  South  Carolinian,  a  graduate  of  the  Porter 
Academy,  a  Master  of  Arts  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  and  sometime  Fellow  of  John  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, where  he  completed  with  rare  distinction,  a  special 
course  in  Ancient  Languages  under  the  well  known 
Greek,  Prof.  Basil  L.  Gildersleeve.  Though  first  of  all 
a  scholar  of  rare  attainments,  Prof.  Wiggins  is  yet  sin- 
gularly gifted  with  business  talent;  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  felt  that  in  him  was  found  just  that  combina- 
tion of  talents  which  will  most  successfully  execute  the 
interests  of  the  University,  viz.;  scholarly  abilities,  the 
graces  of  a  Christian  gentleman,  and  business  talent. 

Iht  Chancellor— Fov  several  years  past,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Alexander  Gregg,  Bishop  of  Texas  and  Chancellor  of- 
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the  University,  had  been  unable  to  assume  the  onerous 
duties  of  his  office.  The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  had  there- 
fore been  appointed  by  the  Board,  acting  Chancellor. 
Last  year,  only  a  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
Bishop  Gregg's  lingering  illness  dre  at  to  a  close,  and 
death  finished  a  long  life  of  conspicuous  usefulness  and 
fidelity  to  duty.  It  would  have  been  natural  and  only  in 
accord  with  a  well  established  precedent,  had  Bishop 
Gregg's  mantle  fallen  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Bishop 
of  Tennessee,  who  had  been  the  first,  after  the  war  to 
raise  the  standard  of  the  University's  Ante-bellum 
Founders  out  of  the  ashes  of  destruction  in  which  hos- 
tile arms  had  left  it,  and  who  had,  through  adversity  as 
in  prosperity,  given  time  and  energy  and  self  to  the 
success  of  that,  which  more  than  any  other  influence, 
would  enable  the  Church  in  the  South  to  retrieve  the 
losses  of  the^  recent  and  destructive  past.  But  it  was 
Bishop  Quintard's  wish  that  this  should  not  be.  The 
University,  he  felt,  nee  led  the  active  energetic  influence 
which  only  the  younger  and  stronger  among  his  breth- 
ren of  the  Episcopate  could  bring  to  the  office  of  Chan- 
cellor. In  resigning  the  office  which  he  held  only  for 
his  aged  compeer,  but  which  he  might  now  hold  in  his 
own  person,  Bishop  Quintard  also  retired  from  active 
participation  in  the  government  of  the  University 
through  its  Board  of  Trustees.  To  the  office  of  Chan- 
cellor, he  nominated  the  Rt,  Rev.  T.  U.  Dudley,  Bishop 
of  Kentucky;  his  franchise  in  the  Board  he  delegated 
to  his  coadjutor,  Bishop  Gailor.  The  newly  elected 
Chancellor  is  well  known  to  us  all,  and  the  wisdom  of 
the  Board's  choice  will  commend  itself  to  all  the  Dioceses 
concerned. 

The  Grammar  School — It  will  be  remembered,  by  some 
at  least,  that  in  our  last  report  we  had  occasion  to  men- 
tion, with  sincere  regret,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  John 
Gadsden,  formerly  Master  of  the  Grammar  School.  The 
election  of  his  successor  was  referred  by  the  Board  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  it  being  impossible  to  decide 
upon  a  suitable  person  during  the  short  sitting  of  the 
Board.    The  Execctive  Committee  finally  elected  Mr. 
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Eeginald  M.  Huse,  M.  A.,  with  whom  correspondence 
had  already  been  had,  a  fact  which  fortunately  made 
possible  his  acceptance  of  the  office  by  telegraph.  Prof. 
Huse  has  made  a  special  study  of  Grammar  School  sys- 
tems both  in  this  country  and  abroad,  and  his  first  term's 
work  in  his  new  field  proves  him  a  master  in  his  depart- 
ment. The  Grammar  School  is  now  severed  from  the 
University,  though  stili  easily  accessible,  a  building 
formerly  used  as  an  hotel  being  devoted  to  this  use.  Its 
students  and  tutors  are  required  to  live  in  the  dormito- 
ries, and  Prof.  Huse  and  his  charming  family  also  reside 
in  a  portion  of  the  commodious  building.  The  kitchen 
is  supervised  and  the  dining  hall  presided  over  by  an 
English  lady  of  culture,  whose  husband  is  the  manager 
of  the  finances  of  this  department.  Recent  advice  from 
the  Vice-Chancellor  shows  an  increased  number  of  stir 
dents,  and  the  condition  of  the  school  (we  quote  his 
report)  ' 'satisfactory  in  every  way." 

The  Academic  and  Special  Schools — It  is  with  unfeigned 
regret  that  we  chronicle  the  resignation  and  removal 
from  the  University,  of  the  Rev.  Prof.  Francis  A.  Shoup 
who  left  in  March,  to  accept  the  headship  of  the  Church 
College  for  young  ladies,  at  Columbia,  Tennessee.  Prof. 
Shoup,  except  for  a  brief  intermission  of  a  few  years, 
had  been  identified  with  the  University  almost  since  its 
opening,  and  has  filled  the  chair  of  Metaphysics,  in 
recent  years  with  distinguished  success.  His  chair  has 
been  temporarily  filled,  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Board 
next  summer. 

The  Medical  and  Law  Schools  have  increased  their 
facilities  and  advantages  under  the  enthusiastic  manage- 
ment of  their  respective  Deans,  and  a  recent  report  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor  shows  a  very  marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  students  in  both  schools-  The  total  num- 
ber of  students  in  all  departments  is  in  excess  of  recent 
years,  and  the  number  of  new  students  enrolled  is  greater 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  University. 

The  Theological  Department — The  resignation  of  the 
Rev-  Professor  A.  A.  Benton,  D.  D.  and  the  elevation  of 
Dr.  Gailor  to  the  Episcopate,   rendered  it  necessary, 
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practically  to  reorganize  the  Theological  Department. 
In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  matter  in  hand,  (a  mat- 
ter which  affects  very  materially  the  interests  of  the 
Church  in  all  the  Southern  Dioceses,)  the  Board  appointed 
a  special  committee  to  consider  carefully  the  interests  of 
the  department  and  nominate  fit  persons  to  fill  the  va- 
cant chairs.  We  think  we  may  say  that  no  matter 
which  came  before  us  received  more  earnest  attention, 
or  was  acted  upon  with  more  lively  interest- 

To  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity  we 
elected  Rev.  Greenough  White,  M.  A.,  B.  D.  ;  to  the 
chair  of  Systematic  Divinity,  the  Rev.  Wm.  T.  Manning 
B.  D;  and  to  the  Chaplaincy  of  the  University,  the  Rev. 
Wm.  A.  Guerry.  M.  A.,  B.  D..  The  Rev.  Greenough 
White  is  an  historian  of  rare  attainments.  He  was  for- 
merly Prof,  of  History  and  Literature  in  the  University 
of  the  South,  and  is  therefore  not  unknown  to  the  Fac- 
ulty or  to  many  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He 
comes  to  us  now  from  a  Professorship  in  a  New  England 
college.  The  Rev.  W.  T,  Manning,  of  California,  is  a 
graduate  of  the  Theological  School  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  and  was  formerly  instructor  in  Exegesis  and 
Old  Test  Languages-  He  is  well  known  to  many  of  the 
Board  as  a  man  of  great  spiritual  thought,  as  well  as  an 
enthusiastic,  christian  scholar.  Of  the  Rev.  W.  A. 
Guerry  we  need  say  nothing.  He  was  among  us  here, 
and  is  too  well  known  to  require  from  us  an  introduction 
to  this  Convention 

Some  months  ago,  and  since  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
the  office  of  Dean  of  the  Theological  Faculty  was  left  % 
vacant  by  the  sudden  and  sad  death  of  the  Rev .  Telfair 
Hodgson  D.  D.,  who  for  so  many  years  faithfully  served 
the  University  as  Vice-Chancellor,  and  lat3r  as  Dean  of 
this  department.  During  the  recess  of  the  Board,  it 
became  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  supply 
a  Dean  pro  tempore,  and  the  Rev.  W.  P.  DuBose,  S.  T. 
D.  was  therefore  elected  to  act  in  Dr.  Hodgson's  stead 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

From  the  recent  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  already 
quoted,  we  learn  that  St.  Luke's  Hall  has  been  renova- 
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ted,  the  lecture  rooms  refurnished,  and  also  the  Dean's 
office,  and  the  basement  fitted  up  as  a  refectory.  All 
theological  students  and  postulants  board  and  lodge  in 
the  Hall,  except  five  whom  the  Hall  could  not  accom- 
modate, it  being  full  to  overflowing.  There  are  now  32 
Theological  students  and  postulants-  From  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  report,  and  through  private  correspondence 
we  learn  that  the  Theological  Department  has  never 
been  in  a  more  flourishing  condition,  nor  have  the  stu- 
dents ever  done  better  work  than  now. 

Other  Matters  of  Importance — Other  matters  of  gen- 
eral interest,  as  showing  the  condition  of  the  University 
property,  should  be  briefly  mentioned  in  this  report.  At 
the  meeting  of  tne  Board  last  year  authority  was  given 
the  Executive  Committee  to  establish  a  supply  store,  if 
the  Committee  should  think  it  wise  so  to  do,  which 
should  be  the  property  of  the  University  and  which,  it 
was  hoped,  would  prove  a  source  of  revenue  as  well  as 
a  great  convenience  to  Professors  and  students.  This 
store  has  been  established  with  a  capital  stock  of  $3,000, 
one  of  the  original  University  buildings  (now  replaced 
by  more  suitable  quarters)  having  been  moved  to  a  con- 
venient location  for  use  as  a  store-room.  It  is  managed 
by  competent  persons  acting  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  is  well  supplied  with  books, 
stationary,  drugs,  etc. 

The  Gymnasium  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  ad- 
dition of  baths,  hot  and  cold,  which  are  supplied  with 
water  by  means  of  steam  pumps  from  a  neighboring 
spring.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of 
Prof  Caskie  Harrison,  now  of  Brooklyn,  but  formerly 
Professor  in  the  University. 

The  Printing  Department,  established  some  eight  years 
ago,  has  been  refurnished  with  new  press  and  type  and 
is  now  doing  excellent  work.  It  is  becoming  a  source  of 
revenue  to  the  University.  It  is  an  evidence  of  the  con- 
fidence felt  in  the  future  of  the  University  that  consid- 
erable building  is  now  in  progress  upon  the  domain. 
Society  there,  always  the  most  refined  and  elevating, 
will  soon  welcome  a  number  of  congenial  families, 
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whose  residences  are  now  nearing  completion.  Among 
these  may  be  mentioned  Mrs.  Smedes,  the  author  of  "A 
Southern  Planter,"  Mr.  Quintard,  the  son  of  the  Bishop, 
and  two  daughters  of  Bishop  Gregg. 

Since  the  last  Board  meeting  two  legacies  have  been 
left  the  University;  one  by  Mrs.  "Wilson  for  $5,000,  the 
other  by  Mr.  Hill,  of  Mississippi,  for  about  $33,000.  The 
latter,  it  is  thought,  will  be  contested,  and  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  prodict  the  result.  In  this  connection,  we  de- 
sire to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  and  through 
its  members  to  the,  Chairman  of  this  Diocese,  to  the 
effort  which  is  how  being  made  to  raise  an  adequate 
endowment  for  the  University.  The  Institution  has  en- 
tered upon  the  26th  year  of  its  operations.  It  seemed  to 
ba  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  noble 
and  unselfish  work  of  its  projectors  should,  by  this  time, 
receive  the  grateful  encouragement  and  substantial  en- 
dorsement of  the  Church  for  which  its  labors  have  been 
given,  and  that  the  results  of  these  labors  fully  warrant 
the  hope  that  the  Church  in  our  Southland  will  not  fall 
short  of  the  splendid  opportunities  which  this  Institu- 
tion affords  for  the  wise  expenditure  of  money.  The 
University  of  the  South  is  the  child  of  the  Church  in 
these  several  dioceses — a  child  of  necessity.  In  yet 
another  sense  it  is  the  parent  of  many  of  her  churchmen. 
And  the  Board  of  Tustees  feels,  what  we  doubt  not  every 
member  of  this  <  onvention  will  feel,  that  if  strong  and 
vigorous  children  of  the  Church  are  to  be  raised  up,  fully 
prepared  to  fight  her  Master's  battles  and  her  own  in 
the  world,  we  must  first  see  to  it  that  the  parent  stock 
is  given  the  means  to  develop  into  vigorous  and  hardy 
and  rounded  proportions.  That  this  may  be  fully  re- 
alized, an  endowment  is  needed,  and  it  is  confidently  be- 
lieved that  the  worth  of  the  Institution,  more  and  more 
appreciated  as  the  University  becomes  better  known, 
will  raise  up  for  it  benefactors  among  those  for  whom  its 
labors  have  been  spent. 

Your  Trustees  feel  that  we  have  a  right  to  look  for- 
ward to  the  future  with  hopefulness.  The  University  is 
not  without  its  defects,  which  we  see  no  less  clearly 
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than  its  virtues;  but  we  are  encouraged  to  believe  that 
these  are  observed  by  those  to  whom  its  government  is 
entrusted,  and  no  meeting  of  the  Board  is  ever  held 
without  most  earnest  efforts  to  meet  and  correct  every 
fault  or  flaw  which  we  have  the  means  to  cope  with.

St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston. 

Rev.  John  Johnson,  J).  D., Rector* 

The  St.  Philip's  Church  Home,  having  twenty  inmates,  has 
been  maintained  for  the  past  year  with  the  expenditure  of  $409.65 
supplied  by  the  offerings  of  one  Sunday  and  the  contributions 
of  the  Home  Aid  Society,  and  expended  for  repairs,  nursing,  med- 
icines etc  The  receipts  from  Church  work  in  the  report  of  this 
Parish,  amounting  to  $601.28,  come  from  the  contributions  of 
five  parochial  organizations. 

St.  James',  Santee.  Rev.  H.  M.  Jarvis,  Late  Rector, 

Mr.  W  A  Seabrook,  Lay  Reader. 

The  Lay  Reader's  health  too  poor,  at  seventy -eight  years  of  age, 
to  al  ow  of  his  services  much. 

This  report,  with  the  exception  of  the  following  remarks  and 
the  numbers  given  of  meetings  for  Public  Worship,  etc  ,  has  been 
wholly  written  by  A.  H.  Seabrook,  Lay  Reader  at  McClellanville. 

Since  the  30th  of  April,  1893,  up  'o  December,  1893,  I  held  58 
services  in  Christ's  Church  Pa'ish  (Mount  Pleasant)  including  St. 

James',  Santee  I  read  the  Burial  services  over  two 

persons  During  the  year  1  bapti-ed  fifteen  children, 

one  of  this  numbar  being  a  son  of  David  Doar.  in  McClellanville. 

Th  re  in  the  chapel  where  the  people  were  taking  refuge  from 
the  great  August  storm,  whil^  he  rain  was  beating  heavily  upon 
the  window-,  several  fe-t  of  salt  water  capped  by  the  roaring 
waves  surrounding  the  church,  and  the  fierce  tempest  unceas- 
ingly thuodering  its  thre-tenings.  1  administered  the  Christian 
rite  of  Holy  Baptism.  May  we  hope  and  p-ay  the  God  who 
saved  Noah  and  his  family  in  t  e  Ark,  a  d  b  ought  the.  children 
of  Israel  through  the  Red  Sea,  will  also  carry  that  child  safely 
over  the  sin  stained  waves  of  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil 
to  the  home  of  peace  through  Christ  our  Saviour.

St.  Helena,  Beaufort.  Rev.  P.  D.  Hay,  Late  Rector. 

The  partial  report  covers  a  period  from  May  1st,  1893,  to  Easter 
1894,  when  my  resignation  of  the]Parish  took  effect 

The  Church  and  Churchyard  suffered  serious  injury  by  the 
hurricane  of  August  27th.  Through  the  generous  help  of  friends 
all  trace  of  the  damage  done  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and 
both  Church  and  Churchyard  are  now  in  better  condition  than 
since  the  war.  P.  D.  .Hay. 

Prince  George,  Winyah.  Rev.  J.  B.  Williams,  Rector 

Donation  invested,  $4000.00.  This  bequest  was  left  the  Parish 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  support  of  the  services  by  its  divi- 
dends. Miss  Carr  was  a  resident  of  Georgetown  for  many  years 
before  her  decease,  and  was  a  great  grand  daughter  of  Mr.  Geo. 
Pawley,  who  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  this  neighborhood. 

Prince  Frederick's,  Pee  Dee. 

Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  Missy,  in  charge^ 

Sunday  services  at  Plantersville  and  St.  Peter's  Mission  .    .  8. 

At  St.  Cyprian's  Chapel  for  colored  people  4. 

At  St.  Peter's  Mission  the  congregations  are  always  good;  much 
interest  is  shown  in  the  services,  and  a  class  is  in  readiness  for 
confirmation.  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  the  exact  num- 
ber of  families  that  belong  to  the  church,  nor  the  number  of 
communicants,  as  some  changes  have  taken  place  in  this  respect, 
and  no  record  has  been  kept  of  the  work  since  the  rectorate  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Alston. 

All  Saints,  Waccamaw.  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  Rector. 

The  Sunday  services  reported  include  the  Mission  services  at 
the  Brook  Green  Chapel  for  colored  people.  1  have  baptized  at 
this  Mission  duriog  the  year  12  children;  and  9  were  confirmed  by 
the  Bishop  last  Autumn.  The  number  of  colored  communicants 
at  the  Mission,  including  a  few  who  attend  services  at  the  Parish 
church,  is  46,  of  which  20  are  males,  26  females. 

The  financial  exhibit,  as  shown  in  statement  of  amounts 
received,  covers  only  a  part  of  the  past  year,  a  portion  having 
been  lost  with  the  accounts  of  the  lamented  Dr.  A.  B.  Flagg,  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Parish,  who  was  swept  away  by 
the  storm  of  the  13th  of  October  last. 

We  are  now  in  receipt  of  the  legacy  of  Miss  S.  E.  Carr,  of  $1,500, 
which  has  been  invested  in  Georgetown  City  bonds  at  7  per  cent 
interest. 
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St.  Paul's,  Pendleton.  Rev.  0  T.  Pprcher,  Hector. 

This  Parish,  being  in  a  town  of  slow  growth,  is  one  in  which 
changes  are  slow  and  few,  and  additions  gradual.  The  condition 
is  good,  and  advance  is  being  made  for  which  we  have  much  rea- 
son to  be  thankful.  A  Rectory  is  very  much  needed,  and  a  move- 
ment is  now  on  foot  towards  the  securing  of  one  May  this  move- 
ment prove  successful  !  Two  openings  have  presented  themselves 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Pendleton,  for  church  work.  '  The  Old 
Stone  Church, "  an  old  building  near  Pendleton,  belonging  to  the 
Presbyterian  denomination,  was  entirely  without  regular  services 
for  many  years,  the  congregation  having  built  another  church 
more  conveniently  situated  and  more  handsome.  The  old  church 
was  used  for  a  time  for  a  Sunday  School,  and  at  times  for  funer- 
als, there  being  a  time  honored  cemetery  attached  thereto.  On 
invitation  the  Fector  of  St.  Paul's  commenced  the  ho  ding  of  eve- 
ning services  there  in  the  afternoon  of  the  third  Sunday  of  every 
month  The  attendance  is  most  encouraging.  The  rresbyterians 
also  have  commenced  holding  services  >here.  but  on  a  different 
day,  and  kindly  allow  our  church  services  to  be  contiuued  with- 
out interruption.  Another  opening  has  presented  itself  at  Cal- 
houn Station,  which  is  oq  the  main  line  of  the  R.  &  D.  K.  R.,  and 
very  near  to  Clemson  College.  The  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Pendle- 
toD,  has  been  invited  to  hold  a  monthly  afternoon  service  at  this 
point;  and  a  school  house  is  available  for  the  purpose.  He  has 
accepted  the  invitation,  and  henceforth  will,  God  willir  g,  hold 
services  there  in  the  afternoon  of  every  first  Sunday.  Hitherto 
that  afternoon  has  been  devoted  to  the  holding  of  services  in  the 
convict  stockade  at  Clemson  College.  By  means  of  evening 
prayer  leaflets,  the  convicts  had  become  familiar  with  the  servi- 
ces, and  responded  very  heartily  and  seemed  really  interested.  A 
number  of  white  persons  have  attended  these  services  from  time 
to  time.  Now,  however,  these  convicts  have  all  been  removed  to 
other  points  and  the  afternoons  of  the  first  Sundays  were  left 
free,  hence  there  was  nothing  to  prevent  me  from  accepting  the 
invitation  to  devote  that  afterncon  to  Calhoun.  One  service  has 
b sen  held  there  by  me,  namely,  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  Sun- 
day in  April,  at  which  the  attendance  was  excellent. 

Christ  Church,  Greenville.  Rev.  Byron  Holley,  Rector. 

It  is  with  a  heart  overflowing  wifh  gratitude  to  Almighty  God 
who  '  worketh"  in  us  "both  to  will  and  to  do,"  that  the  following 
statistics  are  given  of  works  accomplished  in  this  Pa  ish  during 
the  five  years  of  my  Rectorate  just  ended: 

Church  services,  1023;  Sermons,  etc.,  delivered,  587;  Holy  com- 
munion in  public,  234;  Private,  15;  Baptisms,  109;  Confirmations, 
128;  Marriages,  15:  Burials,  48;  Churchings,  5;  Parochial  visits, 
1650.

Trinity  Church,  Abbeville.  Rev.  E.  McCrady,  Rector. 

Rector's  report  dates  only  from  September  1st,  1893,  that  being 
the  period  of  his  residence. 

Bis  ordication  to  Priesthood  not  taking  place  until  November 
25th,  accounts  for  the  small  number  of  communions. 

Number  of  families,  communicants,  etc.,  includes  certain 
church-members  living  in  the  country. 

Church  of  St.  Thaddteus,  Aiken. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Edgerton,  Rector. 

In  the  past  year  the  Parish  has  received  a  gift  of  Revised 
P.  Books  and  Hymnals,  and  has  donated  the  old,  as  follows:  To 
Graniteville.  25  copies  of  each;  to  Kaolin,  30  copies  of  each;  and  to 
Crofts,  12  copies  of  each. 

It  has  also  received  a  handsome  marble  Font  from  Mrs.  McLure, 
of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  a  memorial  of  her  daughter,  Miss  Julia  McLure; 
and  the  old  Font  has  been  donated  to  the  Mission  at  Petigru,  in 
Abbeville  county. 

Zion  and  St.  John's  Churches,  Richland. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  Rector. 

Zion  church  has  repaired  the  Parsonage,  patting  on  a  new  roof 
aud  adding  a  well  at  an  expense  of  $135. 

St.  John's  Church  has  now  only  a  monthly  service  by  the  Rec- 
tor; but  is  open  on  all  other  Sundays  for  lay-readiDg  which  has 
been  well  attended. 

The  Hector  assumed  the  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
Orangeburg,  in  January  last,  giving  a  monthly  service.  He  has 
been  encouraged  by  his  cordial  reception,  and  by  evidences  of 
interest  and  harmonious  working  on  the  part  of  the  people.  A 
new  church  building  is  badly  needed  here.  The  Parish  owns  a 
valuable  and  very  eligible  lot,  but  is  unable  to  build  at  present; 
but  an  earnest  effort  will  be  made  ia  this  direction  as  soon  as 
circumstances  are  propitious. 
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Grace  Church,  Charleston. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.D.,  Rector 
Rev.  John  Gass,  Assistant. 

There  have  been  some  valuable  donations  to  the  Church,  not 
included  in  the  Report. 

A  very  handsome  brass  pulpit  was  given  by  a  member  of  the 
congregation,  a  token  of  filial  and  religious  love.  On  the  same 
day  was  first  used  the  graceful  Prayer  Desk  of  brass  and  walnut, 
a  memorial  of  the  mission  held  by  Dr.  Warren  in  Grace  Church  in 
1892;  which  is  still  a  fragrant  memory  in  tbe  hearts  of  many  of  our 
people  A  very  beautiful  brass  rail  has  been  placed  around 
the  Chancel  by  the  ladies  of  the  congregation,  in  memory  of  one 
of  their  sisters,  departed  within  the  last  year.  From  the  name 
inscribed  upon  it.  this  offering  of  appreciation  is  very  grateful  to 
their  Pastor  s  heart. 

At  Easter  we  received  another  <egacy  of  parental  love  ia  the 
form  of  a  silver  flagon,  made  of  plate  owned  by  a  young  disciple 
whom  the  Lord  had  called,  and  which  his  parents  thus  dedicated 
to  the  service  of  the  Sanctuary. 

These  were  all  memorial  gifts— all  free  will  offerings,  gladly 
given  to  the  house  of  God,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

There  are  many  other  evidences  of  good  works  in  the  congrega^ 
tion  which  cheer  the  hearts  of  the  ministers.  Peace  and  har- 
mony prevail:  the  services  are  well  atteoded,  the  church  is  full — 
all  available  seats  occupied. 

St.  Luke's  Church,  Newberry.     Rev.  H.  T.  Gregory,  Minister. 

Since  the  death  of  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel,  this  church  has  only  besn 
supplied  by  visiting  ministers  and  the  Assistant  Pishop  for  seven 
Sundays  and  two  other  days. 

The  \ssistant  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Henry  T.  Gregory 
as  missionary  in  charge  from  January  1st,  1894,  for  one  Sunday 
in  each  month. 

The  Assistant  Bishop  kindly  gave  us  a  servive  on  Thanksgiving 
Day— the  second  such  service  in  twenty  years  — and  confirmed  one 
candidate. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gregory  gave  us  the  first  Easter  services  we  have  had 
in  twelve  years.  Rev.  Messrs.  Kershaw,  Joyner,  Ewbanks,  and 
B.  B  Ramage,  of  Tennessee,  have  kindly  given  us  services. 

The  rhurch  is  now  being  improved  by  enlarging  the  chancel 
and  placing  a  stained  glass  window— long  the  earnest  wish  of  our 
dear  Bishop  Howe.  Other  improvements  will  be  reported  next 
year,  of  what  is  now  being  carried  out.

Rev  T  A.  Porter,  Assistant 
Twenty-six  cadets  of  Porter  -Academy  confirmed,  not  included 
in  the  Keport  of  the  Parish. 

St.  Jude's  Church,  Walterboro. 

Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger,  Rector, 
Rev.  W.  F.  Bellinger,  Assistant. 
In  addition  to  the  services  for  the  whites,  I  had  service  for  the 
colored  people  five  (5)  times  on  three  (3)  Sundays  and  two  (2)  other 
days. 

On  account  of  my  almost  total  blindness  I  have  been  compelled 
to  abandon  my  work  among  the  colored  people  in  Walterboro; 
this  I  was  less  reluctant  to  do  because  Archdeacoi  Joyner  had 
appointed  Bev.  Mr.  Miller  to  minister  to  them.  In  conducting- 
Public  Worship,  I  have  been  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  F.  Bellinger, 
and  Mr.  G.  W.  O.  Rivers,  Lay  Reader.  I  have  thus  been  able  to 
give  tbe  full  service  of  the  Church,  which  otherwise  I  would  have 
been  unable  to  do,  as  personally  I  have  been  able  to  us?  only 
such  portions,  as  I  have  succeeded  in  committing  to  memory. 
Mr.  W  F.  Bellinger  assisted  me  four  times,  on  all  other  occasions 
I  was  assisted  by  the  Lay  Reader.  The  $3.09  credited  to  Foreign 
Missions,  were  the  Lenten  offering  of  the  children  of  the  Sunday 
School.  At  the  request  of  the  congregation  of  St.  Jude's  Church, 
Walterboro,  and  All  Saints'  Church,  Hampton  County,  I  have 
consented  to  continue  my  ministrations  among  them,  notwith- 
standing my  blindness.  Of  the  amount  credited  to  subscriptions 
and  donations,  the  Ladies  8.  Society  contributed  $57.00. 

The  Lay  Reader  celebrated  Public  Worship  forty-four  times;  on 
seven  Sundays  and  seven  other  days. 
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All  Saint's  Church,  Hampton  Co.  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger,  Rector. 

During  the  conventional  year  Public  Worship  was  celebrated 
89  times  oa  ?5  Sundays,  and  49  other  days.  The  Lay  Reader,  Mr. 
James  C.  Rabb,  conducted  the  services  on  two  Sundays,  on  one 
of  which  I  was  sick,  and  on  the  other,  absent  in  Hardeeville.  Once 
Bishop  Capers  preached  for  me,  and  Rev.  W.  P.  Bellioger  three 
times.  I  held  Public  Worship  87  times  on  33  Sundays,  and  49 
other  days,  preaching  83  times.  The  above  services  were  for 
whites  1  had  service  for  the  colored  peorle  12  times  on  12  Sun- 
days. The  whole  number  of  services  wer^  101  on  35  Sundays,  and 
49  other  days.  1  preached  P5  times.  In  addition  to  these  services 
I  celebrated  Public  Worship  at  Allendale  eight  times  on  four 
Sundays,  and  nine  time*  on  seveu  other  days.  Total  17  times, 
preaching  16  times.  At  Ellenton  six  times  on  six  week  days, 
preaching  four  times;  at  Prunson  eight  times  on  eight  week  days, 
preaching  six  times;  at  Varnville  six  times  on  six  week  days, 
preaching  five  times.  The  whole  number  of  services  performed 
were  175  on  51  Sundays,  and  80  other  days  I  preached  165  times- 
Bishop  r  apers  once,  and  Rev.  W.  F.  Pellinger  nine  times.  On 
account  of  my  blindness  I  have  felt  it  necessary  to  abandon  tbe 
missions  with  the  exception  of  Allendale  and  Ellenton  I  go  to 
A  llendale  on  the  fifth  Sunday  of  every  month,  having  five  Sun- 
days for  the  purpose  of  administering  the  Communion,  and  visit 
Ellenton  on  the  following  Tuesday,  Rev.  W.  F.  Bellicger  visits 
Allendale  monthly  and  I  presume  will  present  to  the  Conven- 
tion the  required  report. 

During  the  year  I  received  towards  defraying  my  traveling  ex- 
penses—from Allendale,  $13.50;  from  Ellenton,  $3.60;  from  Brun- 
son,  $4  00,  from  Varnville,  $1.50;  from  BardeviUe,  $1.20.  The 
whole  amount  received  by  me  as  salary  was  $861.30.  In  addition 
to  the  amounts  credited  to  All  Saint's  Church,  EJampton  Co.,  and 
St.  Jude's  Church.  Walterboro,  I  received  for  Diocesan  Missioos: 
from  Allendale,  $6.25;  from  Ellenton,  $4  00;  from  Brunson,  $1.15. 
Received  from  all  these  points  $11  40.  For  Jewish  Missies  I  re- 
ceived from  Ellenton  $1 .00.  From  Allendale,  for  Sea  Coast  suf- 
ferers, $5.00.  Of  the  amount  credited  to  Diocesan  Missions  at  All 
Saint's  Church,  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School  contributed 
$2  25  as  their  Advent  offering  To  Foreign  Missions  the  children 
contributed  $5.21  as  their  Lenten  offering.  From  all  points  I  re- 
ceived for  Diocesan  Missions  $90  66.  for  Foreign  Missions  $7.3®, 
for  Jewish  Missions  $7.30.  For  General  Missionary  $16.20.  For 
Domestic  Missions  $1.86,  for  Clergy  Society  $9.49,  University  of 
the  South,  $4.50,  Sea  Coast  sufferers,  $10.00.  Total  amount  con- 
tributed to  charitable  and  religious  purposes  $147.31.  During  the 
year  I  travelled  2,188  miles  at  an  expense  of  $56.90.  Again  I  re- 
turn my  thanks  to  the  authorities  of  the  C.  &  S.  Railway  and  the 
P.  R.  &  A.  Railway,  for  courtesies  rendered  me.    With  the  assist- 
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ance  of  Eev.  W.  F.  Bellinger,  and  Mr.  James  C.  Rabb,  Lay  Reader, 
I  have  been  able  to  give  to  All  Saint's  Church,  the  complete  s°r« 
vices  of  the  church,  notwithstanding  my  blindness.  Of  the 
amount  credited  to  subscriptions  and  donations  $85  were  donated 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville. 

O,  W.  8.  Hart,  Lay  Header. 

The  Parish  was  in  charge  of  Rev.  W.  A.  Guerry,  from  Decem- 
ber 1st,  1893,  to  March  6th,  1894.  In  addition  to  the  Church 
Building,  the  Parish  owns  a  Rectory.  The  latter  is  worth  $1500. 
On  February  7th,  1894,  the  debt  on  the  Rectory  was  reduced  to 
$120. 

St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston. 

Rev.  Robt  Wilson,  D.  D., Rector. 

The  Rector's  disability  from  loss  of  voice,  thongh  greatly  re- 
lieved, has  still  been  sufficiently  great  to  prevent  the  full  resump- 
tion of  Parish  work.  The  debt,  has  been  reduced  to  $2,700.  With 
the  consent  of  the  Rector  on  April  27th,  I  baptized  t*o  chi'dren 
in  Birmingham,  Alabama.  The  largest  portion  of  the  amount  re- 
ported under  head  of  "General1'  was  the  wori  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  The  fact  that  no  Co  firmations  or  Communicants 
admitted  have  been  reported  is  due  to  the  visitation  of  the  As- 
sistant Bishop  being  deferred  until  after  th  i  session  of  conven- 
tion. 

Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia. 

Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Rector. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  report  the  conf  inued  progress  of  this  parish. 
Since  my  last  report  I  have  given  up  the  charge  of  vt  Stephen  s, 
Ridgeway.  and  have  been  able  to  confine  all  my  labors  to  the 
parish,  and  St.  Timothy's  Mission,  which  is  under  its  fostering  care. 
Feeling  that  the  Parochial  school  was  doing  a  gre  it  good  in  tbe 
parish  and  desiring  to  accommodate  the  mauy  children  who  ap- 
plied for  admission  we  have  put  an  additional  room  to  the  school 
buildiDg  at  a  cost  of  two  hundred  dollars.  Our  desire  also  was  to 
car' y  the  children  in  their  studies  as  high  as  the  graded  schools 
and  have  them  graduate  with  us.  as  we  did  not  want  to  give  them 
up  at  that  very  age.  when  the  church  influence  would  be  n  ost 
felt.  We  have  had  during  the  past  year  three  te  chers  and 
eighty-five  pupils.  Some  improvements  have  been  made  to  the 
interior  of  the  church  in  order  to  accommodate  the  chorister  boys, 
who  were  instituted  on  Easter  Day. 

The  different  organizations  have  done  good  work  in  the  parish 
duriDg  the  past  year 
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I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School  took 
great  pleasure  in  working  during  the  season  of  Advent  for  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Mission  and  as  the  result  of  their  labors  sent 
over  twenty-five  dollars  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  institution  of  Quarterly  Parish  Meetings  in  the  school 
house,  I  find  very  helpful  to  my  work,  the  congregation  become 
better  acquainted  with  each  other  and  the  rector  becomes  in 
closer  touch  and  sympathy  with  his  people.  A  s  soon  as  sufficient 
means  can  be  raised,  the  vestry  will  build  a  robing  r  om  on  the 
north  side  of  the  church,  which  will  aid  yerv  much  to  the  con 
venience  of  the  choir.  May  God  continue  to  bless  us  in  the  future 
as  He  has  done  in  the  past. 

Christ  Church,  Lancaster,  Rev.  B.  Alls-ton,  Minister. 

Began  my  ministrations  on  third  Sunday  in  October,  by  ap- 
pointment of  the  Assistant  Bishop. 

My  travelling  expenses  have  been  borne  ont  of  the  salary  paid 
me,  and  have  been  $20  85;  the  offertory  being  used  for  the  minis- 
ter s  salary  except  as  specifically  stated. 

I  have  received  of  the  Poard  of  Missions  for  six  months,  $50.00 
for  this  work. 

General  Report  of  Rev  J  D.  McCollough,  Missionary. 

A  portion  of  the  public  services  reported  were  by  the  Rev.  W 
S.  Holmes—  23  in  all.  His  aid  has  greatly  strengthened  my  mis- 
sion, too  extensive  to  be  efficiently  worked  by  one  man.  I  took 
charge  of  Seneca  City  on  the  1st  of  November,  by  apponitment  of 
the  Bishop.  Of  the  communicants  found  there,  several  are  about 
eighty  years  old;  and  I  can  see  little  room  for  expansion. 

At  Blacksburg  there  are  families  who  spend  more  than  half 
the  year  at  the  Cherokee  Inn.  who  add  much  to  the  congregation, 
though  they  are  not  included  in  the  report  The  ladies  hare 
taken  in  hand  to  improve  and  beautify  the  church.  Already  a 
beautiful  brass  cross,  and  a  Bishop's  chair  have  been  placed  in 
the  Chancel;  a  Dossal  and  embroidered  hangings  for  the  Lectern 
are  in  preparation;  a  solid  wall  of  brick  or  stone  will  be  put  under 
the  church  and  it  will  be  enclosed  by  a  fence  during  the  yexr. 

At  Walhalla,  also,  the  ladies  are  at  work  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, $15.95  have  been  paid  by  them,  and  improvements  are  in 
progress.  Several  families  reported  reside  in  the  country,  and  do 
not  add  to  the  working  strength  and  life  of  the  the  congregation. 

A  generous  donation  of  P.  Books  from  Mr.  JasPott,  has  enabled 
me  to  supply  my  missions  with  the  revised  book,  as  needed.  We 
still  need  new  hymnals.

Mr  Lee  a  candidate  for  orders,  at  Sewanee,  was  during  his  vaca- 
tion in  the  winter  assigned  by  the  Assistant  Bishop  to  duty  un- 
der me  at  Laurens,  where  he  officiated  with  great  acceptability  r 
for  several  Sundays. 

We  had  the  privilege  of  our  Convocation,  and  two  visits  of  the 
Assistant  Bishop  at  Laurens  during  the  past  year,  and  the  mission 
was  thereby  very  much  helped.  A  Lay  Reader  keeps  the  church 
open  now  on  the  afternoons  of  the  Sundays  I  am  not  there.  His 
services,  I  understand,  are  well  attended,  and  very  acceptable. 

Greenville  Suburban  Mission. 

The  services  are  held  at  the  residence  of  the  Missionary,  on  one 
Sunday  afternoon  in  each  month.  On  the  mornings  of  the  same 
days,  he  holds  a  service  at  the  County  Poor  House,  about  6  miles 
from  the  Court  House. 

St.  Stephen's,  Willington.  Rev.  0.  T.  Porcher. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  Chapel  has  been  built  at  Pettigrew 
Station,  some  nine  miles  below  Willington,  on  the  P.  R.  &  W.  C. 
Railroad.    This  Chapel  is  named  The  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shep- 
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herd,  and  is  a  neat  one.  Services  are  held  here  in  the  afternoon 
of  every  fourth  Sunday  in  the  month.  The  attendance  is  excel- 
lent although  there  is  only  one  familv  belonging  to  the  church, 
in  the  community.  In  addition  a  colored  class  is  taught  Sunday 
School  lessons  nearby  the  Chapel.  The  prospects  of  'his  mission 
and  of  St.  Stephen's  *nd  St.  Mark's  (colored)  at  Willington  are 
very  encouraging  The  little  Charel  at  Pettigrew  has  still  a 
small  debt  resting  upon  it  which,  it  is  earnestly  hoped,  may  be 
removed  ere  long,  and  contributions  to  that  end  are  Folic  ted. 
These  three  missions  abo^  e  mentioned,  two  white  and  o  e  colored, 
are  e  tirely  in  the  country  which  is  thickly  settled.

Remarks:  This  Mission  in  Greenwood  was  started  a  year  and  a 
half  ago.  We  had  hoped  to  have  a  church  building  there  by  now 
but  financial  depression  has  forced,  us  to  go  slowly.  We  have 
done  something  however.  We  own,  now,  an  organ  and  a  number 
of  chairs.,  and  a  beautiful  lot  well  located  in  tie  heart  of  the 
town.  Greenwood  possesses  peculiar  advantages  which  render  it 
a  strategic  point  for  missionary  operation  in  that  portion  of  the 
Diocese  Three  rai'roads  cross  her<\  and  so  soon  as  we  we  can  get 
a  church  building  the  Mission  will  be  ready  for  a  resident  mis- 
sionary, (or  perhaps  more  than  one)  who  will  be  able  to  use  these 
railroads  to  the  best  advantage.  From  Greenwood  the  many 
smaller  towns  on  the  G.  C.  &  N.  R.  R.,  the  G.  &  C.  R.  R.,  and  the 
P.  R  &  W.  C.  R.  R.,  including  such  towns  as  Greenwood,  Lau- 
rens, Newberry,  Ninety-Six,  ClintoD,  Carlisle,  Belton,  and  others, 
may  be  worked  to  advantage  if  sufficient  force  can  be  put  in  the 
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field  While  this  is  doing.  Greenwood,  the  centre  and  residence 
would  be  strengthened  into  a  self-supporting  Parish.  It  is  im- 
portant (I  wish  to  emphasize  this)  to  get  a  church  building  im- 
mediately if  possible.  fcThere  are  individuals  and  even  families 
who  are  looking  to  the  church  aod  need  the  certainty  of  a  future 
church  connection  before  they  can  be  expected  to  abandon  what 
they  now  have.  I  am  told  this  by  inhabitants  of  Greenwood.  If 
we  put  ppople  off  too  long  we  only  lose  opportunities  which  are 
open  to  us,  and  delay  if  we  do  not  destroy  the  bright  prospects 
before  us. 

REPORT  OF  MISSIONS  IN  AXD  AROUND  SPARTANBURG. 

To  The  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers.  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop  of  South 
Carolina. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  there  are  now  three  Missions 
in  connection  with  the  Parish  in  Spartanburg,  ministered  to  by 
the  Hev  Wilmot  S.  Holmes  and  myseif.  Two  of  these  are  at 
neighboring  factory  towns,  Clifton  and  <->lendale,  and  the  third 
is  the  mission  for  the  colored  people  at  Spartanburg 

Missions  at  Clifton  and  Qlendale:  These  factory  towns  are 
situated  about  eight  miles  out  of  Spartanburg,  aod  are  about 
three  miles  apart.  Mr.  Holmes  is  the  regular  minister,  I  exchang- 
ing with  him  from  time  to  time  to  administer  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion 

At  Cliflon  Mr.  Holmes  reports  8  souls  belonging  to  oar  own  flock. 
Among  these  are  5  communicants.  Of  the  8  souls.  5  are  reported 
in  he  Parish  report,  the  other  3  were  only  recently  discovered  by 
Mr.  Holmes  and  have  not  hitherto  been  reported  at  all.  Clifton  is 
a  town  of  over  3000  inhabitants,  and  our  work  there  reaches  a 
large  number  of  them.    Mr.  Holmes  holds  one  service  monthly. 

At  Glendale  we  have  8  souls  members  of  our  flock,  all  of  whom 
are  reported  in  the  Parish  report.  B ere  also  large  numbers  are 
ministered  to  by  Mr.  Holmes  who  are  not  of  our  communion. 
G'endale  is  a  town  of  about  1200  inhabitants. 

It  is  our  judgment  that  effective  work  cannot  be  done  among 
factory  populations  unless  the  missionary  determines  to  make  that 
the  work  his  life's  labor,  and  lives  among  the  people  and  for  them 
exclusively.  We  do  not  therefore  hope  to  make  headway  among 
these  people  We  have  persevered  in  the  work  in  order  to  minis- 
ter first  of  all  to  our  own  isolated  flock,  yet  hoping  to  do  some 
good  t »  all  who  will  receive  our  ministrations. 

Mission  to  Colored  People  in  Spartanburg:  This  work  is  re- 
ported to  the  Rev.  Archdeacon  Joyner.  I  append  only  a  brief 
summary. 

Statistics:  Baptisms  1;  Confirmed  2;  Communicants  2;  Average 
attendance  about  25;  services  every  Sunday.  Holy  Communion  3. 
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Mr.  Holmes  gives  one  Sunday  in  each  month'  to  this  mission. 
He  also  meets  the  members  of  the  mission  each  week  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  church's  music.  He  has  been  very  successful  in  his 
efforts  and  we  are  now  able  to  have  the  full  church  services  with 
chants  etc  We  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  report  a  lot  purchased* 
but  failing  in  this  must  still  hope  to  report  it  next  time.  We 
have  purchased  an  organ  and  own  a  few  articles  of  church  furni- 
ture.

Mission  of  St.  Timothy,  Rev  A  R  Mitchell. 

This  Mission  has  not  been  organized  into  a  separate  mission  ac- 
cording to  the  canons  of  the  Diocese,  but  is  under  the  care  of  the 
church  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  The  work  at  this  mission  is  very 
encouraging  and  those  who  worship  there  have  manifested  much 
zeal  and  interest.  The  Sunday  School  starting  with  thr  e  pupils 
has  now  increased  to  thirty-five  and  the  improvement,  not  only 
in  the  church  catechism  but  in  other  respects  is  very  marked. 
The  five  Sunday  School  teachers  have  been  untiring  in  their 
labors,  and  to  them  is  due  much  of  the  success  of  the  mission. 
The  members  of  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  st.ll  carry  on  lay- 
services  every  Sunday  night  except  the  second  in  the  month, 
when  I  hold  service  myself .  I  administer  the  Holy  Commun  on 
once  a  month.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  building  that  we  now  oc- 
cupy, is  entirely  too  small  to  accommodate  the  congregation.  We 
hope  God,  helping  us,  to  build  a  Chapel  in  the  near  future.  The 
children  of  the  misssion  gave  as  their  advent  offering  to  the  Poard 
Missions  f  3. 00  and  on  Easter  $5-00.  The  Bishop  visited  tMs  mis- 
sion on  the  night  of  December  3rd  and  administered  the  rite  of 
confirmation  to  five  candidates.  There  is  a  large  field  for  the 
Church  on  ArseDal  Hill  and  with  some  financial  assistance,  o 
build  a  suitable  building,  the  mission  would  grow  aore  rapidly 
God  has  blessed  our  labors  here  at  this  mission  far  beyond  our 
desert,  and  we  can  see  His  hand  in  every  step  of  progress.  Praise 
be  to  Him  for  all  His  goodness. 

Mission  at  Kikgstree.  Rev.  H.  M.  Jarvis 

During  a  little  over  three  months  I  have  held  twenty-six  ser- 
vices in  Kingstreeand  celebrated  Holy  Communion  in  public  four 
times.  Recently  I  was  also  appointed  by  Bifchop-Oape  s  as  Mis 
sionary  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish  where  I  have  conducted  two  ser- 
vices and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  at  each  monthly 
service. 

Our  Mission  Chapel  of  Kingstree  is  named  St.  Alban's.  It  stands 
on  a  pleasant  lot  in  the  town  and  will  comfortably  seat  abont 
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seventy  or  eighty  persons.  The  windows  are  of  stained  glass,  are 
Gothic  in  form,  and  hung  on  centre  pivots  so  as  to  secure  per- 
fect Nentilation  The  ocly  furniture  is  a  cabinet  organ,  ordinary 
Lectern,  a  handsome  Octagonal  Font  and  a  Bishop's  Chair. 

Our  organist,  a  well  educated  lady  from  the  city  of  Charleston, 
with  her  small  but  powerful  choir  adds  very  much  to  the  attrac- 
tion of  the  services,  which  without  chantings  aDd  songs  of  praise, 
would  be  dull  and  very  imperfect. 

But  the  seats  of  the  Chapel  are  borrowe  i ;  the  altar  is  a  substi- 
tute neatly  covered;  the  ceiling  unfinished;  and  there  are  many 
articles  of  furniture  needed  to  complete  the  work  begun  by  a  few 
church  loving  and  refined  people.  Who  will  give  at  least  ($200) 
two  hundred  dollars  to  finish  our  chapel  that  we  may  "Worship 
the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness''  and  in  the  beauty  of  the  best 
offerings  we  can  obtain  from  thosa  more  highly  blessed  than  our- 
selves by  the  free  gifts  of  their  God? 

Since  my  appointment  as  Missionary  of  St.  Stephens'  that  ven- 
erable church  of  colonial  times  has  had  its  roof  shingled  and 
other  repairs  given  it.  Nearly  all  denominations  are  interested 
in  its  preservation  and  particularly  that  of  its  cemetery,  consist- 
ing of  many  acres,  where  the  deceased  friends  and  relatives  of  the 
whole  community  repose. 

ST.  Barnabas  Mission. 

In  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Summerville,  reports  continued, 
though  necessarily  slow,  advance. 

The  Lay  Reader  in  charge,  Mr.  W.  R  Dehon,  c  mtiuues  to 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  work. 

The  services  of  the  Church  are  regularly  held,  every  Sunday 
afternoon,  and  twice  a  month  the  Rector  is  present.  The  Sunday 
School  work  continues  an  important  faction  in  the  Mission,  aod  is 
regularly  maintained.  In  addition  to  this,  a  day  school  is  opened 
from  seven  to  eight  months  in  the  year,  in  connection  with  the 
work.  The  school  is  supported  partly  by  funds  appropriated  by 
the  Parish,  partly  by  the  public  school  fund.  This  we  find  a 
most  necessary  adiunct  of  the  mission  work. 

The  mission  ministers  directly  to  some  twenty  families,  about 
one  hundred  individuals,  and  forty-five  children  in  the  day  and 
Sunday  Schools.

Expended  on  the  Mission  about   100  00 

Mission  at  Port  Royal,  Rev.  W.  F.  Bellinger. 

At  this  place  there  is  a  Union  Church  in  which  all  the  congre- 
gations worship.  I  find  at  every  service  a  large  congregation  and 
much  interest  manifested  in  the  services  of  the  Church.  Of  the 
services  reported  I  preached  eight  times  and  lectured  the  Sunday 
School,  which  is  a  Union  school,  once,  traveling  432  miles. 
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Mission  At  Allendale.  Rev  W.  F.  Bellinger. 

Of  Holy  Communions  reported,  Rev  F.  E.  Bellinger  was  Cele- 
brant and  I  assisted.  Public  Worship,  I  preached  twenty  times, 
traveling  1176  miles.  There  are  $400.00  "Vested  Funds.1'  Thi^ 
aaount  is  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  church.  Congregation 
now  owns  a  lot  on  which  to  build  and  I  hope  as  soon  as  the 
stringency  in  the  money  market  is  over,  to  begin  this  work. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Pore  Royal  Railroad  I  am  able  to  go 
to  this  place  ou  an  annual  pass,  as  well  as  other  points  on  its 
line. 

Hardee ville  Mission,  Rev.  W.  F.  Bellinger. 

Iq  addition  to  services  reported,  I  have  had  services  at  Christ 
Church,  Wilton,  on  five  Sundays,  preaching  each  time  to  a  large 
congregation.  The  Vestry  of  this  church  will  make  their  report. 
My  services  commenced  b ere  on  December,  1883. 1  have  assisted  the 
Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger  in  bis  services  at  All  Saints  Church  Hampton 
County  on  47  days,  preaching  3  times  and  assisting  at  the  Holy 
Communion  six  times. 

At  Ellenton,  Aiken  County  seven  days,  preaching  two  times 
and  assisting  at  the  Holy  Communion  three  times.  Varnville 
Hampton  County,  on  six  days  preaching  three  times,  assisting  at 
Holy  Commuoion  two  times.  At  Brunson,  Hampton  County,  on 
six  days,  preaching  two  times  and  assisting  at  Holy  Communion 
three.  At  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walterboro,  five  times,  preaching 
once  and  assisting  at  Holy  Communion  once.  I  begun  holding 
services  at  Grahamville  by  instructions  from  the  Bishop  on  April 
1st,  and  have  had  three  services  on  two  Sundays  To  accomplish 
this  work  I  have  traveled  4808  miles.  Of  public  worship  I 
preached  on  14  Sundays,  25  times.  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger  preach- 
ed on  one  Sunday  twice  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
I  assisting.  Number  miles  traveled  1056.  Through  the  country 
of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  railroad  I  ride  on  an  annual 
pass  to  all  points  on  its  road.

During  the  past  year  several  important  changes  have  been 
made  in  my  field  of  labor;  some  points  at  which  I  have  ministered 
for  over  fourteen  years  have  been  taken  away,  and  others  instead 
thereof  added:  consequently  my  report  covers  only  the  time 
given  to  each  place. 

In  November  it  was  deemed  expedient,  by  the  Dean  of  our 
Convocation,  that  I  withdraw  from  Port  Royal,  and  give  occa- 
si  nal  services  to  the  churches  on  Edisto,  Wadmalaw  and  John's 
Island  as  these  points  had  been  without  the  services  of  a  Cler- 
gyman for  sometime. 

On  the  1st  of  January  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
appointed  me  the  regular  Missionary  to  these  Islands.  This 
necessitated  my  withdrawal  from  Grahamville  on  the  1st  of  April, 
aswi  h  the  additional  work  assigned  me,  it  was  impossible  for 
me  to  give  them  the  services  they  required. 

My  field  now  includes  Bluffton,  St.  Peter's  Parish,  the  Ochitie 
Mission  Edisto,  Walmalaw  and  John's  Island. 

During  the  past  year,  Grahamville  has  suffered  severely  in  the 
number  of  Communicants,  having  lost  by  death  1,  by  removals 
11,  leaving  on'y  21  on  1st  of  April;  financially  the  Parish  has  lost 
also  from  removals  and  continuous  unprosperous  years,  reaching 
the  climax  of  disaster  by  the  cyclone  of  August  27th. 

In  Bluffton  we  suffered  comparatively  little  in  the  storm,  but 
the  resources  of  our  people  were  so  impa'red  that  we  were  com- 
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pelled  to  postpone  the  painting  of  the  church,  which  was  to  have 
been  commenced  on  the  Monday  following  the  storm. 

At  the  Ochit?e  our  people  experienced  fnl'y  the  destructive 
power  of  the  cyclone,  losing  heavily  in  the  demolition  of  houses, 
death  of  stock  and  complete  destruction  of  crops.  Our  little 
chapel  was  blown  down  and  left  a  complete  wreck. 

In  response  to  my  .appeal  for  aid  tu  rebuild  I  received  from  the 
Church  Building  Fund  Commission  three  hundre  dollars;  through 
Dr.  Wm,  S.  Langford,  forty  dollars,  and  ether  sources  thirty  dol- 
lars; in  all  three  hundred  and  seventy  dollars.  With  this  sum  a 
neat  and  comfort -ble  Chapel  has  been  erected  on  the  spot,  and 
now  awaits  consecration. 

On  Edisto  the  church  was  somewhaf  injured  and  the  fence  de» 
stroyed;  the  latter  has  been  rpbuilt,  but  nothing  bas  been  done 
to  the  Church  itself,  as  we  have  not  been  able  thus  far  to  raise 
the  amount  needed. 

From  the  same  congregation  sending  the  forty  dollars  for  the 
chapel  throngh  Dr.  Langford,  I  r-ceived  for  the  re  ief  of  the  cy- 
clone sufferers,  sixty  dollars,  from  the  Assistant  Bi»hop  two  hun* 
dred  and  eighty  dollars,  and  from  a  Northern  lady  through  Mrs. 
Abbott,  fifty  dollars. 

I  have  also  received  from  varous  sources,  individuals  and  so- 
cieties much  clothing  for  distribution  among  the  needy. 

"With  this  sum  of  mon^y  and  clothing  I  have  been  enaVed  in 
some  measure  to  relieve  the  great  destitution  prevailing  among 
many  of  our  people  on  Edisto,  Wadmalaw  and  .John's  Island 
after  the  fearful  storm. 

All  of  these  Islands  suffered  greatly  in  the  dest.uction  of  prop- 
erty of  all  kinds  and  of  almost  the  entire  crop  cf  provisions  and 
cotton. 

Consequently  our  people  are  much  straitened  in  their  resources 
but  with  brave  hearts,  and  in  humble  dependence  upon  God, 
prayerfully  looking  to  him  for  his  blessing  upon  our  efforts,  we 
are  striving  to  rebuild  our  waste  places. 

CHAPEL  OF  THE  HOLY  CRCSS,  SULLIVAN'S  ISLAMD. 

Rt.  Rev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  8.  C. 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir: 

Lay  services  have  been  held  at  this  Chapel,  as  usual,  during  the 
year  on  Sunday  mornings,  twice  on  Sunday  evenings,  on  the  af- 
ternoon of  Ascension  day,  and  on  the  mornings  of  Monday  and 
Tuesday  in  Whitsun  week.  The  Mission  has  enjoyed  the  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Ccmmunion  nine  times,  upon  the  occasions 
of  the  visitations  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  the  Bev.  Dr.  Robert 
Wilson  and  the  Rev.  M<  ses,  John  Gass.  John  D.  McCollough  and 
Theo.  A.  Porter,  and  during  the  ministration  of  Rev.  A.  R. 
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Mitchell  in  the  month  of  July,  'ihe  Rev.  Byron  Holley  held 
services  and  preached  for  as  on  one  Sunday  evening. 

We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  gifts  of  a  new  organ,  a 
large  number  of  prayer  books  (edition  1892)  hymnals  (old  edition) 
and  music  books  from  friends  among  the  congregation  recently 
worshipping  at  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Charleston.  The  vesper 
lighjts  formerly  used  in  the  same  church  have  been  placed  in  our 
care,  "until  St.  Stephen's  shall  be  re-opened,"  by  the  daughters 
of  the  lady  to  whose  memory  they  are  inscribed.  1  he  beauty  of 
the  interior  of  the  lovely  chapel  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  the 
addition  of  a  handsome  window,  illustrating  the  transfiguration, 
a  memorial  offered  by  his  friends  "in  loving  remembrance  of  John 
DuPre  Rivers.1' 

The  activities  of  the  congregation  have  been  largely  subordi- 
nated to  the  reduction  of  the  debt  upon  the  building,  and  while 
the  financial  stress  of  the  past  summer  and  the  hurricane  of  Aug. 
2nd  have  materially  hampered  their  work  the  result  shown  below 
is  most  gratifying.  Among  the  many  to  wbom  thanks  sre  due 
for  aid  given  w©  note  with  pleasure  Grace  Church,  Charleston, 
St.  Philip's,  Charleston,  and  St.  James,  Chicago.

ARCHDEACON'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

May  1,  1893,  to  May  1,*1894. 

Rt.  Rev  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  D.  Z>.,  Bishop,  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers, 
D.  D.y  Assistant  Bishop. 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Beloved  Fathers:  It  is  my  pleasure  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  Archdea- 
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conry  for  colored  people  in  thU  diocese,  since  the  beginning  of 
last  May.  As  you  will  see  some  progress  has  been  made,  and 
much  promise  of  still  farther  progress,  of  which  I  will  speak  mors 
fully  at  length.  '1  he  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  different 
points,  given  in  alphabetical  order.  For  all  statistics  not  included 
here,  refer  to  the  accompanying  table 

St.  Andrew's,  Berkeley  County. 

This  mission  is  nine  miles  from  Chalreston,  across  the  Ashley 
River;  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  J.  H  M.  Pollard,  rec  or  of  it  Mark's, 
Charleston.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hollings  who  has  been  assistant  here 
has  been  removed  to  another  point  instead.  Mr.  A.  B.  Lee  is  lay 
reader  and  principal  of  the  schools.  He  has  three  assistants  We 
have  about  one  acre  of  land  and  two  buildings,  one  of  which,  a 
house  with  nine  rooms  for  the  teachers,  has*  been  added  since  our 
last  report.  Mr.  Pollard  has  been  much  hindered  because  the 
bridge  acrose  the  river  was  destroyed  in  a  storm  of  last  August, 
and  has  just  been  rebuilt.  The  missionary  has  some  plans  for 
the  furtherance  of  his  work  here,  which  ought  t)  be  realized  as 
soon  as  possible.  He  has  giv-n  both  of  his  time  and  means,  and 
much  credit  is  due  him  for  the  wise  zeal  with  which  he  has  di- 
rected the  affairs  of  this  mission. 

St.  Ann's,  Lexington  County. 

Rev.  J.  B  Mancebo,  deacon,  Mr.  C.  D.  Malone,  teacbe  ■  aod  lay 
reader,  Rev.  Henry  T.  Gregory,  priest  in  charge.  This  mission  ie 
about  four  miles  from  Columbia.  Mr.  Malone  has  taken  charge 
since  our  last  report,  and  is  .much  encouraged.  We  have  been 
able  to  put  up  the  Reform  School  building,  and  hope  to  open  that 
institution  before  the  close  of  the  present  year.  Of  this  we  shall 
speak  further  on. 

All  Saints'1 ,  Brook  Green. 

Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  missionary,  S.  M.  A.  Riley,  teacher.  This 
mission  under  the  zealous  care  of  the  missionary,  is  making  prog- 
ress. We  hope  before  the  present  year  closes  to  so  arrange  mat- 
ters that  the  school  can  be  put  upon  a  permanent  basis,  and  tbat 
Mrs.  Willet  may  have  the  encouragement  and  help  she  needs  and 
deserves  in  providing  more  fully  for  the  hospital. 

Arthur's  Plantation,  Richland  County. 

This  is  a  new  miss-ion,  three  miles  from  Columbia,  in  tbe  midst 
of  a  large  settlement  of  colored  people.  It  was  opened  last  sum- 
mer, and  has  made  great  progress.  The  teacher  is  M  ss  Hattie 
Parker,  and  both  the  day  school  and  the  Sunday  School  and  the 
Industrial  School,  are  cared  for  by  her.  Mr.  Maacebo  gives  regu- 
lar services.  Our  chapel  and  school  room  here  consist  of  an  old 
.  tore,  which  is  rented  for  us  by  the  people. 
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Atonement,  Walterboro* 

Until  recently  the  Rev.  George  P.  Miller  has  had  charge  of  this 
mission.  He  having  left  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hollings  will 
give  monthly  services.  Mrs.  Jennie  E.  Myers  is  in  charge  of  the 
day  school,  which  has  been  lately  resumed.  The  people  here  are 
making  earnest  efforts  to  build  a  church,  having  themselves 
bought  and  paid  for  a  lot.  It  is  an  organized  mission,  under  the 
canons  of  the  Diocese. 

St.  Augustine"1  s,  Sumter  County.. 

Eev.  John  Kershaw,  Rev.  John  Hartzell  (assistant),  missiona- 
ries.  During  a  portion  of  the  year  a  day  school  was  conducted 
at  this  point,  but  is  now  vacant.  The  ministers  in  charge  ho!d 
regular  services.  We  are  unable  however,  to  give  any  farther  re- 
port, as  none  has  been  given  to  us. 

St.  Barnabas\  Allston. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Howell,  deacon,  i\  in  charge  of  this  point. 
We  have  both  a  Sunday  School  and  a  day  school  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  E.  L.  Tardif.  Here  we  own  a  chapel,  and  the  mis- 
sion is  a  growing  one  in  many  respects. 

Bee?h  Island  Mission. 

The  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles  has  opened  a  mission  at  this  point, 
within  the  last  few  months,  and  Mr.  A.  B.  Screen  has  conducted 
a  day  school  and  a  Sunday  School.  This  is  a  very  favorable  pc  int 
for  a  good  work,  and  we  hope  in  time  to  establish  ourselves  here 
in  a  chapel  of  our  own,  with  a  regularly  appointed  mission.  The 
teacher  reports  great  interest  taken  in  the  school  by  its  patrons. 

Blue  House,  Berkeley  County. 

Of  this  mission  the  Rev.  E,  T.  Walker  is  in  charge.  Morris 
Collins  Jr.,  is  the  teacher.  It  is  in  the  midst  of  a  vast  population 
of  colored  people,  and  the  school  is  quite  overrun  with  children. 

Calvary,  Charleston. 

Of  this  mission  the  Rev.  J.  H.  M.  Pollard  has  been  appointed 
priest  in  charge,  Mr.  Miller  having  removed  from  the  Diocese. 
The  Rev.  E.  N.  Hollings,  deacon,  of  Summerville,  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  hold  services  here  under  Mr.  Pollard.  This  is  a  regu- 
larly organized  mission. 

St.  Cyprian's,  Planter  smile. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry  having  taken  charge  of  Prince  Frederick. 
Pee  Dee,  also  adds  this  mission  to  his  care.  The  mission  school  is 
taught  by  Misses  Belle  and  Sallie  A.  Tucker.  They  report  that 
"The  colored  people  seem  most  grateful  for  this  school.  We  are 
greatly  in  need  of  a  school  house.    At  present  we  rent  a  room  in  a 
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house  in  Plantersville,  but  the  owner  has  notified  us  that  he  may 
have  to  take  his  house  by  June  1st."  For  St.  Cyprian's  at  the 
chapel,  a  Sunday  School  is  regularly  taught  by  a  member  of 
Prince  Frederick  Parish. 

Epiphany,  Summermlle. 

Eev.  E.  N.  Hollings,  priest  in  charge.  The  missionary  here  re- 
ports favorably  as  to  the  twork  of  the  Church  during  the  past 
year.  Our  hopes  of  having  a  day  school  established  at  this  point 
have  not  yet  been  realized,  but  we  still  entertain  them,  and  there 
is  a  prospect  of  reaching  our  aim  in  this  matter.  Our  faithful 
and  generous  sister,  Mrs.  Catherine  Springs,  has  promised  us  a  lot 
for  the  school  building.  This  is  a  most  favorable  centre  for  a 
large  work,  including  an  "Industrial  Plant"  and  a  hospital. 

St.  GabriePs  E.  Columbia. 

This  mission  has  made  great  progress  under  its  teacher,  Miss 
Martha  Parker.  She  has  a  day  school  with  a  roll  of  more  than  a 
hundred  children,  and  a  Sunday  school  nearly  as  large,  and  an 
industrial  school  and  a  mothers1  meeting.  Here  we  have  to  rent 
a  small  building.  The  teacher  reports  that  the  children  are  tak- 
ing hold  of  the  Church  i ervica  with  eagerness,  and  adds  that  "the 
only  thing  I  regret  is  that  the  chapel  is  only  about  half  large 
enough."    This  building  we  have  to  rent. 

Jalapa,  Newberry  County. 

Eev.  George  E.  Howell  is  in  charge  of  this  mission,  which  has 
been  recently  opened.  Mr.  Howell  gives  a  monthly  service.  For 
a  short  time  we  had  a  day  school  there,  and  hope  to  resume  it  as 
soon  as  a  teacher  can  be  found.  There  is  a  bunday  school  con- 
ducted. This  mission  is  well  situated,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that 
if  we  can  hold  fast  and  push  on,  much  good  may  be  accomplished. 
As  an  evidence  of  the  desire  of  the  people,  they  have  donated  a 
lot  and  built  a  school  house.  'J  his  is  very  encouraging,  as  gener- 
ally the  church  is  required  to  do  such  things  in  addition  to  giv- 
ing the  services  and  the  free  school. 

St.  George's,  Kaolin. 

The  Eev.  J.  S.  Quarles  is  still  in  charge  of  this  mission,  holding 
services  and  teaching  the  day  school.  He  says  in  his  report :  "I 
feel  satisfied  that  the  church  is  reaching  some  of  our  people." 
We  own  a  nice  church  building  at  this  place,  and  Mr.  McNamee 
very  kindly  furnishes  both  a  school  house  and  a  house  for  the 
minister. 

St.  Luke's,  Columbia. 

For  this  parish  Prof.  J.  E.  Wallace  is  lay  reader,  the  Eev.  Mr. 
Gregory  priest,  and  the  Eev.  Mr.  Mancebo  assistant.    The  services 
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have  been  regularly  supplied  by  the  lay  reader.  The  Sunday 
school  is  large,  and  the  congregation  much  in  earnest. 

St.  Mark's,  Willington. 

Tne  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher  is  in  charge  of  this  mission.  There  has 
been  no  school  during  the  past  year,  and  we  are  now  waiting  for 
a  suitable  teacher.  Mr.  Porcher  not  having  made  us  any  re,  ort, 
we  8 re  unable  to  say  anything  further,  save  that  we  own  a  school 
building,  aud  there  is  a  good  prospect  here  for  a  great  work  some 
time  in  the  future. 

St.  3Iary's,  Annieville. 

This  mission  is  in  Georgetown  County,  on  the  "Waccamaw 
Neck."  The  Eev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  missionary.  We  own  a  small 
building  here,  giyen  by  one  of  the  members.  The  school  is  vacant. 
Mr.  Guerry  reports  that  there  are  about  forty  children,  who  can 
attend,  and  in  the  neighborhood,  as  many  p'ersons  who  can  attend 
service0,  but  are  not  now  of  our  Church.  We  hope  to  reopen  this 
school  during  the  summer. 

St.  Mary's,  Columbia. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Mancebo  is  in  charge  of  th's  mission,  and  with  his 
wife  conducts  the  day  school.  Mr.  Mancebo  has  worked  very 
faithfully,  and  there  is  a  great  deal  to  show  for  it.  The  chapel 
has  been  greatly  improved,  largely  by  the  minister's  own  handi- 
work, and  by  the  free  will  offerings  of  members  of  the  congre- 
gation. The  day  school  and  the  Sunday  school  and  the  iodustrial 
school  have  all  been  regularly  conducted  with  many  good  results. 

St.  Philip's,  Littleton. 

The  Rev.  George  E.  Howell  is  in  charge  of  this  mission,  which 
he  visits  once  a  month.  The  Sunday  school  is  maintained.  For 
the  past  year  there  has  been  no  day  school,  but  we  hope  to  be 
able  to  open  one  this  summer.  Our  congregation  here  i^  small. 
There  is  a  hope  of  iocrease,  however,  if  we  can  again  start  and 
keep  up  a  day  school. 

Quiriby  Plantation,  Berkeley  County.  , 

The  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker  is  the  missionary  in  charge  here,  and 
Mr.  John  Gk  Shoolbred  is  the  teacher  of  tbe  day  school  and  Sun- 
day school.  Mr.  S.  has  put  at  our  service  a  house,  which  has 
been  fitted  up  for  school  purposes  and  such  services  as  the  mis- 
sionary is  able  to  hold.  The  teacher  is  most  faithful  and  devoted, 
and  in  time  we  shall  be  able  to  establish  a  strong  and  fruitful 
mission. 

Redeemer,  Pineville. 

This  mission  has  for  many  years  been  in  charge  of  our  venerable 
brother,  Job  Guess,  colored.    Recently  Mr.  L.  G.  Harmon  has

been  appointed  lay  reader  in  St.  Stephen's  parish,  which  includes 
this  mission.  We  have  been  unable  to  establish  a  day  school 
here,  but  there  is  a  hope  of  being  able  to  do  so  in  the  near  future. 
Mr.  Harmon  reports  that  there  are  nine  candidates  for  confirma- 
tion, and  that  in  the  community  there  are  two  Sunday  schools 
besides  the  one  at  the  chapel.  Mr.  Harmon  will  instruct  the  con- 
firmation class  and  a  Bible  class,  for  which,  he  says,  the  members 
seem  anxious,  and  will  read  the  services  in  the  chapel  three  Sun- 
days in  the  moLth  It  is  a  great  help  and  satisfaction  to  have  his. 
oversight  in  this  mission. 

Rock  Hill  Mission. 

Tin  Rev.  George  L.  Sweeny,  D.  T>  ,  is  the  priest  in  charge  of 
this  mission,  Mr.  J.  H.  Toole  lay-reader,  and  Miss  Natalie  Gr. 
Mikel  teacher  in  charge  of  the  day  school.  There  is  also  a  sewing 
school  conducted  by  the  teacher.  Dr.  Sweeny  reports  that  the 
day  school  is  taught  in  the  chapel,  and  that  they  have  commenced 
to  raise  money  to  build  a  new  church,  that  the  congregation  is 
steadily  ic creasing,  and  now  averages  about  sixty-five  at  the  ses- 
vices. 

St   iSimon's,  Peake. 

The  Rev.  George  E.  Howell  is  the  missi  nary  in  charge  here 
and  himself  conducts  the  d*y  school  of  t'le  mission.  There  is 
also  a  flourishing  Sunday  school,  and  Mrs.  Howell  has  charge  of  a 
sewing  school,  through  which  a  gr.eat  deal  is  accomplished  for  the 
girls.  We  have  a  fund  for  the  building  of  a  chapel  here,  which 
was  contributed  by  ft.  Augustine's  League,  New  York.  Arrange- 
ments are  now  pendiog  for  the  commencement  of  the  chapel  on 
land  of  our  own,  which  has  been  bargained  for. 

Spartanburg  Mission. 

This  is  a  new  work  undertaken  by  the  Rev.  Theodore  D.  Brat- 
ton,  rector  at  Spartanburg,  in  which  he  is  assisted  by  the  Rev.  W. 
S.  Holme*,  and  a  few  members  of  his  congregation.  Mr.  Bratton 
writes:  "Our  mission  has  just  begun,  is  without  a  home,  and 
cannot  hope  to  travel  fast  until  we  get  a  lot  and  building.  Our 
two  communicants  are  zealous,  and  others  are  much  interested." 
As  8.  is  a  good  centre,  we  hope  that  before  too  long  means  will  be 
forthcoming  to  carry  out  our  brother's  excellent  plans. 

The  Water ee  Mission. 

This  mission  consists  of  ft,  Thomas  and  St.  S'ephen's  eongre- 
gatioas,  and  Mrs.  S.  L.  Clirkso^  has  th<e  immediate  oversight  of 
both.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mancebo  give  oc- 
casional services.  Since  our  last  report  a  new  chapel  jhas  been 
completed,  in  place  of  the  one  which  was  burned  at  St.  Thomas'. 
Mrs.  Clark  son  reports  :     '  We  have  lost  heavily  at  this  mission  by 
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death  and  removal,  which  accounts  for  the  small  number  of  com- 
municants." Of  St.  Stephen's  she  says:  'The  Sunday  school 
has  fallen  through  want  of  a  teacher.  At  this  mission  there  are  a 
number  of  baptized  children  who  could  be  gathered  into  a  school 
and  Sunday  school  if  it  were  possible  to  have  a  resident  teacher." 

Trinity  Chapel,  Edgefield. 

This  mission  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  W.  B  Gordon.  For 
some  time  the  day  school  has  been  suspended,  but  will  soon  be  re- 
sumed. The  Sunday  school  is  kept  up,  and  in  addition  to  Mr. 
Gordon's  services,  the  Rev  J  f*.  Quarles  gives  a  monthly  service. 
Mr.  Quarles  says  :  "The  people  here  seem  more  anxious  about 
the  church  than  I  have  ever  seen  them." 

Wando  Mission. 

This  mission  is  in  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker's  jurisdiction,  and  the 
day  school  is  taught  by  Mrs.  M.  L.  Lucas.  This  faithful  woman 
not  only  gives  her  own  services,  but  also  furnishes  the  school 
house,  and  all  for  so  small  a  salary  that  it  amounts  to  a  labor  of 
love. 


Let  me  speak  of  some  points  where  we  have  no  regular  work 
but  which  promise  good  results  if  we  can  extend  a  helping  hand. 

At  Bath  Paper  Mills,  in  Aiken  County,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Quarles 
has  lately  begun  to  hold  services,  and  hopes  to  be  able  to  establish 
a  mission  at  this  point. 

At  Georgetown  we  have  a  few  communicants,  but  as  they  at- 
tend the  parish  church  we  have  ceased  to  hold  service  here,  under 
the  advice  of  the  rector  of  the  parish. 

At  Grahamville  there  are  several  members  of  our  Church,  and 
a  great  desire  for  us  to  start  miss  on  work,  but  we  have  be  n  un- 
able yet  to  do  so. 

At  Greenvills  a  Sunday  Pc^ool  has  been  conducted  for  some 
time  We  quote  from  a  report  by  the  Rev.-Mr.  Holley,  rector 
"A  mere  beginning  has  been  made  by  Isaac  Priesley  and  his  wife, 
who  gather  the  children,  twen'y-six  in  number  in  their  hous^ 
every  Sunday,  and  teach  them  fro^n  boo^s  furnishe  i  by  me. 
There  is  an  opportunity  of  establishing  a  good  mission  here,  if  we 
can  get  the  means  to  rent  a  suitable  place  for  meeting ;  the  house 
used  is  too  small.  The  ^riesl^ysare  valuab'e  helrersin  the  work. 
Th^y  were  brought  up  in  the  rhurch,  an^  there  are  five  commu- 
nicants among  them.  They  are  in  earnest  in  the  work,  but  need 
substantial  encouragement.  I  am  willing  to  give  them  a  service 
every  Sunday  night,  if  a  proper  place  of  meeting  e  n  be  secured.1' 
I  have  been  glad  'to  say  to  our  brother,  Mr.  Holley,  that  I  will 
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pledge  a  certain  sum  per  month  for  the  renting  of  such  a  meetiDg 
place  as  inay  be  needed. 

At  Shelton,  in  Fairfield  County,  the  Rev  Mr.  Howell  giving 
way  to  the  urgent  plea  of  the  people  there,  has  been  bold  enough 
to  start  a  work.  I  don't  know  what  this  may  amount  to,  but  1  do 
knaw  that  our  zealous  brother  already  hag  his  willing  hands  very 
full,  and  yet  that  this  is  but  one  of  the  many  points  which  lay  ui  on 
us  all,  hard  worked  as  we  are,  their  demands  for  the  g  od  and  great 
things  which  Mother  Church  has  in  store  for  them. 

At  Yemassee  there  is  a  flourishing  school,  taught  at  her  own 
expense  and  in  a  school  house  furnished  by  herself,  uud^r  the  care 
of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Screven.  This  work  has  not  come  uader  our  cire,  hut 
it  is  worthy  to  be  mentioned  as  Church  work,  and  wnether  or  not, 
there  is  no  calculating  the  good  that  is  done  through  Mrs  Screven 
and  the  two  faithful  teachers  whom  she  employs  in  the  ech'  cl. 

1  have  spoken  as  briefly  a*  possible  of  th-  different  missions  n  w 
wholly,  or  in  part,  or  by  promise,  under  the  care  of  rhe  Church. 
It  is  an  old  tale,  more  than  "twice  t  >ld,"  that  the  money  at  our 
command  is  far  too  small  an  amount  for  the  work  which  we  have 
undertaken,  to  say  not  hing  of  that  which  we  might  and  ought  to 
undertake.  The  Church  Commission  has  continued  its  allowance 
of  |5,500  a  year,  for  which  we  are  thankful,  inasmuch  as  it  was 
feared  at  one  time  even  this  amount  might  be  reduced  Should 
the  Commission  be  by  the  Church  \  ut  in  the  way  of  giv  ng  us 
$10,000,  then  we  might  be  able  to  make  some  defini  e  calcula'ions 
as  to  the  progress  of  the  work.  It  can  be  easily  see  .  that  while 
the  Church  is  winning  her  way  su  ely,  but  not  slowly,  among  the 
colored  people  in  this  Archdeaco  lry.  an  1  the  demands  are  such  as 
to  require  the  full  time  of,  not  one  but  two  or  three  archdeacons, 
and  one  must  needs  devote  muc  of  his  time  to  raising  funds  f  om 
irregular,  though,  as  he  has  found,  truly  willing  sources,  there 
must  be  a  great  .oss  to  us,  instead  of  gain. 

The  Diocesan  Boar  J  of  Missions  has  given  us  $100  St.  Augus- 
tine's League,  of  New  York,  generously  gives  us  £300  a  year,  as  a 
regular  donation,  and  the  past  year  has  added  to  that,  in  all,  above 
$400. 

B-sides  the  special  gifts  in  money,  many  boxes  have  been  sent 
us  of  new  and  old  clothing,  and  a  'arge  number  of  books,  includ- 
ing Prayer  Books  and  Hymnals.    These  have  aided  us  greatly. 

Institutions. 

In  addition  to  the  missions  and  schools,  there  are  some  fif  een 
or  more  i  dustrial  schools  for  girls. 

1  here  are  two  hospitals;  one  at  Prook  Green  on  the  Waccamaw. 
This  is  well  located,  but  cannot  do  its  full  work,  because  dep  nd- 
ing  almost  entirely  upon  the  care  of  our  most  faithful  friend,  Mrs. 
Marinus  Willett.    She  is  unable  to  reside  more  than  half  the  year 
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in  that  unhealthy  regioD.  "We  hope  in  the  autumn  to  make  plans 
for  carrying  on  this  hospital  the  year  round.  We  have  opened  a 
hospital  at  Columbia.  This  has  accomplished  great  good.  Miss 
Mary  Glentoo,  the  physician  who  came  to  open  the  hospital,  laid 
good  foundations,  She  is  now  on  her  way  to  her  chosen  field  at 
Anvik,  Alaska.  Wf*  are  so  fortunate  as  to  retain  Miss  Benson, 
who  came  with  Dr.  G.,  and  is  well  fittel  and  faithful. 

We  have  the  building  for  the  Industrial  Reform  School  at  St. 
Ann's,  four  miles  from  Columbia,  almost  ready.  We  hope  to  be 
able  to  start  regularly  this  winter. 

The  Church  Messenger  is  continued  monthly,  and  while  a 
great  expense,  yet  more  than  pays  for  itself  in  its  influence  in 
and  for  the  Archdeaconry. 

Since  my  last  report,  Mr.  Charles  D.  Malone  has  taken  charge 
at  St.  .Ann's  and  is  laboring  there  most  acceptably.  It  is  his  de- 
sire and  purpose  to  apply  for  Holy  Orders. 

Mr.  John  B.  Mancebo  has  been  ordained  to  the  sacred  order  of 
deacons,  and  now,  besides  teaching  the  mission  school  at  St. 
Mary's,  Columbia,  holds  such  services  as  he  can,  in  four  or  five 
other  places.  Both  he  and  his  wife  give  themselves  up  to  the 
work  of  the  Church,  and  really  deserve  high  praise. 

The  Rev.  Henry  T.  Gregory,  who  has  removed  to  Columbia 
from  the  diocese  of  C.  New  York,  gives  a  portion  of  his  services  to 
our  missions  in  and  near  Columbia,  according  to  an  understanding 
as  to  the  same.    Our  people  are  highly  pleased  with  him. 

The  Rev.  George  F.  Miller,  presbyter,  for  some  time  in  charge  of 
Calvary.  Charleston,  and  the  mission  at  Walterboro,  has  moved 
to  the  diocese  of  East  Carolina. 

There  are  seven  lay  readers,  four  of  whom  are  tea3hers  :  four 
male  and  eighteen  female  catechists,  of  whom  five  are  white. 

There  are  at  present  thirty-five  places  where  we  have  more 
or  less  a  foothold,  and  twenty-four  where  we  have  mission 
schools. 

There  are  five  clergymen  (colored)  wholly  devoted  to  this  work, 
one  of  whom  is  a  presbyter.  There  are  nine  whit^  clergymen  in 
part  engaged. 

I  have  held  services  among  white  and  co'ored  in  the  diocese,  98; 
outside,  18;  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  54  times;  baptized  52 
persons;  married  1  (white);  buried  4;  and  delivered  162  sermons 
and  addresses. 

The  amount  given  us  by  the  Church  Commission  is  apportioned 
according  to  the  schedule  adopted  by  Bishop  Howe,  wh;ch  is  well 
known  to  you.  In  some  cases  1  had  added  from  special  donations 
put  in  my  hands.  In  regard  to  these  letter,  I  have  to  express  my 
profound  thanks  to  many  persons,  and  to  God  the  Giver  of  all 
blessings,  for  most  generous  aid.  Without  it  we  could  take  no 
step  forward;  yet  with  it  the  work  has  been  doubly  increased 
since  the  Archdeaconry  was  organized. 
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You,  my  Beloved  Bishops,  well  understand  all  the  conditions 
of  the  work,  because  your  hearts  are  in  it,  for  Jesus'  sake.  There 
are,  as  you  know,  many  difficulties,  yet  that,  after  all,  the  chief 
one  is  to  be  able  to  do  so  little;  to  have  to  plead  poverty  and  ina- 
bility, under  the  volume  of  calls  upon  us— yea,  even  while  we 
know  that  many  of  our  Lord's  brethren  are  possessed  with  suffi- 
cient of  His  treasures  to  fulfill  their  hearts1  desires.  If  this— this 
effort  of  ours  to  care  for  this  lowly,  bewildered,  hungering  peo- 
ple—could but  be,  more  than  it  ie,  one  of  the  desires  of  all  hearts, 
how  much  it  would  profit  us  all  here,  and  themselves! 

Funds. 

During  the  Convention  year  I  have  received  from  all  sources 
(as  my  books  will  show),  i.  e.,  from  the  regular  appropriations  of 
the  Church  Commission  ($5,500,)  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 
($100,)  special  donations,  offerings  from  our  congregations,  Sun- 
day schools  aDd  day  schools,  sales  of  goods  in  boxes,  and  sut- 
scription  to  Church  Messenger,  the  sum  total  of  $13,885.30.  I  held 
on  hand,  May  1,  'P3;  Reform  school  fund,  with  interest,  $1,580; 
balance  to  account  current  fund,  $103.11=$1,683  11  Making  an 
aggregate  of  $15,568.41. 

The  expenditures  have  amounted  to  $14,864.12,  which  includes 
the  reform  schc  o\  building  and  expenses  of  hospital,  salaries  of 
missionaries  and  teachers  and  other  helpers,  graveling  expenses 
of  archdeacon  and  some  of  the  missionaries,  printing,  stationery 
and  postage,  rents,  repairs,  insurance,  horse,  the  poo--  and  sick, 
medicines  and  medical  attendance— leaving  a  balance  now  on 
hand  of  $704.29,  to  which  must  be  added  investments  and  loans 
on  account  of  spcial  funds  of  $554=$1,258.29. 

We  have  now  on  our  pay  roll  no  less  than  29  persons— fresbj- 
ters,  deacons,  lay  readers,  men  and  women  helpers.  We  have  to 
carry  us  through  the  summer,  "when  the  sound  of  tbe  grinding 
is  low,"  $704.29  only. 

I  would  it  were  reasonable  to  hope  that  our  own  brethren  of 
parishes  in  this  diocese  will  come  to  see  that  they  had  a  large 
share  in  helping  to  carry  this  common  burden 

1  am  glad  to  say  that  the  colored  people  themselves  are  con- 
stantly showing  more  and  more  the  value  they  set  on  the  great 
good  of  Church's  care  for  tbem  by  giving  of  their  penury,  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  table  of  figures. 

I  am  devoutly  thankful  for  what  has  been  given  us.  but  con- 
fronted as  we  are  with  an  amaziog  opportunity,  we  might  use 
thousands  where  we  have  hundred.  Let  me  express  the  hope 
that  you  will  be  able,  by  your  influence,  my  Fathers  in  God,  to 
induce  the  Church,  through  her  regular  channels,  to  help  us 
more.  It  seems  to  me,  that  by  any  principle  of  economics, 
Mother  Church  ought  to  sustain  us  wheresoever  we  plant  our 
feet,  on  any  sentinel  line,  else  all  aggressive  work  is  at  great  peril 
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of  perishing.  Whiie  in  three  years  our  missions  have  more  than 
doubled,  the  regular  appropriation  has  fctood  at  one  figure.  This 
it  need  not  be  said,  should  not  be  laid  to  the  charge  of  the  Church 
Commission,  but  to  the  fact,  that  the  Church  herself  does  not  en- 
able that  body  to  do  what  it  gladly  would. 

To  you  both,  dear  Bishops,  I  beg  to  give  the  affectionate  assur- 
ance of  my  thanks  for  your  constant  sympathy  and  confidence 
and  furtherance  in  this  work.  To  represent  you  in  this  humble 
field,  being  so  sure  of  your  loving  trust  and  prayers,  and  knowing 
that  you  have  the  mind  of  Christ  in  sympathizing  with  the  con- 
dition of  tbe  most  desolate  of  our  brethren,  and  with  their  desire 
for  higher  things,  all  this  makes  my  labors  the  easier  and  sweeter; 
and  if  anything  were  needed  to  make  them  more  so,  it  could  be 
found  in  the  grateful  response  of  the  people  themselves  to  aU 
that  we  attempt  or  do. 

I  have  a  great  longing  to  be  all  that  I  can  to  you  of  help,  and  to 
serve  Him,  the  Bishop  and  Sehpherd  of  all,  in  behalf  of  this  great 
flock,  "scattered  abroad  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd."

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APPENDIX  VII. 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly : 

An  Act  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
representatives  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met 
and  sitting  in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same  :    That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  for  th^  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are 
hereby  appointed  Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  in 
trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or  acquired,  or  here- 
after to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects  connected  with 
said  Church  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that  now  held 
by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all  property  belong- 
ing to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  Churches,  or  dormant 
Parishes,  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but 
which  have  now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and, 
also,  of  any  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other- 
Churches  or  corporations  in  said  Diocese,  which  may 
desire  to  surrender  or  convey  the  same  to  said  Trustees, 
or  whose  charters  of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 
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Sec.  2.  That  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina, 
with  all  the  powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may,  from 
time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their 
government  and  for  the  management  of  the  property  un- 
der their  charge,  as  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of 
said  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  des- 
cribed in  the  first  Section,  shall  become  vested  in  the 
said  Trustees,  by  operation  of  law,  without  further  deed 
or  conveyance  other  than  that  which  is  herein  specified, 
and  the  said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  the  said  Church.

CANONS,  STANDING  RESOLUTIONS  AND  RULES  OF  ORDER. 


CONSTITUTION- 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  accedes  to,  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowl- 
edges their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Convention — Meetings. 

§  I.  A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in 
Charleston,  on  the  second  Thursday  in  May,  or  at  such 
time  and  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by 
the  preceding  Convention. 

§  II.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall 
have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
and  such  meeting  shall  be  held  when  and  where  the 
authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such  meet- 
ing no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that 
specified  in  the  notice  so  calling  said  meeting  ;  nor  shall 
a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  be  elected  at  such  meet- 
ing.* 
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§  III.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other 
cause  deemed  sufficient,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesi- 
astical authority,  to  require  a  change  of  the  time  or  place 
for  meeting  of  a  Convention,  either  stated  or  special,  the 
said  authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  of 
holding  such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a 
month  after  such  designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Convention — Members. 

§  I.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen 
'  and  Laymen  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  II.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is 
one,  and  every  other  Clergyman,  who  has  been  actually, 
as  well  as  canonically,  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the 
space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister,  or 
Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  Parish,  that  is,  or  has 
been,  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  this  Convention, 
or  who,  after  a  continued  service  of  at  least  twenty  years 
in  Convention,  is  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of 
health  or  age  for  further  active  duties  of  the  Ministry, 
and  has  presented  his  Annual  Report  to  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges. of  a 
member  of  this  Convention  •  Provided,  that  no  Clergy- 
man who  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat 
only  in  the  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  held  in 
May,  1889,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  rights  and  privileges 
in  subsequent  Conventions,  by  reason  of  anything  in 
this  Section  contained  ;  but  such  rights  and  privileges 
shall  be  determined  by  the  terms  of  this  Article  as  it  was 
of  force  on  May  1st.  1889. 

§  III.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number, 
shall  be  elected  by  each  Parish  or  congregation  in  union 
with  this  Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof, 
to  represent  it  in  the  Convention.  Such  Deputies  shall 
serve  for  one  stated  Convention,  and  shall,  before  they 
are  permitted  to  take  their  seats,  produce  written  testi- 
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monials  of  their  election.  For  special  Conventions, 
special  elections  shall  be  held. 

§  IV.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  dis- 
tinct Churches,  or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than 
one  vote. 

§  V.  A  lay  member  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention as  a  Deputy  from  any  Church,  shall  not  (without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention)  be  permitted 
to  relinquish  his  seat,  and  take  his  seat  as  the  Deputy  of 
another  Church.    *For  proposed  additions  see  Report  p. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  a  Quor  um. 

Ten  members  of  the  Clerical  Order,  and  lay  represen- 
tatives of  ten  Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  generally  ;  but  any  number  of 
either  Order  that  may  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President 
of  the  Convention,  and,  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  if  there  be  one.  But  in  case  neither  of  them  be 
present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
be  the  President  of  the  Convention  ;  and,  if  he  be  not 
present,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  elected  from  among 
the  attending  presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  other  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

§  I.  The  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor, 
a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Registrar. 

§  II.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Convention 
by  ballot  from  the  Communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled 
in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law,  and  who  shall  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three  years,  or 
until  his  successor  is  elected. 
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He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesiasti- 
cal) affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 
He  shall  at  all  times  afford  the  Bishop  or  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  the  Diocese,  such  advice,  confidential  or 
open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired. 

He  shall  also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  Special  Com- 
mittees appointed  by  the  Convention  desiring  counsel, 
and  perform  all  such  other  duties  germain  to  his  profes- 
sion, which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  resolution  of 
the  Convention. 

He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Convention 
without  the  right  to  vote,  unless  a  deputy  from  a  parish 
in  union  with  the  Convention. 

§  III.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual 
Convention  by  ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously 
dispensed  with,)  and  shall  continue  |in  office  until  his 
successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be  as  prescribed 
by  the  Canons,  Resolutions  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
Convention,  and  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

§  IV.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner. 
His  duties  shall  be  those  prescribed  and  required  as 
above,  and  he  also,  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  suc- 
cessor be  appointed. 

§  V.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
to  serve  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be  ap- 
pointed.   His  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deliberating  and  Voting  in  Convention. 

§  I.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the 
Constitution,  the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as 
one  body  :  but  at  any  time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote, 
as  taken,  is  finally  announced  by  the  President,  any  two 
Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two  Churches,  may 
call  for  a  seperate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy 
shall  vote  individually , and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  Churches, 
(a  majority  from  each  church  having  one  vote,)  and  a 
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majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary 
to  a  decision.  And  whenever  a  vote  is  taken  by  ballot, 
the  balloting  shall  be  by  Orders. 

§  EL  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop, 
the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent 
majority  of  the  two  Orders  being  necessary  to  a  choice: 
Provided,  that  two-thirds,  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation be  present  ;  otherwise  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  each  Order  present  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a 
choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Admitting  Parishes  and  Chvrches  into  the  Conven- 
tion. 

New  Parishes  or  Churches,  having  not  less  than  twelve 
male  adult  members,  and  twenty  communicants,  may 
be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention,  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner: 

They  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention,  presenting  therewith  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the 
Standing  committee,  that  he  or  they  approve  the  organ- 
ization of  their  Church,  and  stating  the  fact  of  such  or- 
ganization in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church,  the  election  of  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  their  means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of 
a  Minister,  and  tfieir  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  which  are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same.  And  at  the  Convention  next 
succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secretary 
shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Convention,  on  the 
first  day  of  its  session:  whereupon  the  Convention  shall 
take  such  order  upon  it  as  they  may  deem  proper.  In 
case  the  congregation  so  applying  be  within  the  limits  of 
one  or  more  existing  churches,  they  shall  state  also  the 
reasons  for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their  place 
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of  worship  from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others, 
together  with  whatever  additional  facts  may  throw  light 
upon  their  relation  to  the  existing  Church  or  Churches. 

Should  the  Convention  make  a  favorable  decision,  the 
said  congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with 
the  Convention  of  the  Church  of  this  Diocese.  Provided, 
always,  that  the  deputies  of  the  Church  or  Parish  newly 
admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be  allowed 
a  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Convention.  And  no  lay 
vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or  Church  which 
has  failed  for  three  successive  years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or 
to  send  Deputies  to  the  Convention,  or  to  pay  its  quota 
to  the  Convention,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention. And  unless  all  arrears  due  to  the  Convention, 
and  to  the  Bishop' s  Fund  are  paid,  such  Parish  or  Church 
shall  not  be  admitted,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Convention .  Provided,  that  such  Church,  if  it  pre- 
fer, may  apply  to  be  admitted  as  a  new  Parish  or 
Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

§  I.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presby- 
ters of  the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscrimi- 
nately from  among  the  actual  communicants  of  the 
Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every 
.  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention,  for  the  purposes  ex- 
pressed in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General 
and  Diocesan  Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  another  Committee  be  appointed. 

§  II.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment, 
they  shall  choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to 
be  their  President,  and  another  of  their  body  to  be  their 
Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  Min- 
utes of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  Commit- 
tee; to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  originals  of 
all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee; to  attest  their  public  acts;  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
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the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative 
to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may 
have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

§  III.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Convention, 
an  abstract  of  the  Minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the 
former  Convention. 

§  IV.  Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffra- 
ges of  the  remaining  members,  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

§  I.  At  every  stat3d  <  onvention  next  preceeding  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and 
four  Laymen  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  the 
Diocese  in  General  Convention .  Immediately  after- 
wards, four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen, 
shall  also  be  chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first 
chosen.  Such  representatives  and  substitutes  to  serve 
until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

§  II.  In  case  any  deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  de 
cline  such  appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall 
forthwith  inform  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  there- 
upon summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the  sub- 
stitutes in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the 
Journal,  which  order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  election; 
or  when  two  or  more  are  elected  at  one  balloting,  shall  be 
.determined  by  the  aggregate  vote  received. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences 
enumerated  in  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  ''of 
offences  for  which  ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished." 
and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Convention.  The  trial  shall 
be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  this  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution, 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed, 
nor  shall  any  article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration, 
repeal,  or  new  article  be  proposed,  considered  and  con- 
curred in  by  a  majority  at  one  Convention,  and  adopted 
by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent 
Convention.

CANONS. 

Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church. 


CANON  L* 
Of  the  Clergy. 

§  I.  N\  ithin  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every 
Convention  of  this  Diocese  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  prepare  or  cause 
to  be  prepared  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respec- 
tive Parishes  or  Cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  Mission- 
aries, or  of  the  institutions  of  learning,  constituted  by 
Civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which  they  are  en- 
gaged ;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in  Parishes, 
Missions,  or  Institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their 
place  of  residence  only  ;  designating  those  who  are  en- 
titled to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention,  and  those 
who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but  not  to  votes,  and  those 
who  are  entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes.  And  such 
list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  immediately 
after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order  on  the  first  day 
of  meeting,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called 
therefrom;  and  it  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidenc  e 
of  the  privileges  of  Clergymen  in  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  if  question  be  made,  the  right  of  any  Clergy- 
man shall  be  determined,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his 
name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  not. 
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§  II.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Min- 
istry, shall  have  a  place  on  said  list. 

§  III.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notify- 
ing the  admission  of  Ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may 
prevent  unwary  and  ignorant  people  from  being  imposed 
upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized  Ministers  of 
the  Church  ;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
admission. 

CANON  II. 
Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any 
neighborhood  not  included  within  the  limits  of  a  Mission 
or  Parish  already  organized,  desire  to  be  organized  and 
recognized  as  Missions,  they  shall  make  application  to 
the  Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and  prom- 
ising conformity  to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons,  doc- 
trine, discipline  and  worship  of  the  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  in  this  Diocese,  and  to  the  rules  regu- 
lating such^  Missions.  They  may  propose  a  name  for  the 
Mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they  will 
give  to  the  Board  of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  think  such  organization  expedient,  he, 
or  a  Presbyter  under  his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  War- 
den, who  shall  always  be  a  Communicant,  and  a  Clerk 
and  Treasurer;  and  these  officers  shall  be  appointed  an- 
nually thereafter,  on  tne  Monday,  or  any  other  day  dur- 
ing Easter  week,  and  shall  hold  until  their  successors 
are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suit- 
able place  for  Public  Worship,  and  provide  things  neces- 
sary for  the  decent  and  orderly  performance  of  Church 
Services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  re- 
ceive all  contributions,  and  remit  or  disburse  them  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Bishop,  at  the  Convention,  through  the  Missionary,  or  if 
there  be  none,  through  the  Warden,  in  like  form  as  Par- 
ishes. 
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CANON  III. 
Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

§  I.  Whenever  any  organized  Mission  shall  contain 
at  least  six  male  adults,  and  fifteen  communicants,  at 
least  two  of  whom  shall  be  males,  and  can  provide  for 
the  support  of  a  Minister,  or  whenever  any  other  persons 
under  the  same  conditions  desire  to  organize  a  Church, 
they  shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese  a  statement  of  their  condition,  and  prospect  for 
maintaining  such  organization ;  and  having  obtained  his  t- 
consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by  which  their  Church 
may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association, 
in  the  following  form: 

"We.  the  undesigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  or- 
ganizing a  congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 

Church,  at  ,  County  of  ,  in  the  Diocese 

of  Couth  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given,  do  hereby 
agree  to  organize  a  Congregation  to  be  known  by  the 
name  of    Church  ;  and  as  such,  do  hereby  ac- 

knowledge, accede  to,  and  adopt  the  doctrine,  dicipline, 
and  worship,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accord- 
ingly appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D.  to  be  WTardens.  and  E.  F., 

G.  EL,  J.  K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of  Church 

to  continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday,  A.  D.  , 

and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their  place." 

"Witness  our  hands  this  day  of  ,  in 

the  year  of  our  Lord  ." 

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  con- 
gregation desiring  to  be  recognized  as  a  part  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction  thereof.  And  any  Church  so  organized  and 
recognized  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Church  in 
the  Diocese,  whether  admitted  into  union  with  the  Con- 
vention or  not. 

§  II   Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within 
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the  bounds  of  any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall 
give  due  notice  to  the  Ministers  thereof,  or,  if  the  Parish 
or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister,  then  to  the  Vestry  or 
Vestries  of  the  same. 

§  III.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
their  application  for  admission  to  organize  a  new  Parish, 
they  shall  enclose  the  written  approval  or  disapproval  of 
the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Vestry  or  Vestries,  afore- 
said; and  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate  of 
the  fact. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  with  the  Convention. 

§  I.  Whenever  any  Church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention,  in  addition  to  the  con- 
stitutional requirements,  they  shall  present  a  certified 
copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association,  together  with  their 
application  for  admission. 

§  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  Church  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  to  send  Deputies — one  at 
least — to  every  Convention. 

§  III.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed 
by  either  the  Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one 
of  the  Wardens,  in  the  following  form  :

In  Parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a 
similar  certificate  of  election  shall  be  required. 

§  IV.*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry,  to  forward 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  least  one  iveek  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a  certified  list  of  the 
Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their  Church,  in  order 
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to  aid  him  in  prepairing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

CANON  V. 
Of  Dormant  Parishes  or  Churches. 

§  I.  If  any  Parish  or  Church  shall  have  failed  for  three 
suceessive  years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to 
the  Convention,  or  to  make  the  Reports  required  by  Sec- 
tion I,  of  Canon  XVII,  Title  I,  of  the  General  Conven, 
tion,  or  to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Convention, 
such  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

§  II.  Parishes  or  Churches  may  be  restored  to  the 
union  with  the  Convention  ,  by  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution,  and  of  Canons  III  and  IV  of 
this  Diocese. 

§  III,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  author- 
ity to  adopt  the  measures  necessary  to  preserve  the 
property  of  such  Parishes  or  Churches  as  may  be  dor- 
mant or  virtually  extinct. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of 
every  Parish  or  Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  Easter  Mon- 
day, or  some  other  day  legally  appointed,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of  transacting 
such  other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting, 
due  notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Min- 
ister or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings,  the  Rector  shall  preside ;  but  if 
there  be  no  Rector,  or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding 
officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  secretary  be  appointed. 

The  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  the  qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote, 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Parish  or 
Church. 

Provided,  that  at  such  meetings  and  elections,  none 
shall  vote  except  male  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  re- 
port of  their  efficial  acts  during  the  year. 
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CANON  VII. 
Of  Vestries. 

§  I.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election 
on  Easter  Monday,  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed, of  two  Church  Wardens,  and  not  less  than 
three,  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to  continue  in 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed.   The  Wardens  shall  always  be  communicants, 

§  II.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its 
details,  and  also  the  qualifications  of  those  elected,- 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles  of  Association,  or  By- 
Laws  of  the  Parish. 

§  III.  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elec- 
ted, together  with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not 
then  of  themselves,  shall  constitute  the  Vestry,  and 
shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the  Parish  or 
Church.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and, 
in  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside; 
Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not 
interfere  with  existing  laws  and  usages  of  established 
Churches. 

§  IV.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporal- 
ities of  the  Church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide 
for  all  repairs,  salaries  and  current  expenses,  and  to  take 
all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds  required,  and  to 
keep  a  proper  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be 
imposed  upon  them  by  any  General  Convention,  or  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese. 

§  V.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens,  to 
provide  whatever  may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebra- 
tion of  Divine  Worship,  (as  books,  vestments,  etc.); 
also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the  Church  build- 
ing and  furniture,  books  for  Church  records,  and  the  el- 
ements of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  dis- 
order during  public  worship.  They  shall  be  ready  to 
collect  "the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the  people,*' 
and  in  case  the  Parish  or  Church  is  without  a  Minister, 
shall  disburse  them;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship

by  occasional  clerical  services,  or  by  lay-reading,  as  cir- 
cumstances shall  permit.  They  shall  also,  during  such 
vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  Church  plate,  records,  etc., 
and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Con- 
vention, a  report  of  the  Parish.  It  shall  also  be  their 
further  duty,  to  aid  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  all  agen- 
cies and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church — as 
Sunday  Schools,  etc. — and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop 
any  irregularity  in  the  mode  of  conducting  public  wor- 
ship, and  all  offences  by  their  Minister,  or  by  any  other 
officiating  for  him,  against  Rubrics  or  Canons,  Faith  or 
Morals . 

§  VI.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved 
except  as  provided  for  by  Canon  IV,  Title  II,  of  the 
General  Digest. 

§  VII.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Vestry  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also 
to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector  ;  but  not  without  due  regard 
to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congregation,  and  the 
opinion  and  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 
Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Conventions. 

§  I.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall 
be  given  by  the  Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmit- 
ted by  mail,  to  every  Clergyman  an  d  Parish  in  the  Dio- 
cese These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time 
■  and  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  and.  if  it  be  a 
Special  Convention,  called,  as  provided  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, for  a  particalar  purpose,  they  shall  specify  that 
purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also  contain  the 
form  for  Parochial  Reports,  and  those  to  the  Parishes, 
the  form  of  Certificate  for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts 
from  the  Constitution,  Canons  and  Standing  Resolutions, 
as  relate  to  their  apppointment.  They  shall  also  state 
the  quotas  of  the  several  Parishes  to  the  various  funds 
of  the  Diocese. 

§  II.  The  Convention,  thus  summoned,  shall  always 
be  opened  with  "Morning  Prayer,"  a  sermon,  and  the 
celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  the  Bishop,  if  he 
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be  present,  otherwise  by  the  President  of  the  Standing- 
Committee. 

§  III.*  When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  called 
to  order,  the  Secretary  shall  proceed  to  call  the  names 
of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes  and  Deputies;  after 
which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  president  shall 
declare  the  Convention  duly  organized;  Provided,  that 
no  Deputy  whose  seat  may  be  contested,  shall  have 
place  on  his  list. 

§  IV.  Two  Committees  on  Credentials  shall  then 
be  appointed  ;  the  first  consisting  of  three  Clergymen, 
to  whom  the  roll  of  Clergy  shall  be  referred  ;  the  other 
of  three  Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  roll  of 
Deputies,  together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appoint- 
ment, and  the  list  of  the  Treasurer,  required  by  Canon 
X,  Section  II.  And  these  committees,  severally  shall  ex- 
amine forthwith,  and  report  to  the  <  onvention,  upon 
the  lists  so  referred  ;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report 
which  Parishes  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Convention,  and  which  are,  by  Article  VIII  of  the  Con- 
stitution, debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted  by  a  vote 
of  the  Convention.  Should  the  committe  have  considered 
any  certificates  unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken 
up,  and  the  question  of  their  sufficiency  settled. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  cor- 
rect Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  at- 
test its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  to  deliver  to 
his  successor  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  it,  or  ap- 
pertaining to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give  notice,  at 
least  six  weeks  beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry 
or  congregation  of  the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

§  II.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a 
vcopy  of  all  Journals  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
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and  to  every  General  Convention,  a  certified  list  of  the 
Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  a  certificate  of  the  appointment 
of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  the 
Deputies  themselves  ;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  House  of  Deputies,  a  list  of  persons  nominated 
as  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  to- 
gether with  all  other  documents  required  by  the  Canons 
and  regulations  of  that  body,  and  shall  perform  all 
other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and 
regulations. 

§  III.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Secretary,  its  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  upon  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and 
disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the 
Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribution 
is  not  otherwise  regulated. 

He  shall  keep  regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to 
be  annually  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  shall  faith- 
fully deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books, 
papers,  and  funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Conven- 
tion, which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

§  II.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Con- 
vention, lay  upon  the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes 
or  Churches  which  have  failed  to  make  the  contributions 
required  of  them,  specifying  those  which  have  for  three 
successive  years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the 
Convention. 

§  II.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  Gen- 
eral Convention,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the 
quota  of  this  Diocese  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of 
that  body. 

§  IV.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to 
serve  until  the  next  regular  appointment  by  the  Con- 
vention. 
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CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and 
take  charge  of  all  documents  and  papers  pertaining  to 
the  history  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or  in  any  one 
of  the  Parishes;  also,  to  collect  and  keep  for  reference  a  set 
of  Journals  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, and  to  report  annually  to  this  Convention. 

CANON  XII 

Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

§  I.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under 
the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  ap- 
point all  Missionaries,  and  may  at  his  discretion,  sus- 
pend or  remove  them . 

§  II.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Dio- 
cese to  consist  of  the  Bishop  as  President,  ex-officio  ;  and 
of  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman,  who  shall  be  a  com- 
municant of  the  Church,  from  each  Missionary  District, 
to  be  nominated  by  each  Convocation  and  chosen  at  each. 
Annual  Convention  ;  and  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  III.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the 
place  where  the  Convention  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the 
Bishop  may  designate.  They  shall  appoint  a  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  the  Board  ;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and 
regulations  for  their  government  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  Church.  They 
shall  hold  such  other  meetings  during  the  year,  as  they 
or  the  Bishop  may  appoint. 

They  shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop,  in  the 
designation  of  stations,  and  appointment  of  Missionaries; 
and  they  shall  devise  means  for  securing  funds  for  Mis- 
sionary purposes,  and  make  a  full  report  in  writing  to 
each  Annual  Convention  of  receipts  and  expenditures, 
of  Stations  and  Missionaries  aided,  of  churches  and  indi- 
viduals contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light 
upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 
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At  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  five  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  IV.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  mission  work,  the 
Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  districts— not  less  than 
four—the  number  and  boundaries  of  vhich  shall  be 
fixed,  and  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

§  V.  Until  otherwise  arranged,  these  Districts  shall 
be  as  follows: 

The  First  to  consist  of  the  counties  of  Oconee,  Pick- 
ens, Anderson,  Abbeville,  Newberry,  Laurens,  Green- 
ville, Union,  Spartanburg,  and  Cherokee  township,  in 
York  County. 

The  Second,  of  the  remainder  of  York,  Lancaster, 
Chester,  Fairfield,  Kershaw,  Richland,  Lexington,  Aik- 
en and  Edgefield. 

The  Third,  of  Sumter,  Clarendon,  Florence,  Darling- 
ton, Chesterfield,  Marlboro,  Marion,  Williamsburg, 
Georgetown  and  Horry. 

The  Fourth,  of  Berkeley,  Charleston,  Colleton,  Beau- 
fort, Hampton,  Barnwell  and  Orangeburg. 

§  VI.  In  each  district  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Pres- 
byter— a  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  or  otherwise 
— whose  title  shall  be  Archdeacon,  to  have  general 
charge  under  the  Bishop,  of  mission  work  in  that  dis- 
trict. He  shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint 
a  Missionary  for  the  District,  to  be  engaged  in  aggres- 
sive missionary  work,  and  in  supplying  services  to  va- 
cant and  feeble  stations.  Such  Missionary  shall  be  de- 
tached from  any  Parochial  Cure,  and  shall  be  amenable 
to  the  Bishop,  through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  his  acts 
and  appointments.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  three 
years,  unless  removed  by  the  Bishop. 

§  VII.  In  each  District  there  shall  be  a  Convocation, 
to  consist  of  the  Clergy  within  its  limits  who  are  dis- 
charging the  functions  of  their  office,  and  of  one  or  more 
Lay-Communicants  from  each  Parish  or  Mission,  to  be 
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chosen  according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Convocation. 

They  shall  meet  twice  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of 
the  missionary  work  in  the  district;  and  may  hold  other 
meetings  at  their  discretion. 

Ac  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop, 
the  Archdeacon  shall  preside. 

He  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Convention,  at  each 
Annual  Session,  concerning  the  missionary  work  in  his 
district. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  govern- 
ment, or  adopt  measures  to  promote  its  efficiency,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church. 

§  VIII.  At  each  Annual  Convention  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  considered  on  the  morniijg 
of  the  second  day's  session,  immediately  after  the  calling 
of  the  names  of  members.  At  this  session  all  reports  con- 
cerning the  work  shall  be  read,  and  members  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

§  IX.  Wo  organizad  Parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the 
Board  of  Missions,  except  on  written  application,  ap- 
proved by  the  Bishop,  and  on  condition  that  the  Rector 
will  perform  such  work  outside  of  the  Parish  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

§  X.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board, 
shall  make  quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  in  which  shall  be  included  a  statement  of  the. 
amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the  Parish  or  Mission 
which  they  serve;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit 
their  stipends  until  such  report  is  received. 

§  XL  The  travelling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of 
members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer,  if  possible. 

II.  Of  Ministers  and  their  Duties. 

CAXOX  XIII. 

Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Bepo?^ts. 
§  I.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  Bap- 
tisms, Marriages  and  Burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in 
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his  Parish  by  another  Minister,  and  if  he  have  cure  of 
souls,  a  list  of  persons  confirmed  in  his  Parish  or  con- 
gregation, and  of  communicants  and  baptized  persons, 
not  communicants,  belonging  to  the  same. 

§  II.  The  Register,  so  kept,  shall  specify  the  name  and 
date  of  birth  of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the 
parents  and  sponsors — in  the  case  of  an  adult,  the 
name,  and  those  of  the  witnesses — the  names  of  persons 
married  and  buried,  with  the  date  of  every  rite  per- 
formed. 

§  III.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by 
the  Minister,  in  a  book  provided  by  the  Church  War- 
dens for  that  purpose — and  in  case  there  be  no  Minister, 
the  Wardens  themselves  shall  see  that  such  registry  be 
made — which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  Parish  Regis- 
ter, and  preserved  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the 
Church. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  M  inister,  in  case  of 
removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit  this  Register  with  the 
Church  Wardens. 

§  IV.  Every  Minister  having  charge  of  a  Parish,  or  if 
any  Parish  be  vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof,  shall 
present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention,  an  accurate  statement  in  writing,  of 
the  number  of  families,  members  of  the  Church,  speci- 
fying- the  adults  and  children  under  fourteen;  the  num- 
ber of  communicants,  specifying  the  changes  by  admis- 
sion, removal  or  dsath;  the  number  of  baptisms,  infant 
and  adult;  of  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials;  the 
state  and  condition  of  Sunday  and  Parochial  Schools,  if 
there  be  any;  and  a1  so  the  number  of  times  and  the 
places  where  Divine  service  has  been  performed;  the 
number  of  Communions  celebrated,  the  amount  of  offer- 
ing— for  alms,  for  Misssions,  Diocesan,  Domestic  and 
Foreign— for  the  Parish  School  or  any  Church  Institu- 
tion, of  assessments  paid,  of  Rector's  salary  paid,  paid 
for  the  support  and  current  or  other  expenses  of  the 
Parish,  whether  by  pew  rents,  offerings,  subscriptions 
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or  otherwise,  and  in  general  for  all  Parochial,  Diocesan 
general  objects;  also  of  any  other  matters  which  may 
tend  to  throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

§  V.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  his 
official  acts,  or  if  he  have  performed  none,  the  reasons 
therefor. 

§  VI.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year, 
ending  the  30th  April  preceding  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  and  they,  or  such  portion  of  them  as  the 
President  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention, 
and  may  be  entered  on  the  Journal  thereof. 

§  VII.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons 
shall  be  reported  separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in 
the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared  by  the  Secretary  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon.  And  the 
failure  of  any  person  to  make  out  his  Parochial  Report 
according  to  this  form,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause 
for  the  exclusion  of  such  report  from  the  pages  of  the 
Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  Persons  Wishing  to  Become  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  become  a  candidate  for  Or- 
ders in  this  Diocese,  shall  make  application  in  writing 
to  the  Standing  Committee,  stating  his  age  and  previous 
occupation.  He  will  also  be  expected  to  furnish  the 
Committee  with  the  testimonials  required  by  Canon  II, 
Title  I,  of  the  General  Convention,  an  I  give  evidence 
that  he  has  informed  the  Bishop  of  his  inbea.jioa,  accor- 
ding to  the  requisitions  of  the  same  Canon. 

CANON  XV. 

Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  et<  . 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  a  seat  in  this  Convention  as  a  Lay  Deputy 
from  any  Parish  or  Church. 
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III.  Of  Discipline. 
CANON  XVI. 
Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

§  I.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Eccle- 
siastical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first 
place,  to  the  Standing  ommittee,  in  writing,  under  the 
proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the 
facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of  .the  witnesses  who  will 
prove  the  same,  with  copies  of,  or  proper  references  to 
any  other  evidence  required.  If  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will  constitute 
any  one  or  more  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  Con- 
stitution and  (  an ons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  that  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the 
Church  that  further  proceedings  should  be  had,  they 
shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put 
the  accused  upon  his  trial  ;  and  if  satisfied,  they  shall 
thereupon  cause  a  presentment  to  be  made  to  the  Bishop, 
charging  the  accused  with  the  offence  or  offences,  which 
they  deemed  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence,  and  speci- 
fying the  facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to 
time,  place  and  circumstance,  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a 
judicial  investigation. 

§  II.  The  presentment  having  bean  made,  the  Bishop 
shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of 
all  the  Presbyters  of  this  Diocsse,  who,  for  the  time  be- 
ing, are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein  (excepting  the 
accused,  the  presenting  Presbyters,  anil  those  on  the 
Standing  Committee):  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the 
said  names  to  be  drawn  out  hy  a  child  under  ten  years 
of  age,  and  the  said  twelve  names  shall  be  incribed  on 
a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause  a  copy  of 
the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence. 
Within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  accused  shall  strike 
off  the  names  of  three  of  the  Presbyters  on  the  said  list, 
and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  the  Bishop 
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shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters 
to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall, 
within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  strike  off  the  name  of  two 
more,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop.  If  either 
party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names 
as  the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off  ;  and  in 
each  case  the  seven  remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of 
them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous  to,  or  during  the 
course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot  be  present, 
shall  constitute  a  Council  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

§  III.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint ;  and  its  session 
shall  be  open  only  to  members  in  actual  Communion 
with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  and  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf 
either  of  the  accused  or  the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own 
motion,  to  another  place  within  the  Diocese.  If  it  fail 
to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall  stand  adjourned 
to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space  of 
three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed  ;  and  if  the  whole 
number  do  not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a 
full  attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the  Council  who 
may  be  present,  being  no  less  than  five,  shall  organize 
and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from 
their  own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to 
trial  shall  ordain  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the 
trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral  testi- 
mony for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by 
the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  depositions  and  other 
evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved  ; 
and  shall  cause  a  journal  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings. 
Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may 
be  called  upon  by  the  Council  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affimation  to  the  witnesses  ;  and  upon  all  questions  the 
common  law  shall  furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  sufficient 
for  a  decision. 

§  IV.  The  Council,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may 
appoint  one  or  more  of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be 
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its  advisors,  who  may  be  present  at  all  its  proceedings. 
It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Council  an  opinion 
upon  any  question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the 
Council,  or  any  member  thereof  or  the  prosecuting,  or 
accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion,  but  without  any 
voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  question. 

§  V.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or 
left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  be- 
fore such  meeting:  and  the  like  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  Staading  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or 
some  one  whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office, 
shall  collect  and  present  the  evidence,  and  otherwise  ap- 
pear in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The  accused  shall 
also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Council  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All 
Counsel  must  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 

§VI.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Council  may 
proceed  to  trail  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown, 
may  adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day  ;  and  if  he  then  fail 
to  appear,  the  Council  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for 
contumacy,  who,  thereupon,  shall  pass  upon  him  sen- 
tence of  suspension  from  the  ministry;  but  such  sen- 
tence may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused, 
within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to  him  that 
he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for 
that  end  before  the  Council;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report 
and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charges  in  the 
presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degra- 
dation from  the  ministry. 

§  VII.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  or  the  accused,  to  the  Bishop,  set- 
ting forth  that  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness 
cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to  take 
the  deposition  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying 
shall  give  to  the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  taking  the  deposition  and  of  the  prin- 
cipal points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to  be  examined, 
if  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given  resides 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  tak- 
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ing  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sun- 
day, shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  de- 
position shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and  certified  by 
the  commissioner  under  seal,  to  the  Council. 

§  VIII.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the 
Council  shall  declare,  in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the 
several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision 
on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment  distinctly 
stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not 
guilty,  and  if  guilty  of  disorderly  conduct  or  of  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution  or  of  Canons  of  this  Church,  or 
of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opin- 
ion, ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of 
the  offences  enumerated  in  Section  I,  Canon  II,  Title  II, 
of  the  General  Canons  of  this  Church,  the  sentence  shall 
be  degradation.  They  shall  forward  the  decision,  to- 
gether with  the  evidence  and  proceedings  to  the  Bishop; 
whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop 
shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear 
proper,  not  exceeding  that  suggested  by  the  Council,  ex- 
cept when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such  sentence 
shall  be  final.  But,  if  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall 
have  power  to  award  it  ;  in  which  case  a  new  Council 
shall  be  constituted  as  hereinbefore  provided  (excluding 
the  members  of  the  former  Council),  before  which  the 
proceedings  shall  be  conducted,  as  before  provided. 

§  IX.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
charges  the  Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him, 
or  being  certified  to  him  by  the  Council),  shall  proceed 
to  pass  sentence,  and  if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before 
the  Council,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit  or  deny  the 
charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

§  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the 
Convention  at  its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minis- 
rn,  as  herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Council  and 
his  sentence  thereupon. 

§  XL  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as 
interfering  with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  clerical 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  institute  an  in 
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quiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section  II.,  Canon 
II.,  Title  II.,  of  the  General  Convention.  And  whenever, 
upon  such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
'  be  of  opinion  that  there  is  just  ground  for  the  public 
rumors,  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they  shall 
inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts,  and  of  the 
evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such 
further  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  herein  directed, 
after  a  charge  shall  have  been  made  to  the  Standing 
Committee. 

§  XII.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  minis- 
ter, as  herein  provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  not 
have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose, 
the  same  shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several 
Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in  the  same  ratio  in  which  they 
are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  the  Conven- 
tion by  Canon  XIX. 

IV.  Miscellaneous. 

CANON  XVII. 
Of  the  St  a  te  of  the  Chui  x-h . 

At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  the  Address 
of  the  Bishop,  the  Parochial  Reports,  and  all  other  re- 
ports made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any  Canon. 
From  these  materials,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress 
of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  meas- 
ures as  they  may  deem  important  to  its  future  progress 
and  welfare. 

CANON  XVIII. 
Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Convention,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power 
to  levy  upon  each  Church  in  union  therewith,  an  assess- 
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merit  sufficient  to  defray  the  regular  and  incidental  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese,  and,  also,  an  assessment  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate.  These  assessments  shall  not 
-exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  communicant,  for 
Diocesan  expenses,  nor  fifty  cents  for  the  Bishop's  fund. 

The  amount  of  said  assessments  shall  be  determined 
by  each  Annual  Convention,  and  upon  the  Report  of  the 
Finance  <  ommittee. 

For  these  assessments  the  Parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XIX. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

§  I.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor 
shall  any  new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Con- 
vention. 

Nor  shall  any  Canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of 
<Oanon,  be  passed  at  the  same  Convention  in  which  it 
was  proposed,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  both  Orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Constitution  and  Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  Convention,  it  shall  lie  over  for  the  considera- 
tion and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

§  II.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by 
way  of  amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following  form: 
i 'Canon — (or  section)  of  Canon — is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  III.  AW  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  not  in- 
cluded in  these  Canons,  are  hereby  repealed.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to 
the  several  Churches  of  this  Diocese  that  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  Deputies  to  the  Diocesesan  Convention,  they 
should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of 
the  Church.    (Passed  1842.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections 
is  to  be  given  by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant 
Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  the  standing 
resolutions  recommending  that  members  of  this  Conven- 
tion be  communicants  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation, 
or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  affixed  to  the  pub- 
lished notice  of  election. 

3.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the 
Treasurer's  hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, after  providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the 
expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to 
the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese  who  may  attend  such  meet- 
ing.   (Passed  1875.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be 
paid  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1870.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the 
Organist  officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Conven- 
tion.   (Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting 
r.for  the  same  period.    (Passed  1856.) 
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7.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to 
return  thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body. 
(Passed  1850.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Dio- 
cese shall  depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed 
on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

0.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries 
of  all  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and, 
if  possible,  interdict,  the  use  of  Churches  under  their 
care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common  purposes. 
(Passed  1828.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to 
members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  the  choice  of 
Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who 
are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  in  election  of  trustees  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  bal- 
lot.   (Passed  1866.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary 
shall  call  the  names  of  Deputies  and  record  the  Clergy- 
men and  Laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively. 
(Passed  1877.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  transportation  of  members  to  and  from  the 
Convention.    (Passed  1882.) 

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this 
Diocese  be  requested  to  interest  the  children  of.their  re- 
spective Parishes  and  Missions  during  the  season  of  Ad- 
vent in  raising  a  special  Missionary  Fund  to  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  for  Missionary 
work  in  this  Diocese.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  After  the  Convention  has  been  declared  duly  organ- 
ized, and  the  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the 
order  of  proceedings  for  the  first  day  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  of  the  4 'Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  five  Stand- 
ing Committees,  viz.:  A  Committee  on  Admission  of 
New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two 
Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Cannons, 
to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Missionary  Dis- 
trict; a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of 
one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

o.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congre- 
gations for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers, 
for  the  first  day,  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dioce  se 
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9.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

11.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

II.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Convention  on 
every  day  succeeding  the  first  day,  shall  be  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Bishop,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be 
closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity  in  South  CaroHna,  may  be 
preached  on  the  second  day,  after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the 
daily  order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  pro- 
ceeding day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, when  in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  when  in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment 
on  their  respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's 
Fund,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 

Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
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Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in 
order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  mem- 
ber shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand 
up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one 
pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Con- 
vention unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate, 
or  to  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise 
from  his  seat,  and,  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  him- 
self to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time, 
the  President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to 
speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
same  question  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be 
drawn  into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon 
a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  sec- 
onded by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no 
one  shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out 
of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XIII.  in  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and 
of  the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited 
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with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  re- 
ceived after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Con- 
vention unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the 
President  or  any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Dele- 
gate may  not  second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or 
Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to 
commit  or  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A 
motion  to  strike  out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have 
precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend,  and  if  carried,  shall 
be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolutions.  Subject 
to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first 
put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  in- 
definitely, shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion 
to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  busi- 
ness of  the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted 
to  any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given 
by  him  to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conven- 
tion. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the 
event  of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  inter- 
ested, or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the 
question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transj- 
gress  the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or 
any  member  may,  call  to  order  ;  in  which  case  the  mem- 
ber so  called  to  order,  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless 
permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be 
determined  in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the 
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President ;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  de- 
cision to  the  Convention,  and  on  such  appeal  no  mem- 
ber shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  such  sub- 
stitution shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not  belonging  to  the  Dio- 
cese, Candidates  for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by 
this  body,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

XXIY.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at 
the  opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force, 
unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  shall 
not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders, 
after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.

THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION 


OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 


To  the  Convention  (or  Council)  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina. 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Title 
III.,  Canon  1,  Section  iii.,  of  the  Digest,  I  would  hereby 
give  particular  notice  that  the  following  alterations  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church  are  proposed:  to  wit, 
those  comprised  in  the  two  resolutions  subjoined,  said 
resolutions  having  been  constitutionally  adopted  by  a 
General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
held  in  the  city  of  Boltimore,  Maryland,  in  October,  A. 
D.,  1892,  to  wit: 

First. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses 
of  the  Convention  (vide  Journal  pages  338,  118) 

Resolved,  That  Article  8  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  clause  "No  alteration,  etc.,"  and  in  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following:  "No  alteration  or  addition  shall  be 
made  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  or  other  Offices  of  the 
Church,  or  the  Articles  of  Religion,  unless  the  same  shall  be  first 
proposed  in  one  General  Convention,  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  Bishops  ^entitled  to  seats  ia  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  by  the  vote  offa  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  enti- 
tled to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  by  a  resolve 
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of  the  General  Convention  made  known  to  the  Convention  of 
every  Diocese,  and  adopted  at  the  subsequent  General  Conven- 
tion in  the  same  manner  in  which  it  was  proposed." 

so  that  the  Article  as  thus  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

article  8. 

A  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  Administration  of  the 
Sacraments  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the 
Church,  Articles  of  Religion,  and  a  Form  and  Manner 
of  Making-,  Ordaining  and  Consecrating  Bishops,  Priests 
and  Deacons,  when  established  by  this  or  a  future  Gen- 
eral Convention,  shall  be  used  in  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  those  Dioceses  which  shall  have  adop- 
ted this  Constitution.  No  alteration  or  addition  shall 
be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  or  other  offices 
of  the  Church,  or  the  Articles  of  Religion,  unless  the 
same  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one  General  Convention, 
by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and 
by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  by  a  re- 
solve of  the  General  Convention  made  known  to  the 
Convention  of  every  Diocese,  and  adopted  at  the  sub- 
sequent General  Convention  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  it  was  proposed;  Provided,  however,  that  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to 
amend  the  Lectionary;  but  no  act  for  this  purpose  shall 
be  valid,  which  is  not  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House 
of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  enti- 
tled to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies. 

Second. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two 
Houses  of  the  Convention  {vide  Journal  puges  394,  395, 
152) 

Resolved,  That  the  following  Changes  be  made  in  the  Consti- 
tution and  that  the  proposed  changes  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Diocesan  Conventions  in  order  that  they  may  be  adopted 
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In  the  ensuing  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  provis- 
ions of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution: 

Strike  out  the  words  "Assistant  Bishop"  wherever  they  occur, 
and  insert  in  their  place  the  words  "Bishop  Coadjutor.1'

The  Presiding  Bishop  having  taken  order  for  the  con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  Assistant 
Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  to  be  in 
Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  this,  the  first  Consecration 
of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese,  took  place  in  the  said  church 
on  the  20th  day  of  June,  A.  D.,  1893. 

The  Bishops  appointed  as  Cousecrators  by  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop  were:  Rt.  Rev.  T.  B.  Lyman,  D.  D.,  L.  L.  D., 
Bishop  of  North  <  arolina.  Rt..  Rev.  Edwin  G.  Weed,  D.

The  procession,  consisting  of  four  Bishops  and  a  large 
number  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  was  formed  in  the 
Sunday  School  building  adjacent.

Philip's  <  hurch,  Charleston.

The  Epistle  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  Florida. 

The  Gospel  by  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Assistant  Bishop,  of 
Alabama,  from  Romans  X,  14,  and  part  of  15th  verse: 
"How  then  shall  they  call  on  Him  in  whom  they  have 
not  believed?  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  Him  of 
whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  and  how  shall  they  hear 
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without  a  preacher  ?  and  how  shall  they  preach  except 
they  be  sent?"
